And upon enquiry, learning your name; and re- 
membring that I had bin once civilly entertained 
byyouin che, company of my deceattd Kinfman 
Dr. Rapha Rand ot Goddalming, at our Fathers 
houfe of Wotton in Surrey; Ieoncluded, that the 
tutableneís of your Genius with that of Peireski- 
sche refpects my Kinfman aforefaid, frequent. 
ly found at your Fathers houfe, both when fick- 
nefle required his prefence and'at other times ; 
and your Fathers civility to my felf, having been 
once his gueft at bed and board, with your own 
_ kind entertainment of me after his death ; and 
finally the conttant affeétion of that worthy gen- 
tlewoman your near kinfwoman, and the reli& 
widdow of my Cofen aforefaid, upon all occafi- 
ons expreffed towards me ; did neceffitate me 
to cry Heurica, and to conclude that Peireskins 
could not more ju(ily be by me prefented to any 
other than your ingenious felf, to receive his 
firt entertainment into England.

Am now about, at your Reque(?, to write 

the Life of the mott renowned Peireskius, 

For prefently upon your happy arrival into 
| this Province, you mourned to finde your 
| felf, by thegreat envy of the Faces, bereft of his 
| Society ; and very punétually. queftioned me, 
| whom you knew to have bin moft familiarly con- 
| verfant wich him,touching his Scudies, Manners, 
) and conditions, It was your pleafure alfo co learn 
| the favour of his Countenance, from his Pi&ure, 
| and to vifit thofe places, in which there did re- 
| mainfome foot-{teps as it werejand marks of his 
| Prefence; viewing his Habitation, where he was 
| wontto fit,and captivate the molt excellent ps 
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With the Enchantments of his Learning, Wit, 
and Eloquence. Ina word, you were 10 far ra- 
vifhed, with the Admiration of his Vertues,asto 
have a principal band ih perfwadipg meto write 
his Life; and were for chat Caufe willing to dil- 
penile with my Attendance upom you; thar 
mieht in this my Retirement,the fooner accom- 
plifh that work. And I might,indeed, juttly ex- 
ente my felt, in regatd of my own inlufficiency : 
yet I thought not fit to make any long demur, 
when I conhdered my manifold Obligations, 
For in the firftplace, as for what concerns 
your felf, I fhou!dbe very uncivil, if 1 fhou!d noc 
taiisfie your Requett; wEoswhen I was as far from 
thinking of, as deferving any {uch favour, I was 
aiter inch a manner ibviced to wait upon you; 
that ever ince, your good will towards me, has 
bin fo free and{weet, fo full of all Courtefie and 
Genptcenels, as I con!d with or defire. I found, 
truly, by experience, how juftly you were the 
Admiratiop, Love,and Delight ot all. Provenée; 
which findes it felf happy imfucha Vice-roy, in 
whom Philofophy, and the Art of Government, 
are equally cempered, and mutually allayed. 
Moreover, you do fo aflociate the Studies of 
Peace with the Arr of Warre, and fo reconcile 
AMars and the Mutes, that it is a doubtful Calero 
refolve, whether your Generofiry as a Souldier, 
or your Learning, asa Scholar, is more eminent;

Arguments of Kingly Prayfes, in fuch asare not 
of Royal Blood. You think it inconfiderable,un- 
der what Garments an heroical mind,lies fhrou- 
ded and concealed; provided there be a divine 
foul within,you are alwayes teady to expre{s your 
Reverence hereunto. A great example where- 
of you have given, andto be reckoned among the 
‘worthy deeds of great Captains and Comman- 
ders; in that you have already by your Com- 
mendation elevated a Man of the Senarorian 
Rank, for the rare endowments of his minde, 
untothe Dignity of Princes; andtake care, that 
his Fame may never be extinguifhed ; nor can 
this affection of yours ever be forgotten, the 
Commendations whereof, Vertue her {elf will 
trumpet forth, to the dayes of Eternity, 

In the next place, as to the Man himfelf, 1 
fhould be unchankful, in refufing to do that, 
which his rare love to me, and bountiful Inclina= 
tion to all; do require at my hands, For his love 
truly, to me, wasfo ereat, that itis eafier for me 
to conceive itin my mind, then to expreís the 
fame in words ; and it may fufficeto tay , that I 
account it a great happinefs that he prized me 


| fo dearly, and that it was his pleafüreto have me 
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fo frequently with him, andro make me privy to 


| allhisthoughts and intentions ; and befides o- 


ther matters, to utter his laft words,and breathe 
out his very foul ir felf, into my bofome. In con- 
fideration whereof, fince no man ought ro prize 
the memory of that dear perfon more ene 

elf; 
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felf; truly, youdo but {pura free Horfe, when 
by vertue of your Authority, you require that of 
me , whereunto out of gratitude, and by the 
Rights of friendfhip, Tam already very much in- 
clined, For, feeing chat as oft as I chink, {peak,or 
hear of that man , I feel my minde filled with a 
moft intimate and {weet paffion of joy and plea- 
fure: how can it choofe buc delight me, upon 
(ach termes, torecount the Series of his life, as 
chat ic may be communicated toall the World? 
Shall I not, thus employed, feem ftill to enjoy 
his moft courteous and civil Converfe, and foto 
paffe away the {weet and pleafant houres; and 
fball I not chen exceedingly fatisfe my own 
minde, when I bave contributed, all that 1n me 
lies, to the reflourifhing glory of fo great a 
friend? Andasfor that good will which he bore 
to all men, I never read or heard of a man, that 
was more earneftly follicitous, or made it more 
his conítant bu(inefs ; to benefit Man-kind. For 
though he mieht'have given way to many, in re- 
fpe&t of ERateand Fortune; yer no man could 
exceed him in the prudent mannage of what he 
had; and in willinghels to do good, Well there- 
fore did he merit chat Kingdom which he held; 
and déletvesfor the future to hold, in the mindes 
of Men, efpecially Students, whom he never 
ceafed to'excitre, encourage, and cherifh by his 
Learning;Counlel, Authority, Favour and Purfe. 
Witriels all good and learned men,who with one 
unanimous confent, acknowledge, char there 
never was a more generous Mecenas and Patron 
of the Mules. “And therefore, though it feem 
impoffible y that his renown fhould ever be ex-

tinguifhed; yet mult we ac no hand give way > 
that che (ame reproach fhould be faltened upon: 
us, which may juitly be imputed to that Age of 
Mecenas... For (eeing his Hiltory has not byany 
Writer of the ame Age, bin delivered over co 
Pollerity ;. it is cometo pafle, that we have re- 
ceived hatdly any notice of fim, fave his Name, 
fo dearly eleemed by learned Men: Ándbecaufe 
ic xiay be feared, lett the like may happen to this 
our AMecenaé, it isallthe reafon in che Wotid, 
that rhofe who familiarly eonverlt with him, 
fhould take cate , chat future Generations may 
know; who and what for a Man hie was; For the 
Fameand Memory of things tefembles the e- 
vesing Twi-light,or (hurcing-in of the day, which: 
being at firi exceeding clear, does by litcle and 
little, in (uch fort vanilh away, as cob e fwallow- 
edup in darknets;and rheretore Hittory is need. 
Fül; asa Torch, £o bring che fame to light. 
Moreover; Y acknowledge,that chis duty is in- 
cumbent upon none more then myfelf; fince 
no man could more fully and thorough'y Know 
him, in cegatd of ay long and familiar living 
wich him.  WWhereutice may be added, chat after 
hisdeach , I Had che opportunity and accelsto 
make fuch Queries, and bork from divers Lecters 
aiad other Mopiiments , to learn {uch things, as 
every one could not 1o eafily come to the know~ 
ledge.of. And chisis indeed, tbe very caule,t hac 
whereas fo many rare men might have perform- 
ed this cask, chey have ncverthele fs all con!pired 
wick you, ia folliciring me to fet my hand ro che 
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In the laft place,as to what concerns esr Cags^ 
trey, this prefent A ge; and Pofterity, I were altoge- 
ther injurious, if I fhould refufe this Emploj- 
ment. óür Ceuntrey. becaufeit would feem 
a kind of Impiety and Unnaturalnefs, i£ T (hould 
(nffer that light to be covered, wherewith , asic 
hath hitherto fhined, and bin illuftrated, fo may 
ir for the füture, exceedingly elory and boaft it 
tel? thereof if I fhould iuffer that Ornament 
to be neglected, fthan which I durft almoft fay, 
there never Was, nor ever will be any more mag- 
nifcent. For, not only whole Europe, but Afia 
alvé, and Africa, and the very new-found World 
it felf, had their Eyes, by meanes of him , fixed 
upon this Province; and there was not any 
where, any learned man, or lover of eood things, 
who affected nor, either to vifit him, or at leaft to 
corré'pond with him by Letters. 

In thé next place, to this prefent Age alfo; fot- 
asmuch as /t 1s concerned , that Pofterity (hould 
underüand, that Nature wasnor therein worn 
ont and barren; but that fhe was able to produce 
a great and rare Man, fit to be propounded for an 
Exampietoalter-Ages. She isindeed much to 
be magnified, fot having {ummed upin him a- 
lone,and drawn together all the vertues of all A- 
oes ; and being able fo to tran'cend her felf,as to 
exprefs in him,what ever excellency the Poetical 
Acefainedin Pandora. Finally , to the fuccee- 
ane Geizeratiens themfelves - who will be éxcee- 
dine!y delighted to know that Man,to whole fin- 
oufar Affection , they will acknowledge chem- 
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fed, as to endeavour to raile themfelves, as Phe- 
mixes, out ot his Afhes, nor without fome bene. 
fit to Man-kind. ^ | 
~~ 1 fhall therefore,to come toan end, make fuch 
a Detcription of his Life; as fhall approve-ir felt 
co the Readers, rather by the fimplicity and 
plainne(s ofthe Narration, then by any barrow- 
ed colours of forced Eloquence. Others may; 
if they pleafe , with a more elevant Pen polifh, 
and reduce into the form of an Hittory ; fuch 
Commentaries as I fhall only digelt as loofe Mas 
cerials, after the way of Annals, and according to 
the courfe of years. For my intent is, only.to 
lay the pare of Damés,andif any fhall blame me 
hs not having made any choice, while I deliver 
fo many petcy bufineffes;I fhallan{wer with hin, 
that even the very crums which fall from tbe Ta- 
bles of the Gods, [eem worthy to be picked up. . Nels 
ther willit prove peradventure, a thing unplea- 
fing to thofe,who like you,defire to be thorough- 
ly acquainted with great men, nor only in regard 
of their illu(triaus actions, publifhed ro the view 


ofall the World; but alfo with referenceto their 


private tranfations, and fuch as they chemfelves 
would not willingly have the World acquainted 


with. : 

Forasmuch, as thines done in the pablick 
view, and fight of the Sun. have in them fome- 
thingrharisforced and affected, fomething thar 
1s acted and perlonated, fothat from them’tis ve- 
ry hard to know ; what lies hid under the skin, 
and inthe Heart; but things done far from wit- 


| neffes,and without any defign of gaining repuras 
| t10n, and confequently, free from diffimulation; 
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and without any Mask or Vizard; thele arethey 
which indeed difcoverà man,’ and fhew bis in- 
fide, which to diicern is exceeding profitable, 
Fortharis it, which encourages us to the imjta- 
rion of excellent Actions, when as even in Hero- 
ick Petions, we find {cme tokens of Out own 1n- 
firmicie , and conféquently we defpair, not fo 
much to imirare their Virtiies, as when only 
their molt creat and elevated Actions are rela- 
ted. But iffome fhall expect, deeds more iilu- 
trious aud honowrable,than whar 1amto relate, 
they are to rake into confiderátion, that every 
man cannot be a Scipio or à Maximus, thar we 
fhou!à Record his Battails and Triumphs. Thofe 
meh deferve abundantly to be, ‘commended, 
whom though fortune has not raifed to the erea- 
teft Wealth and Dienities; yer bear they.erear 
ter minds, are of amore generots Virtue, and 
undertake far gréater Defigns, than any man 
could expect from men of their Condition. And 
Tuch an‘one was Peiresk'as, whom I fhall eive onc 
for'no other rhap aman ofthe Sepatorian rank 
and order; and who neévertheleffe fo, carried 
himfelfas to tran{cend all Encomiums and Pane- 
$yricks. For rwo things there ate which I fhall 
chiefly prolecute, for which he was exceedingly 


wqcotimended ; che one was grear Learning of all 
kinds, with an unquenchable thir(t after Know- 


Jedse; theotheran whwearicd care to advance 
aM ingenious and liberalArts, with a munificence 
cowards all learnéd men, which was perfe&ly 
Royal, and Princely, And upon thefe two 
Points, there is, truly, no danger at all, char I 


fhould 
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fhould feem to utter any thing hyperbolically ; 
for, I fhall fpeakto the very faces of learned men, 
among whom he was famonfly known, and who 
will be fo far from finding fault that I have fpo- 
ken too much, that I fear rather they will blame 
me for having bin roo fparing. But that I may not 
dwell in this Epiftle, Give me leave, moft excel- 
lent Prince, ere I fhall come to relare thofe 
things which you defire to know, to begin with 
his Anceftors : that from the knowledge of them 
may appear, why it is that all Authors with one

And he lefcbehind him, befides.E sgh a famous 
Laivyer;another Son named 7 obs, the father of a- 
nother Fohw,who begat another Jebs;che Father of 
that 7ebs who is row Matter of Requetts, having 
two Honourable Ladies to his Sifters viz.the Lady 
Magdalena wife to the iluftrious Chancellor of 
Frauce.& the Lady Mary,wife to Philbertus Pom- 
padoriusViceroy ot Governour of the Limofins, 
But Falke after the Supreame Senate was 
erected’ at’ Aix; in the besinning ofthe forego- 
ing Age, did plead caufes with great commen- 
dation, and was many times bythe Governours 
ofthat Province taken 1n; tofic with them as an 
Affifanc, and employed more then once to 
Lewis che twelfth, and to. Frascisthe firft,^ Who 
perceiving the’ Learning and Integritieof Falle , 
madé him a Senator by his bare command , in 
théyear—32, And when'the Emperour Charles

Advice is worthy to be recorded which he gave to 
Monmorancie which he alto praétifed, traníport- 
ine the ancient Records of rhe Crown into the 
Cattle of Bawles; by which meanesthofe preci- 
ous Monuments elcaped burning, when as af- 
terwards the Palace of Azx,was hired by the Duke 
of Savoy his Souldiers, Moreover, when the 
City could not hold out againtt the Emperours 
forces, he advifed the Cittizens to withdraw 
themíelves, and that they. might snot leave any 
thing therein.to relieve the Enemie, he began 
in [o good earneít to exhort them to deltroy their 
food and what elle might advantage the Enemie, 
that. he himfelf was the firft chat. emptied his 
Granarie intoa weil, and ftaved his veffels of 
Wine and Oyle and let them run about the 
Streets.

Duke of Savoy, And whereas his Brother lived 
a fingle life he himfelf married Margareta Bom- 
paria, who of her Fathers fide was defcended 
from Knights and Prefidents; and on her Mo- 
thers fide thee did belong tothe families of Ville- 
voriaand Forbinus, Now wehave heard it re- 
ported, that {hee was of fo neat and comely 
à counrenance, and fo compofed; that when 
Catharina Medicea the Queen Mother was 
viüted at Aix by the Ladies of that place, thee 
made choice of her alone among all the re t upon 
whom he would vouchíafe to beltow the honouc 
of aKiffe, And this Reginaldus Fabrius it was,

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But becaufe he was born at Beaugenfer ; we 
mult take notice that this Towne is feated ina 
very ftraight yet exceeding plealant valley, en- 
riched by the Interfluxe of the {ame River Gapell, 
Jcis ditiant from Tolon onthis hand, and from 
Eres on that, juít as far as chofe Cities are diftant 
one from the other, pamely, about three Pro- 
vince miles ; and being feated North of both, it 
likewile far excells chem in goodneffe of Aire, 
The nearneffe of firnation was the caufe, rhat his 
Anceflors having their abode at Eres, cid not 
only procure cerraine Conntry houfes jn that 
Towne, but in their retirement chither, they 
dwelt in an ancient Cafile, which isnow de- 
molifhed: for the Houfe with thoje goodly Gare 
dens joyning to ir, was not yet built; into which 
that water mighr morefafely and plentifully be 
derived from the adjacent Riyer, Claudius built 
a fair Aquzduct or Conduit.

Univerficy.. For though he. and his brother were 
frequent hearers and vifiters of the Profefiours ói 
Law, and namely of Facobus Gallus, Barthelomaus 
Silvatcins, Joachimus Scainus, and Ottonellus Pz- 
fcalcius: yer did he vifit all the other learned 
men of the Univerfity, and quickly brought them

And as he drew the eyes and attentions of all 
men, fo was he bet known and moít dear to 
the renowned Johannes Vincentins Pinellas, who 
being by originall and blood trem Genoa, and 
born at Naples, made choice of that city,wherein 
quietly to piffe his dayes, giving himfelf wholly 
to promote good Arts and ingenuous Literature. 
For he had provided a moft compleatly turni(ht 
Library; 


fern 
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Library, and a Store-honfeof all moft exquifite 
raricies and curiofities ; {othat he furnifhed all 
the learnéd men of that age, both farand near, 
with fuch books “or other things, a5 they ftood in 
need of. He'beine moft skiltull in all curious 
things, did ftir up all men to fludy, and kept open 
houle to entertain the difeourfes andacquaititance 
of learned men, both Italians and other Coun- 
trey-mens Lipfius, and Scaliger,and Thuauus and 
Cafaubon, and Pitheus, have grven teftimony ot 
his worth ; and who not among the earned? He 
therefore being fuch a man, fell prefently in love 
with the Genius’ of Peireskins, as being fo very 
like his own: So that he did both admire atid re- 
verence vertue and learning grown up andalmoft 
come tomaturityina Youth. There are many 
Letters yet tobe feen, whereby he teftified the 
ereacelt familiarity poffible ; one while asking his 
advicein many particulars about coins, the pla- 
ces where matters mentioned in flories had been 
acted, touching che an^wers which he wasto re- 
turn to the demands of Urfinus, Velferus, and'o- 
thers: otherwhiles giving him thanks for hisin- 
terpretations of hard matters & places in authors; 
. for fending him books, patterns of rarities, co- 
pies of manufcripts, and other things : {ometimes 
by way of requirall {ending him {uch books, rari- 
ties, infcriptions, letters ; as he had received lately 
from Rome, or other parts ; otherwhtles inviting 
him to know, diícourie, behold, paffe his judge- 
ment, and the like. ‘all which to particula- 
rize would be tedious; not to fpeak of the 
Letters, which to the number of fourty he 
wrote to. him, when he was at Verice, Flo- 
rence, or Rome, all very familiar and full of reiti-

memory of our Fabricius, or both, -whoin great hajte 
had (o happily painted it forth, ow. diretted the hand 
of him that afterward did fo happily paint and form 
it, From which wemay obferve how indultrious 
and diligent he was in obferving every thing. 

But going.co Venice about the end of Auguft, 
he difcovered his longing defire and defigne of 
going to Rome; for though the “Porta-(antta 
were not to be opened, northe Jubilee celebra- 
ted till the beginning of the foliowing yeer: yet 
he was of opinion; that if he:fhould wait there 
(ome moneths beforehand, he fhould not lofe his 
time. He hid been informed that fhortly theta- 
mous marriage of the moft Chriftian King with 
Maria Medicea, who is now the Queen-mother, 
was to be celebrated at Florence; and he would 
not for any thing, but be prefent at the So'emnit y 
to: behold the fame, Wherefore after he had 
written to Padua, and particularly to Pixellus, 
fending him certain Infcriptions and other 
things, and withall intreating him to write by 
him to his friends at Rome: he departed inthe 

beginning

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1600, beginning of Seprember, hiring a Bark to Ferra- 
flay or at leaft as far as to Francolin. But hc 
came norte Florence till che twentiech day ot 
the moneth, becaufewhar ever he met with wor- 
rhy the fight, he ftayed fo long as to take  per- 
fect view thereof, But he made his longeft ftay at 
Bonnonia, becau'e Julius Cafar Velius, who was 
reputeda moft exquifite Antiquary, being much 
taken with his {weer converte, would needs hold 
him the longer ro enjoy his company. Nor could 
that good old man forbear to write moit cunning 
Letters touching his happineffe in theacquaint- 
ance of Fabriciusavhich were full of wonderfull 
commendations. Pixellus; Iam füre, cals them 
moft cunning Letters, commending Fabricius 
thathewas noneof thofe, whe in their travels 
do nothing bnt poft {rem place to place , and 
therefore according to. that of Seneca, ate wont 
to have many ho(ls; but few friends, 

Coming ro Florence, he received Letters from 
his parents, andamong (ome recemmendatory 
Epiftles, he found one from Charles of Lorrain 
the Duke of Guifeand Lieutenant of Provence; 
to Nicolas Brularrus Sillerius, who was atterward, 
Chancellour of the Kingdom, andar prefent the 
Kings Embaffadour at Rome, being come thi- 
ther to celebrate the marriage. He therefore de- 
fired to have Peireskius and his brother in his ia- 
muly, that by his countenance they might have a 
more free admittance to fee every thing. But be- 
fides the Solemnity, he was chiefly delighted to 
fee thofe brave Libraries. where he took notice 
of, and that I may fo fpeak,almoit adored the mo 
numents both of greac princes and of learned 


men, by whem good letters beganto be reftored 
to 
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tothe world. I fhall not fpeak in particular of 1609: 


the Pandedts, which though they were mott cha- 


-rily kept up in the palace of rhe great Duke, yet 


he found means tofee them, being well affured, 
that the learned world could not produce à more 
iluftrious monument of Antiquity than they 
were. Alfohe made himfelf friends there, but 
none, as I remember,more con(iant than Richard 
Richards, a Student in the knowledge ot plants 
and marbles, who conducted him up and down 
to fhew him the publike edifices and gardens. 
After a moneth he went to Sena where his great- 
eft care was ro falute Ce/fus Cittadiuus, who was 
then writing a book, touching the originall and 
progrefle of the Latine and Italian tongues. Fi- 
nally, departing thence, he came to Rome about 
the end of October. 

Now it is not to be expreffed, how foon he be- 
came famoufly known at Rome; not onely be- 
caufe the letters of Pisellus and others, had al- 
ready made his name renowned ; bur,al{o princi- 
pally, becafíe as foon as he began ro frequent the 
company of the learned men there; he made them 
exceedingly both to admire and love him. 1t 
were long to recount the excellent Perlonages; 
whom he there honoured as-friends,by all which, 
for his fparkling wit. and moft temperate .man- 
ners, he was highly refpected : butbecaufe I can: 
not paffe chem allover in filence, they that de- 
ferve in the firft place to be mentioned, are tho!e 
two great Cardinals, Baronius and Bellarmin. The 
former of which was aftonifhed, when he heard 
bim difcourfein his prefence, touching the Inicri- 
ptions inferted in his Annals; and other ablirute 
points of Hiftory...And what may we fuppofe he

the felf fame Ghibertws with whom he been al- 
ready acquainted at Ayenion, who went abroad 
with -him and fhewed him divers things, The 
next was Paulus Gauldus a Learned Gentleman 
of Virentia, who alfo led him.to many places, 
and having wondered at him when he faw him 1n 
the Houle Pinellus,he was now. aftonifhed ac him 
in Rome, Alfo Petrus Stepbazenus  D:onyfus 
Ostsuins Sada, mutt be remembered, and gene- 
rally all the Learned men which: were in. che 
City, with all the Loyers of good Arts ane Let- 
cers. But we muft not forget Arualdus Cardina- 
lis Ofjaees atthat ‘time the Kings Argent at 
‘Rome, aman. finenlarly remarkable for. Learn- 
ing, Prudence, Integrity and fweerneffe of man-, 
ners: whocould{carfe ever be fatisfed with the 
Company of Peireskins, and when he came to 
visthim, he could never difmiffe him without 
Regrer. . Nor mu(t we forget Abbas Mout anes, 
Uncle to the Aschbifhops of Arles, who, moved 


more by the Commendation of the Virtues of 
| *Peoireshius, 
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Peitéskins, thén tharot his Nephew the Arch- 
bifhop, would have him to be ina manner his 
perpetuall Gueft. : 
lr is hard now to exprefs with what eagerfiefle 
of mide he fought out diligently all the monu- 
tnetits of Antiquity. "Forinthe Firft place he 
defired to know the fituation of Rome ,- and 
the Grounds which it had contanied. “When he 
faw tae tops of the motihtaines fo low which he 
had imagined fo hich, he wondered at it. He 
was. amazed among che reft to fee the Hill Pala- 
tintisfo quite defolate, which was anciently as 
popülousasany. He enquired ifby any méanes 
hé might come co know the utiolt bounds of the 
Pomerinm both in the times of the Kings and un- 
der the Emperors:and as he diligently marked all 
the garés and wates; fo did hé molt diligently ex- 
amine the Aurelian, becaufe ofthe feliques 
thereof, which dre yecvo be feén in Provence, 
Then paffing through che Quarters and Streets , 
he would fain know, as muck as misht be, where 
ftood the Temples of the Anciefits, their Chap- 
pels, Altars, Groves, Sepulchers; Sanctuaries, 
Schoóles, Libraries, Amphithéaters; Théaters , 
Wraftline-places , Horfe-race-places , Places to 
repretent Seafights; Fields, Mufick-Rooms , 
Markets, Faires, Granaries , Artmories, Batlis;

out of all Monuments of Antiquity ; and certain 
Columnes, abovethe.reftj he would-needs have 
drawn out, being of Corinthian work;alfo Apol¢ 
lo with: his Tripes, and (ome ach: live Figures. 
Alo he enquired and learntas much as‘he could 
poifible, rouching® {uch Families.as had been

Pinellus had defired him to enquire if there were

There dwelt then at Naplesa certain Woman 
which was famous for her holineffe and the courfe 
of life which the led. Shee being calledto Rome 
inthe dayes of Pope Gregory the thirteenth, and 
examined and approved of by the good Bellarmin, 
was {aid tobe rapt into anextafie, as oon as fbe 
received the Eucharift, fo that juftin the pofture 
wherein fhe received it, upon her. knees, fo fhe 
remained, immoveable and (liffeas a flake, her 
eyes being openand thenor (eeing, nor feeling 
atall over her wholebody. And therefore Pei- 
reskins would notléave that City, . before he had 
feen and tryed (o wonderfull amatter,, Andin- 
deed he could not obtain his defire without much 
ado; but he, asone that. could breake thorough 
allthat. floodim his way, obrained. his will at 
Jaft; and carried with him Jobaunes Porcelletus 
AMalliancus, who was afterwards Bifhop of Toul, 
He faw her therefore and tried her, and when 
he related it, he was wont to admire whether 
any fuch ching conld happen by the Art of Man ; 
nor was he eafie to believe Cardas , who reports 
that he could caft himíelf ante fuchia kind of ex- 
rafie, as often as he pleafed.

- Moreover, that great. Volumine was in the 
Preffe, when Dizellus départed chis life: and 
Peireskisis (upplied fach things as were to be 
infertéd tliereinto, tot only out of the Trea- 
furies of Pinellas. but alfo from what he had 
oblerved and writtea-our at Rome, Venice, and 
other Places : as appears by that which 1s fo fre- 
quently read at the botcome of the Inicriptions ; 
Ont of the Papers of Nicolaus Fabricius. 

I come now to Marcas Velferus, at whole 
requelt Gruierus obtained thole Papers. He 
was almoft equall co P;zellu:, and his fingular 
friend, flourifhihg ac Augsburg ; where he was 
one of the two that Governed che City. Thong 
I hold my tongue; his own writings, and all 
Learned men having had experience of his mu- 
hificent and mott ready Affittance, do fufficient- 
ly {peake , how brave a man he was, and how 
creat a foule he had: Velferus theretore, in 
Letters which he wrote to Pésreskins, did teftifie 
that he fo highly valued him and his friendfhip, 
that there was nothing that Pinellas lett behind 
him, which he had iather inherit: yéaand he 
alfo not only acknowledging him tobethe heir 
ofthe Virtues of Pinellas , bur ¢onjecturing that 
he fhouldbe likewile the fticceffor of his own, 
he beganto love him as if he had been his Sort, 
hot ceafing folong ashelised, by frequency of 
Letters to reftifie his affection, In this one 
thinghe dealt hardly with him, ¢conltantly re- 
fufing to let him have his Pi&ure, which Re 
folutton he held towards elothezs, that molt 
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|- exceedingly applauded his own good fortune ; 


paffionately ;defired. the fame, Yet Pesreskin’ 
caufed him, as he had done fome others, to b€ 
drawn whenheknew not of ic, hiring a Pain 
ter to ftand ina fecret place, where he, might 
feehis Countenance. | Andío he obzairied whac 
Qccotold him it was in vain to hope for, when 
he received chis anfwer from Ve/ferss , Cato ma- 
jor was defirous that.

After Velferus, Jofephus Fufius Scaliger mutt 
follow; that renowned Perfon, more famou(ly 
known then, to need my Commendation, He 
(I fay ) muft follow to make it appear how, 
freely and cheerfully Peiveskins devoted him(elf 


to him and other Learned Men... For he, truly ; 


that 
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thar {uch a ffiend had fucceeded into’ the 
Place of Pixellus. That you may underftand the 
occaftoh, it wasthus. Scaliger had writto Pi- 
nellus , to. procure him, certain Hebrew Books; 
alloeertain Coines of the Scaligers that had been 
Princes; and {Ent with all certain things of his 
ównafd tathers wriring , which they had writ- 
ten with their own individuall hands ; alto both 
their Pi&ures, as he had defired him. “Carolus 
Cláfius wroteatthefame time’, and fenton: of 
his Books of che Hittory of rare Plants, and the 
Pi&ure of Lobelias which was defired: not to 
fpeake of the Letters which Sealiger fentto Ca- 
vols Leberonens Bifhop of Valence, wno dwelc 
then at Padua. They cameto Padua when not 
only Pmellus was dead, but Caefar alto the Duke 
of Atheruntium was gone out of tbe City, who 
was Pinel/us his Brothers Son, . And becauíe 
he had lett Order with Gzaldus, that ifany Let- 
ter$ came to his Uncle, he fhould receive them 
& fend them to him to Naples;therefore Gualdus 
receivedall, and before he fent them, did make 
Peireshius therewith acquainted. Whereupon

- and it cannot be exprefled, how much they. pro- 


feffed themfelves obliged to fo generous a diípo- 
fition and fuch (ineular Humanity, Which oc-

Velferns; which is inferted into the third Book, 


in which, Srecetaed (quothhe) thofe Caines of 
the Familie of Scaligers together with yours and 
our friend Fabricius bis Letters, for which I give you 
thanks. I have met yet received ibefe Hebrew 
Books, which he fent me out of Italie; becast(e they 
are among the goods of Raphelengius , which are 
not yet arrived, As foonas I (hall receive them , 
I will both write to him, to give him thankes, and 
you [hall be fure to hear again © from Pe.

And to acquaint you with fome others to 
whom he cheerfully lenchis affittance: Inthe 
firft place, what ever Pisellus had rakenin hand 
in favour of Learned men ; he endeavoured with 
all his might, to accomplifh and bring the fame 
toperfe&ion. For he left mo (tone unturnéd , 
nothing uneffaied that he might effect what Pi- 
stellas had promi'ed to Profper Alpinus a very

been very careful that we might bave the ufeof the 
Rarities of othermen, By his Induftrie it w,that not 
only at Venice I have upon all accafions had acceffe 
to tberare Coines, and precious ftones of the moff zl- 


luftrious Fridericus Contarenns, Procurator of St, | 


Marke 3. and of Johannes Mocenicus: bat alfo 
at Rome, I was admitted te therich Treafurie of 
thar gallant man, Los Pafcalinus, out of which 
I was farnifhed with Coines, Gemms, Seales; all 
rare, From the faid Fabricius;/ mut acknowledge 
to have received all, which I publifh.to the world , 
out of the precious Treafuries of Natalitius Bene- 
dictus , from which thefe Angmentatiens of ours 
have received , both ftrength and {pirit, For, al 
whieh we have produced, to Illsftratethe Hifte- 
ry of Epiphanius , Irenaus, and the other Fathers , 
touching their cudgelling of the ancient Settaries , 
eame from thence. Thefe things I have fet down at 
large ; becaufe they confirme much of what has 
been faid before, 

And 1 fhall add, as touching Pignorius, how, 
when he wrote his book of the Antiquities of Pa-

lie, of whom he could not take, leave in Perfon : 
and by the tender of his fervice, and tokens alfo 
for the mot part added thereco,.he obliged them 
unto him... So. he did likewiie by, his Friends in 
other Countges ,; and eípedally: Sealiger, to 
whom befides the. things. atorefaid ; he.íent cer- 
tain Coines, which.he had newly.received from 
his friends at.

Lawes, and 
was refolved neither, to require nor accept 
the Title of Doctor, without gaining finsular 
honour in tefílification. of his Learning ; ; there- 
fore he would, not,zo home, Jeaft he £hould be 
compelled whether he would or ng,to commence 
Doétor, and that,he.might. firft, become more 
Learned under. ío-.famous a..Proíeffor; And 
therefore he went to.

The Lifeof Peireskius. "Book I. 
putpofe , puroüt the Candle which he carried be- 
tore him, ‘chat he being firft amazed and then 
wondering at the light, he ‘might-ask him the 
Caufe thereof, Pacius reterred 1t to the Hear 
which was caufed by Potrefaction. "But Pei- 
yeshius asked him, Why therefore the Hear could 
not be felt, neither in thofe Scales, nor iri rotten 
“peices of wood ¢ . Why heaps of Corne growing 
hot by pacrefaction, and quick lime wet with 
Water and other things beine fo very hot , did 
not (hine in like manner » Why; if glow-wormes 
fhiné by reafon’ of heat , orher living Creatures 
which are müch hotter, fhou!d nor alfo fhine> 
Towhich Pacias an{wered that the Heat which 
the Schooles call-virruall might fuffice ; and that 
befides, à certain dilpofition in the matter was re- 
qui&re, which 1s found in chings’ which are nor 
horto the fénfe; but noc inthole which are fen- 
fiblyhor, Tfhall not ftand to fay how that when 
thee and füch like reafons could mor fatishe Pei- 
reskins . nothing feemedro him more probable, 
then chat al] light isa kind of flame, though very 
thin- and. exceeding fubtile: which may be 
_ known by.the Light of the Sun, which being con- 
tracted and thickened is wont to burn; juftas a va- 
pour, is nothing but rarified water, which being 
again compacted and thickened, reaffumes the 
forme of water. And whereas the direét or pri- 
mary Light of the Sun, is yet pretty compact, fo. 
asit gives afenfible Heat; yet the reflected or 
fecondary Light thereof, becomes fo thinne that 
the Heat thereof is not perceptible by fenfe, 
And therefore ic is no wonder,that che {mal Light 

of fifh-(cales and fuch like thingsisnot fenfibly 


hot, feeing itis much more fuscilethen the Se- 
condary 
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condary Light of the Sun, in prefence whereof it 
becomes invilible.’- And that hotter things do 
not fhine; the reafon may be;that the vehemency 
of the heat ftirs up foule vapours and: fmoakie 
fumes, which fuffer not the imbred light to low 
out pure, fo'as to become vifible. 
J2:Moreoversbeing very curious in the knowledge 
6f'Anatomie and Plants ; for that caufe, as often 
as he could’, he would get into the Kings Gar- 


dens (which had been four years in furnifhing) 


unto Richerizs Bellivallius, who was Teacher of 
both, unto whom the Company of Peireskins 
was allwaiés moft wellcome and delightful. 
Alfo he went oftentimes to Francifeus Ranchi- 
gus, who adorned his rare skill in naturall Phi- 
lofophie and Phyfick by adjoining thereto the 
knowledge andíearch of Antiquities. Touching 
Johannes Dartomaanus , what fhall I fay, whole 
rate Learning and fingular Affection towards 
him ; he was ever wont to commend > He made 
ule of him for his Phyfitian. When he hada 
Light Feaver , and was vexed witha more ereiv- 
ous paine of the Hemorrhoids themformerly he 
hadtele, alfo with fome difficultyin making his 
water. I know not whether I fhould add that 
which he often relaréd, how Dortomannus vili- 
ting him upon atime when he was fick, and. be- 
ino demanded why he came latter then he was 
wontto do, made anfwer, that he came from a 
memorable Confultation about a woman of 
Beaucaire ; who had been with Child three and 
twenty moneths. She being married the fecond 
time, and havingin her former husbands daies 
brought forth divers Children with whom (hee 
had gone Nine-moneths ; by her laccer husband 


fhee 
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(hee brought forth three ; the fit of eleven 
months,the fecond of fourteen,the third of eigh- 
teen:& becaufe from the danger‘of her foregoing 
Labours, fhee judged that the greate{t danger 
ofall was impendent from this fourth ; there- 
fore fhee confulted with Phyftians, to know 
how (hee. might (1f poffible ) eícape this danger 
likewife, And IJ remember that I obie&ed that 
he íhonld confider whether it was notthe fame 
woman whom not long fince Zistomiws. Sapor- 
t4 and other Phyfitians, from fomefuch occahion 
concluded to be out-of her wits. | But he 
avouched it was. another, adding that fhee not 
Jong after brought forth a child,.wich long 
haire and Teeth; and that fhegot her Husband 
to promife her, that he would touch her no 
more in acarhall way. 

Bu: be it how it will ( for I thall not undertake 
for the truth ofthis ftory ) : partly by reafon of 
Sickneffe, and partly becaufe of his vehement 
ftudying , it fell out that he wrote feldome to his 
friends, Whence it followed, that having for- 
born co write for forr whole moneths together, 


. fome Letters alfo which he had fent into Italie 


being loft, it was frequently reportedat Rome 
and Padua that he was dead; and Pigzorius wrote 
a confolarory Letter to his Father; But Gealdus 
finding the report to be falfe, wroze unto him as 
to one raifed trom the dead, fweerly calling him 
cruell, becanfe by his negligence’ in writing he 
went abont co kill with grietfuch good and con- 
ftant friends. For, they would not allow of 
what he had wroce, how; thache mutt expect 
to hear (eldom from him, till he had fini(hed his 
fkudies of the Law. Wherefore, he was in con- 
clufion 
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aon compelled to Write often ; and not only. i602; 


to his Italian friends , but al(o to F. elferus, Scati- 
gery and Clufias,, And becaníeit was too fat 
aboutsto- fend Letrers from Augsburee and Franc- 
fort to Holland, therefore Scaliger advized, chat 
they (bonld mutually fend their Letters co Paris 
to that íame rare prefident Jacobus eAugupus 
Thuanus, whofe renown is vafler then ro be 
comprehended by any Commendation. For 
becaufe Scaliger had found by experience both 
that he exceedingly loved him, andthat out of 
his fingular Relpe& to all good and Leained men; 
he was $ mon ready to. do him any office of Love; 
therefore he, made no icruple to commit the 
care of fuch Letters as fhould come from both o£ 
them to him.So that upon this occafion firft of all; 
began that, great Acquaintance between Peiresd 
kin: and Thuann;, which was aftérwards cherifhé 
ed and maintained. betwixt them, 
But hé wrote molt frequently (ande good rea- 
fon) co his Farher and Uncle: but chiefly that. 
he might not be called home tillthe end of chac 
And becan'e he knew. 
thatthe Cittizens of Aix were at that time en-

When he returned, he began to think of erect- 
ing a Covent of Heremitesot Camaldoliy: in chat 
goodly.

bou: che place. He uled all diligence poffible, by 
the mediation" of the Bi(hop ot Padua, and thé 
Cardinal Pallavicizus, 10 move the Superiours 
ef that Congreeation;/notonely to leaye Elias 
there; but to lend forme other religious perfons, 
the betterto (tock the new Covent. He intreated 
that they. would at leatt fend-feme: to view the 
place;and fencmoney to bear their charges. And 
areat hopes he had :-butjat the lafty all:his labour 
provedin.vain; In likemanner, his fecond en de- 
vours:foroPacins, (ucceeded not. according to bis 
dere; For whereas! in the ‘beginning -of che 
Spring hebad:fo wrought the matter, ‘that thole 
of Aix had ‘refolved chat! Pacias frould be chiet 
Profeffonr o£ Law; and that his fipend fhould be 
two thofuand four hündred pounds Tours; yeet: 
he went himíelf cto Monpellier with:a Councel- 
lourof. Aik;'to remove any difficulty thar might 
ftand:in ithe way. Nevertheleffe,;he returned 
Without effeGing what he wenttor 5 Pecins pre- 
vending;that he expe&ed three chou(and pounds, 
befides what he might occafionally gain ; but his 
wifelwasindeed and intrath the caufe; who ha- 
tingto dwell in a Catholike City, choferather to 
0 to Heidelberg. 
Prefently after, he fell fick : of which fickneffe 
he hardly recovered in the beginning of the Sum- 
mer.

perfectly acquainted with well neer all the mo^ 
numents of Antiquity in whole Provence, which 
hehad ac-bis fingers ends; The other was that 
fame famous man Francifcus Malherbins, who 
was afterwards theereat Matler and Controllet 
of the French Language, and without controver- 
he, Prince of Poers. For both of them viáted 
him ; and whereas to the former he was endear*

lightedin the fame kind of{tudies ; the commen- 
dation of Varias gained him the lattery and che 
renown which be. had in Provence, fince the time

Malberbius , co 
admirethem, and to commend them có thofe of 
other coüntfeys.

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better to tell you that there was no famous Libra- 


ry, which he raníackt nor, but efpecially and 
befides the fore-recited, that of Saz-Pittoria , 


tn which he told us rhat he faw befides many 


other things, one which he moft regarded, viz. 
All the Acts of che Maid of Orleance, withan 
Apologie for her, and her Pi&ure, of all whicha 
great Book was written, by the Command of a 
certain Abbot, who lived at rhe fame time, 
Alfo hetalked of many thines which he had een 
in the {tndies of private Perfons, as namely of 
Johannes Jacobus. Memmius Rosiacus, a manl- 
luftrious as well for his generous difpofition and 
proper Virtue, as the worthy familie he de- 
tcended from and his hopefulliffue, who is yet 
living. in an happy old Age, Prince of the 
Counts of the Confiflorie, — Alfo of. Renatus Poe 
terizs Bifhop of Bellovacum or Beauvois, of 
whom he reported ; that he was honourable for 
hisrare Learning, Likewile of Paz/us , Patavi- 
x45, whole thoufand Manuícript Books he 
commended; yet made more account of his 
Chamber of Rarities. And thogeh he fawit ex- 
ceedingly well furnifhed , yet would he of his 
own accord, needs augment the fame, with the 


| Coines of divers Kings, both of the: firft and. fe- 


cond Family, For he gave him fome, in which 
the names of the Kings were read, as for exam- 
ple, of Cletarius Crowned with a Crown of jew- 
ells ( after che manner of Con(tantime who in- 
ftead of a Crown of Laurell, ufed one of Jewells) 
and fome withthe names of {uch Counts under 
whom mony was coined, as of Filarius of Rhemes, 
with this. In fcription [Remus fit. .In like 
manner he commended the Rarities and. Books 
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of Francifcus Olivarius Fontaneus, And Bagar- 
rius being now keeper of the Kings Jewell-Houíe 
of rarities, 1t wás no more then reafon, that he 
fhould feeall that there was to befeen. ; More- 
ovet he approvedof the defigne of transferring 
all the ftore of Rarities of Frascifcus Pererius 
Gentleman of Aix, excellently fürnifhed with 
mott rare Curiofities,into the Kings Store-houle ; 
for he confeffed, there were yet many thinps 
wanting, that it mightbe efleemed worthy the 
name of a King. 

And becaule among other things , Bagarrixs 
fhewed him an exceeding neat Amethytt, where- 
in was ingraven the Countenance of So/es by the 
Hand ofthat famous Graver Diofcorides, who 
wrought for Augufzs ; hereupon he took occa- 
fion to teach him, what was meant by chofe little 
holes in the Infcription, which he fhewed him 
in the Seale ftanding in this order, 
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For he faid they were holes wherein little 
Nailes had beer íattened to hold Greek Let- 
ters made of mettals,. which did expreffe the

manifelt, when having drawn ina white paper 
thole holes, as above, he drew lines between 
the {aid holes, which exprefled thole Letters in 
this manner.

Thus he faid he Interpreted certain holes 
which were feen at Affifium, in know not what 
old Church. For when as no man couldtell 
What they fignified, he divined that itwas an In- 
{cription or Dedication made JOVI OPT.

Nines comp'ering the Holes afterthis manner.

So he hoped he fhould interpret a certain Set 
of Holes in the Cathedral! Church at Niles, 
called Domus quadrata , when hehad gota pat- 
tern thereof. 

But to return to Paris, there was hardly any 
publick monument, which hedid not examine , 
of which he did not paffe his Judgment, 
For rhe fecond moneth after he came rhirhez, 
he fent Letters to FZayofcess, in which he wrote 
thar he had nor indeed as yetíeen. the Monu- 
ments of the ancient Kings at Saint Des: but 
he had already convinced of falfhood thofe 
tombes built for Clodovaus at Saint Genovefes , 
and tor Chilpericus at Saint Germins, Anda few 
daies after he faid when he came to judge of thofe 
at Saint Denis, I could find nothing ( quoth he ) 


elder then the times of St, Lewes, that gave me

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fatisfa&tion ; and I am of opinignchar all thefe 
mofancient Tombes, were e one andthe 

(ame time, and that not long befoxe St. Lewes. 

And that which plealedme molt, isthe Tombe of. 
our Country-woman Adargaret , the eldeit 

Daughter of Beatrice, wife co Saint Lewis, Fi- 
nally commending the ancient Seales which. he 

(aw, ( bringing their Reprefencations away with 
him ) inthe Treafuries of St, Dez, St. Germany, 
St. Afaurusy and others, as wherein were con- 
tained the true Effigies of Charles the great Hín- 
dovicns pins, the Emperour H/otarims Pipin, King 
of Aquitania, Charles the bald, Charles the. Sum- 
ple;and other Kings of the fecond Stock or family: 
thee ( quoth he) do fuff.iencly refute thole 
tombsand Statues of thefe Princes made four or 
five hundred years ago. 

Y mutt likewife {peake of his Study, of all other 
things worth enquiry after : for. there was. no 
wonder- ot att, nor: rare worke of nature which 
he heard-ofy which he did not carefully view » as 
Edifices, Rare works, Engins, Plants, Animals, 
Metals, and other things dug out. of the Earth ; 
Ina word,all things which were worthy of obler- 
vation. And inthe mean while, he kept corre- 
(pondence with his friends far and near, by Let- 
ters ; and when he had very carefully enquired of 
Paul-Servita, of Scaliger , of Cafaubon y and of 
other Learned men, it they knew what was be- 
come of fuvencus Calins Callanus, the Dalmat- 
an, whole Manufcripe Book of che Life of Attilas. 
he had brought with him from Peniceshe intended 
to caufe ic to be printed.

Beingatrived in England, and having,after the 
Embafladour,faluced King James,he was tenderly 
refpe&ed by him, who fent for him divers times : 
as when he was to relate che Story of a famous 
drinking Match. | Forit fell out, chat ina cer-. 


|. rainfeatt of Learned Men; Doctor Torie dranke a 


huge Cup to Peireskies himfelf: Whereupon 
he excufed himfelf becaufe of the largene(s ofthe 
Cup; becaufe he was not wont to drink pure 
wine; becaule of the weakneffe of his flomack ; 
and becaufe he was rot accuftemed to drink: 
But when no exciíe would ferve his turn, he re- 
quired at leaft ; that he might be allowed after 
hehad pledged Dr. Torie, co begiti to him again 
as he pleated. All the company confented. 
Whereupon taking Courage; asbeing conftrain- 
edby neceffity , hé feccht off the Luity Bowle of 
wine, and caufing itto bereplenifhed wich’ wa- 
ter, he began to Dr. Terie and( as if he meant to 
remperthe wine he drank immediately before ) 
drank it quite ot again. He, ásif he had been 
thunderftuck, or newly dropcóut of the Clouds, 
had much ade to come to himfelf; and becaufe 
it was a bargain from which he could rier go back, 
he putt and blowed, he put the cup to his mouth

Learned men which he met with 
either ac London, or Oxford, or in other places’, 
the firtwas Mr, William Camden, who has me. 
riced{o much of his Country , Britannia ; with 
whom falling. once into a difcourfe of the Anti- 
quity of the Britifh Language, to which the 
Language of Bretagne in France does belong; at- 
cer he had asked lum about. many words nied in 
feverall Countries. of France, he demanded 
among the re(t what Arelate or e/fr/es and. T elo 
or Telex might fignifie: to. which Camden an- 
fweredthat relate inthe Brittifh tongue. did: 
lignie a City ftanding on moift or marifh 
ground; and that To/on fignified an Harpe, per- 
adventure by reafon of a neighbouring Pcomon- 
tory called Citbari£es or Harpers Hill, He 
learned alfo of Cameden. other fuch like Inter- 
pretations ; by which he was. brought almoft to 
be ofthe mind of Strabo, Tacitus, and other who 
write thas the French-men and the Britaines, 
had at firft but one and.che fame Language. The 
next was, Sr. Refert Cotton, eminent amongft che 
honeltly curious fort of men... Alío Jacobus Col - 
liu and his Father in Law Aattbias Lobellus, the 
Kings Herbalitt , both whom he was defirous. to 
oblige. Allo Albericus Gentiles, Sr, Henry Sa- 
vill., Johannes INordenus, and many more... Nor 
mult I paffe over, the. then Learned. young 
Man Jobs Barclay, whom. how much he. affect- 


ed, (hill be (hewn hereafter, - Bue he was wont - 


to greive that he. was not acquainted;neicher wich 
Dr.Gdbere who: wrote the Book touching the 
Nature of the Load-ftone, nor with Thomas Ly- 
diate aa famous Mathematician. I (hall not here 
recountthe many. Libraries, wherein. he obfer- 
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ved (uch books as were moi rare; nor che ftudies. 1606; 


which he faw, and out of which he procured all 
precious rarities .he could. But above all others, 
he made great account of à precious fone; which 


! coft an hundred and fifty pounds Tours, by rea- 
' fon that Aetio was graven chereupon,with a Phry- 
| gian Tiara or Turbanc upon hisshead, being fup- 


poled to be the father ot Axdvomache the wite of 
Heftor, Y fhall only tell you, how that becaule 
he would depart fooner chan was hoped, he left 
a great mifle of himíelf, both in the Family of the 
Embaffadonr, and among his learned friends, who 
making afterwards fundry times mention of him, 
it fhall fuffice here ro extracta faying of the fore- 
(aid Camden, in his defcription of Britain, where 
fpeaking of certain coins belonging to this matter 
in hand, he fayes ; Such as thefe were never dug 
up any where elfe, that ever I heard of, till of late 
the moft noble N&colas Faber Petrifcius, excellently 
skilled, and moft acute in judging of ancient Coins, 


| fhewed me fome of the {ame kind, which were found

in France. 

And he had ftayed indeed fomewhat longer in 
England: but becaufe he had promifed to be ab- 
fent but three moneths, theretore a moneth after 
he went into Holland,which from the firft he was 
refolved «o take a full view of, though he kept his 
intent fecret, When he was to depart, a company 
of young Gentlemen would needs bear him com- 
pany, who came from France with Boderius, But 
they were taken up with the exercife of Arms and 
other ftudies ; whereas he proceeded to make it 
his chief bufGineffeto find out learnedmen. And 
inthe firft place he faiuted füch as he underftood 
to be moft renównedar Middiebure, Dort, Ro-

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1606, tetdam, Delftandche Hague : bur this he did only 
in paffing and curforily, becaufe his chief care was 
to vifit Scaliger, whole abode was at Leiden. 
His refolution was to {peak with him firít un- 
der the notion of aftranger: wherefore he chan- 
gedhis name, and preíented him with a Letter 
commendatory, as written by Peireskius. When 
Scaliger had read it, he embraced him exceeding 
courteoufly for Pereskius his fake. After. much 
dilcourfe,divers books being cecafionally brought 
forth, Peireskius defired to write afewTines out 
of one of them: whereupon having given him 
pen, ink, and paper, and reading unto him that 
which he defired to write out ; he had no fooner 
writ a lineor two, but Scaliger knew his hand, 
whereupon he fell to embrace him, in moft ami- 
able manner, complaining how he had beguiled 
hirh, And falling afterwards into. a. moft delici- 
ous difcourfe of divers matters; Scaliger amon g 
other things declared, that he intended to make à 
fecond Edition of Exfebius (for the firt Edition 
did not altogether pleaf* him) and of his Fathers 
Commentary upon e/friitetle de Animalibus: buc 
that afterwards, nevertheleffe, he was intended 
to return into France, andto lay his bones by the 
bones of his Father Fulias. And when Peireshius 
r | replied, That he would notthendieina falfebe- — | i 
Ei leef [that is, a Prote(tant] Scaliger wept, bucgave | Al 
EAE him noan'wer.

firft began che work, died while he was about it. 
One thing there was, abone which Peireskiss 
would fain have asked Scaliger ,but he never durft 


. doit, lefthe fhould trouble him: that was, his 


book touching the Quadrature of a Circle, which 
he had printed tweive yeers ago, and which was 
prefently by Francifcus Vieta, and Adrianus Ro- 
manus (aud afterwards by Chriffofer Clavins, the 
belt Geometrician among the Jefuites) and other 
learned and expert Mathematicians, convicted 
to be erroneous. For he, had beén forewarned, 


thatif he (houid harp upon that ftring, it would 


fiir his choler,. And as concerning his pedigree, 
he would not make (hew.ofthe leaft doubt, whe- 
therhe were indeed deicended from the Princes 
of Verona, whole ftock he faid did end in him: 
yet with a little more freedom, and as defirous to 
know how he fhould anfwer others, he laid be- 
fore him, what was objected by Scsoppins, Guil- 
landinus, and others. | | 
After Scaliger, his care was to vifit Carolus 
Clufias, who deo over fourícore yeers old, be- 
can to be troubled with the gout, as alío Sealiger 
had begun to be troubled cherewith,a few months 
before. He found him taking care that the figure 
ot che Fangs Coralloides , or Corall-fa(hioned- 
Mufhromp, which he had fent him our of Pro- 
vence, with almoft an innumerable cernat of

1606, ther kinds ef Plants, Roots, and Seeds, might 
be printed in the fecond Appendix to his Hiftory 
of Outlandifh Plants. And he fealorably adver- 
tized him touching fome Indian Plants, in ché 
defcription whereot he had erred,and (ome which. 
he had never heard of before, producing wichall 
the delcriptions of them, according to the Fruits 
fhewed him at Paris by VesPafianus Robinus, Af- 
ter Cluafius, he vifited the chief Lights of the Uni- 
verfity ; and particularly contracted friendfhip 
with Boxavextura Vulcanius, who was then bu- 
fied about the Edition of Procopius, with Domi- 
nicus Badius, whobefides his skill in Hiftory, 
was an elegant Poet, and with fome others. But 
he was wont to grieve, becaufe Hein fies was then 
abíent from Leiden , whom he heard Seaiger 
more chan once commend. 

He went afterwards to Amfterdam, where he 
could hardly be facisfied wich queftioning about, 
and viewing fo many excellent rarities, which are 
brought out of both the Indies, to that famous 
Mart.

Coins, 
afterche fame manner as Forcatules. underfiood 
all Mathemaricall books: fo effeétuall is obfi- 

nate

fire of knowing any thing. - He faw alfo at Delit 
a Nun yet remaining alive, ever fince the Hol- 
landers had apoltatized trom the Romane Ca» 
tholike Religion ; having formerly feen at U- 
trecht a Canon [à kind of Friar] permitted to live 
according to his firft profeffion.

Would askcthe workman two moneths to make

“When he was about to depart from Bruffels, 
he wrore a very learned Epiftle to Sir Robert 
Certes, and {ent him alio the prints of divers mo- 
neys, and namely one of Comwmedus, by tealon of 
the unufuall orthography of the word Brittania, 
with a doublet andáneles. Then he falured at 
Gaunt Lasrentins Decbretius, whom he kneyv in 
Italy. Atthe Ifles, Flerentius Nallaus, a earned 
Canon, Anthour ot the Licurgick Antiquities. At 
Tornay, Dionyfius Willerins, a Canon and Chan- 
cellour, and Hieronymus Winghemius aMÓ a Ca- 
non ;the onea rare Antiquary, the other exceed- 
ingly addicted to the knowledge of rare, Plants. 
At Doway, William Richardotus, the fon of Jobn 
the Prefident,with whom he kept friendfhip ever 
fince his being in Italy;and Andreas Hojus,Greek 
Profeffonr, whom I have heard relate; with what 
delight he was prefent at rhe molt {weet diicoure 
tes of Peireskins and Ricbardotus, 

Andin this place, truly mention ought to be 
made, before-any other, of chat rare, Prince, 
Charles Duke of Croy and Arichor, who kept him 
ten dayes together in his renowned houfe of 
Beaumont, continually conremplating innume- 
rable curiofities, andrare jewels of Antiquity, 
molt rich boxes of Medals, wherewith that moft 
curious and learned. Prince had beautified his 
molt noble ftudy ;. yea. and ax his departure, for- 


ced him to take with him all the Coins he had,as | 


well gold as ilver, made under the ancient Kings | “ 
of France , alfo tothe number of fixty Greek pie= |"

Phe Life of Peireskius- Book TH 
feared: thereforé it was. the Originall caufe -of 
mafiy Suitesand Gonrentions. Whereupon he 
him'elt undertook to bargaine and contract with 
Ludovicus Grolleus Medullionens, Marques of Bria 
(acky and went on purpo'e.tohim into Dau 
phine; and returned 4ped, about the beginning of 
the year following, which was 1607. d 


After his return he bufied himfelf about many 
excellent. defignes, but with. none was he.more 
delighted, then in procuring a manifold defcrip- 
tion ofthe remainders of the Citty and Haven of 
Carthage. For he conceived divers excellent 
Authors could by no other. meanes be reconci- 
led; and he intended thereby to eratihe Cafan- 
bon, with whom he had.di/courfed ,. chiefly 
about the Situation and form of the Haven, and 
yet he krew his doubts were mot fully fatisfied, 
He wrote alfo at large to Alardas a Canon ot 
Coimpieene, about Coines, and among things 
touching the ufe of the Golden ¢ Shilling, in 
France , even to the. Beginning of the third 
Stock, (hewing that two and twenty of thole 
Shillings weighed an. whole pound ( though the 
mony-pound confifted but ot twenty of them ) 
and demonfirating that the Solidum or fhilling, 
was not alwaies given out tor twelve Silver des 
niers only, but {ometimes for more, even to the 
number of Forty. He wasin the mean while 
taken with a. mott troublefome diíeafe in his 
Eyes, of which he was {carce freed in the middle 
ef the Spring. 

Then did his Uncle begin exceedingly to. pro- 
voke him, that he fhould fet. himtelfco obrain 
the Senatorian Dignity, which was. long fince 
ordained for him. For heorew fiekly, and was

As for 
Beireshius he evermore invented: dilatory Excu- 
fes as handfomely as he could; howbeig; his Un- 
cle carried. him, one day; concealing ;his pur- 
pole , to arius y that he might urge him co un- 
dergo che neceffary examination;&fo joyn himtel£ 
tothe Senate. Whereupon Peires kins {uppo.ng 
that che buGnefle could be now no longer delay- 
ed, he defired onlyeight daies, that he might 
be che better provided: forhis examination, | It 
was the middle of June ; and; a yearly Vacations 
confifting of three monetlis in which the’ Par- 
liament was not to fit, {was at hand:,and there- 
fore he was forced to make hatte;becaute he could 
not be examined: and approved {ave before the 
Parliament fccing.s . Hecame therefore prepa- 
red, and approved himtelf-before the Aflembly 
on the firlt of July. | ' 

A Law was propofed to him to expound out of 
the rit Book of theCode, by which. the km- 
petor Gordianus did enact, That he that had recei- 
ved no Legicie, nor feofment in háfte,nor inhe- 
ricance,or any donation by reafon of death,could 
not leave any thing by wayof feoffmentin hatte. 

In the expofition of which’ Law, he forgot not 
tofnention that which is recorded by Valerins 
and Saluftivs couching the gallant behaviour ot 
Scipio «Emiltanus, whobeingby Aafniffa King 
ot Numidia, who deatly relpected him», made 
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Heir of his whole Kingdome, by his Iaft Will, 


earnettly defiring him, co pare it equally: by: 


way of Inheritance, among!t his Fifty four Sons 
which he had living, he did fo punctually per- 
forme the fame, thar he kept nothing ar all for 
himfelt, ^ Nor did he paffe over in Silence how 


Ariftotle in his Politicks dereftsthe Lawes ofthe: 


Carthaginians and Locrenfians , force of wich 
had equall Patrimonies , cthers could not fell 
what they had ; thatancient Inheritances might 
abide the longer in their refpeétive families ; for 
befides other Inconveniences ^ hence it would 
come to paifle, that the Citizens would grow 
Jazie both in gaining and poffefting their Patri- 
monies. | 

I pafie over other things ; chat I may touch 
ppon that whiclhimade him moftadmired. Fog 
thovgh it was believed that he would come very 
well prepared, in re'peft of the Theorie and 
Quettions of Law thereunto pertaining ; yet in 


inthe Courts, it was thought he was not fo well 
provided. But his manner had beento let flip 
no occafion,neither at Paris nor at Aix to quelli- 
onthe Practitioners, Proétors, Attorneies, Ad- 
vocates ; and he would note in his Book what 
ever hé Learned from them by word of mouth, or 
by perufing the Inftruments and Deeds of all 
kinds. Alfo he profitedby the Counfell and Ex- 
ample of Antoninus Tborontus one ofthe beft of 
the Senators and moftsklil'edin the Lawes; tior 
would he Jer any word paffehim inthe whole 
practice of the Courts, whofe norarion & caufe he 
did not fearch into, thar he miglit the becrer un- 
d.r(tandthe ufe chergofjand fixit in his Mind, In 
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Booklli Z7eéL;feofPeiteskius. 
a word he was with great Applaufe and.Com- 
mendation, inrolled among the Senators, 

Afer this, his Un:legtew. exceedingly defi- 
rous to 20 to Digne ; but the encrealé of his -di- 
fele, and the excreame heat of che Sun; hindred 
him : forthe Dog daies were at hand, in which 
it is the manner ro abitàin. from all manner of 
Bathes, » Alfo-Peireskins defiredto go with his 
Uncle, both:by his fervice to tetifie his. perpe- 
cuall Gratitude; and that. he rhighc vic the Lord 
Flayofceus, who havjng married the only Daugh- 
cer of Guilelmus Faldonins Ptolene(call of Digne, 
abode with: his -Facher an.

Uncle 
would not fuffer him, either becaute .hé would 
nor have him abíent from his Senatoriaty Eme ' 
ployment. iü matters of Judicature’ or hat she 
might nor go from Variss; who éould- hardly 
endure that he-fhouldbe fróm him ;. or-that he 
might nót.negle& the Charge he had, having 
been reduefted to overíée Cayerws the Painter, 
while hedrew che pictures of the Kings of France 
upon the Arched Sieling of the Palatin Hall, Foz 
himfelf alone was able ro furnifh along Beads 
roll of their crue Pictures; which he haddrawn 
from Coines, Seales, Scpulchets , Glaffewin- 
dowes, and other the like monuments : and I 
remembers when heconld nor, for atong time

Faber, and with others about a thoufand things f bo: 
belides, 3 | m 
Moreovet,hé made intiumerable obfervations, | 
touching fuch Kinds of fifhes as are wont to bé | 
ca(t away when they are caught, as unfit for food, 
which he caufed to be falteds or otlierwi(é preler- 
ved at Martigitm | de Martigues] and all other 
places; allo concerning fhell-fith, plants, and o- 
ther chines (which he varioufly diftributed up and 
down) efpecially when about April he fojourned 
at Beangenfier with P'ariss » where he ditcourfed 
mott delicioufly touching many things by him 
produced, which the other had never {een before, 
For they dilcourled touching à blue Sea-fifli 
fhell, found in the Olbien field or Countrey, out 
of which a colour is extracted bearing the fame 
name; as alfo out of a certain Marble which re- 
tembles the Lapis Lazali;couching a ftarted {tone 
refembling Corall, and freaked like a {tar;touch- 
ine the Lepadites, or Lepas, being not unlike the 
fhell of a Gngle-fheld Sea-fith,all which were dug 
out of the fields of Caftelet.Alto ofa fircakeditone 
calledConchites,which he had out of the Antipoli- 
tai country;& the territories of Fos:tonching Jeat 
and yellow Amber, due at the Tower de Bevons.

up in Sicily;where,by the violent force of running 
waters itis difcovered, and carried as far as to 
the Sea, and beaten back by the waves of the Sea; 
it is often fourid upon the fhore. Andthat there- 
fore hefaid,Itis probable chacthe Amber, which 
they fifh out of che Baltick Sea; was pluckt out of 
the earth by che. violence of land-waters, and 
brought into the Sea, e(pecially feeing ic contams 
in like manner flies, and other (ach like creatures 
eticlofed therein; And therefore that it was fa- 
bülous which bath been reported by fome, that 
there are very great trees in Notwey,out of which 
this kind of Amber drops like. a Gum, andthen 
congeals and becomes hard; 

The truth is, nothing inthis whole yeer did

For in the firft place he went himfelf to fee thole

ihen, Nor was.he pleafed that the Naturalifts

“Moreover, the wals which were fo 
fpotted, werenor in the middle ot Towns, but 
they were fuch as bordered upon the fields, nor 
Were they on the higheft parts; bur only fo mode- 
rately high as Butterflies are commonly wont to 
ffie, Thus’ therefore he incerpreted thar which 
Gregory of Tours relates, rouching a bloody rain 
feen at Paris in divers places, in the dayes of Chit- 
debert ; and on a certain houfe in the Territory of 
Senlis: Alfothat which is fioried crouching rain- 
ing of blood about the end of June. in the isi 
of King Robert ; lothat the blood which fell u 
flefh, garthents, or flones, could rot be wafhed 
out, but that which fell on wood might. Fort 
was the fame feafon of Butterflies, and ex per) 
ence hath taught us, that no water will wath 
thefe {pots our ofthe lone *, whiles they are frefh 
andnew. When he had faidthele and fach like 
things to arius, aereat company of Auditours 
being p* efent, itwasagreed that they (hould ¢o 
tocether and fearch out the raatter, and as they 
went up and down here and there thorow the 
fields, they found ai drops upon flones and 
rocks: but they were only on the hollow and un- 
der parts ofthe tones, bnt not upon thofe which 
lay mot open totheskies, 

Soon after he received out of Italy, and fent 
to Tbauantis the commendatory Elogies of certain 
men,as of H. jeranymus Columna, Gabriel Faernsts, 
Chateilit, and füch like, of whom he intended to 
make mention in his Hiftory. $e4/izer had fome- 

la sume 
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time intreated him, that he would renew his 
commerce which he had eftablifhed 1n the Eaft, 
by the Agencie of Peter Ofageriusy who wasin 
times palt his Hoft at Marleilles, for the buying 
up of Samaritan, JEcyprian, and Arabick books ; 
grieving that. forthe {pace of fifteen yeers which 
he had ipent in Holland, he had not heard a word 
of the Samaritan Pentareuch, which Oftagerius 
had promifed to endeavour to procure for him. 
Peireskim therefore, having indeed formerly en- 
deavoured fomewhat. in that bufinefle, did now 
bettir bimíelf more earneftly, giving order that 
che forefaid book, among many others, fhould be 
boughtin Agypt, and conveyedtohim. Butthe 
fhip in which it was coming, was pillaged by 
Pirats, and the book could nor be recovered, but 
was utterly loft. And fo was Scaliger deprived 
of that molt defired book,nor did he ever receive 
the anfwer which he had fo much expected,which 
came happily to the hands of Peireskins after his 
death. For Scaliger had written to. the Samari- 
tans of Aeypr, andto their chief Prielt Eleazar, 
who dwe't in a City called Sichem, asking them 
divers queftions, about che obfervation of the 
Sibbath, and other Feflivals, about the AZefiah, 
and how they named him ; and in conclulion, he 
dered of thema copy of their Pentateuch, or 
five books of Afofes, They anfwered him in two 
Letters ; but becaule they fell into the hands of 
Genebrardus and others, they were detained, till 
fach timeas Sealiger being dead, Peireskius both 
obrained them, and cau'ed them lately to be tur- 
ned into Latine, by the exceedingly learned 7o- 
hannes Morians. Mo abont chis time he re-af- 
famed his cate of calling Pacius to  profeffe at 
Aix, 
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Aix, and, whichis more , of procuring that’ he 
might not any longer perfft in an un-ortho- 
dox Religion: but very many things did inter- 
vene ; which did again fruftrate his manifold 
cares and endeavours. 

-His brother Valave fins was at that time in Da- 
ris, about chebufinefle of Rians: andbecaufe he 
fhould have fome moneths vacation from his bu- 
hineffe, therefore Peiresb;ss intreated him, thac 
at lealtfor hisfake he would eo fee England and 
the Low- Countries, and falute his friends there, 
prefenting fuchtokens as he fhould fend them, 
and procuring certain rarities for him, Allo he 
exceedinuly intreated him, that he would: goto 
Aquilgranum , that he might there -diligenrly 
view whatever monuments were remaining: of 
Charles the Great, write out the In{criptions,and 
caufe all the Pictures to be copied, which he 
fhould meet wirhsin Ecclefiatticall Books,Glaffe- 
windows, Copes or Veftmenrs, Stones or any 
other things ; not neglecting to get the Platform 
of places and ornaments, the Copies of Charters, 
and the Prints of Seals, prece or pretio, for mo- 
ney or fair words, . He added, that it fo repenred 
him when he was in Holland, that he went not 
to Aquifgrane, that; were It nor thac he confi- 
ded in his brother, he was refolved on putpofe, 
and for no other intent, to make another voyage 
thither. Moreover, his brother did all which he 
dehred of bim to the full, with wonderfull care, 


| diligence, and fidelity ; himfelf in the mean ume, 
| after the beginning of the yeer went to Mon- 
| pellier,about the felt tame buüneffe: for the Mar-

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He returned about the middle of the Spring, 
being cormented with a moft inexpreffible tooth- 
ach, and not long after his Father fell into a moft 
dangerous difeafe;hiimielf alfo; being taken with a 
fever, which was very lafting, and when it went 
away, left him fo weak, that he was bardly well 
recovered by Autumn, And here] mutt record, 
what hehimielf re'ated oiten. When he had no 
appetite, but loathed all meat, fo that he wafied 
away, Jacobus Fontanus a famous Phyfician, and 
bis kintman, asked him, if there were nothing 
which he hada mindtoear. He faid there was, 
but he was vety well affured, thar it would not be 
zllowed him. Whereupon he was urgent to know 
what it was. Eetoldhim, Musk-melons: the 
Phyfician replied y Take heart, and be of good 
cheer; for 1 do not onely permit, bur advile;yea 
andcharee youtoeat of them ; but eat them at 
rhe beginning of your meal, withour bread, and 
drink a little pure wine before and after: which 
. dvire he followed, and did well upon it ; fo that 
all his life rime after, he did in this manner eat 
Musk-me!ons without any prejudice. 

When he was récovered, he divers wayes af- 
filled divers learned men, as Johannes Taxilis, 
who was writing fomewhat touching the new 
flar which appeared in the great Conjrnction a- 
forelaid ; Ga/parus Bricius, a Parifh-Prieft in the 
fame Ciry, a eood induirious man,and ob'ervant 
ofthe Celeflial Bodies; Johannes Baptista Han{e- 
nins, whom he grew acquainted with at Rome, in 
the learned. family. of Cardinall Baronius, and 
who by his procurement was chief Rector of che 

' School at Aixthree yeers tocether. And thefe, 
with otherlearned men he obliged, while he was 
yet 
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yet ina weak condition of body, his difeafe being 
onely abated, not pzrfe&tly cured ; which wasin 
much meafure cauled and lengthened,by the lofle 

of three excellent friends, who diedin Holland. 
The firft of which was Scaliger,who had newly 
begun hisCommentary of Hebrew moneys,when 
he was taken with a,drophe, through di.em- 
per o£ his liver, which the fourth or fitth moneth 
after, onthe 21 of January, brought him to his 
end. The fecond was Clufius,wao through weak- 
neffe of nature, rather than the gouc, which had 
newly feized him, died on the fourth of April, 
His*Pofthumus works wete set forth by his Exe- 
cutour Francifcus. Raphelengius, wherein Peiref- 
kins was frequently metioned, as in this follow- 
ing paflage for example. There was brought out of 
Ginny into France an ear of cora not unl ke the form 
er tbe pitture whereof was [ent to Clufus from Aix 
in Provence, by the soft nobles honorable Nicolaus 
Fabricius Lord of Peiresk, And afterwards. The 
following piture of the Gum Tragant-tree was fent 
rom Aix in Provence, by the mot magnificent aud 
noble Gentleman Nicolaus Fabricius Lord of P'ei- 
resk.. Cowncellour tohis Majefty of Frances the 
Parliament of eAix, with Letters tothe moft res 
vowned Cluius. Andagain: Here may be added 
an Epiftle of the molt learued Mr. Dotter Fontane, 
which was (ent to ws from Aix, by the moft magai- 
ficent and maft prudent Gentleman Nicolaus Fabri- 
cius Lord of Peiresk,, in the Letter which he wrote 
to the moft famous Clutus ; which rhongh.is, came 
tous after the death of the renowned ClufGus afore- 
(aid, yet-we conceive it worthy to be inferted in this 
Supplement, Moreover, mention was mace in 
thar Epiftle, of acertain rare Aloes tree, which 
I4 having 
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having been planted in a Garden at Avenion,an 
hundred years fince, fprouted forth aboucthe be- 
eibning of Mayin the year 1599. and within 45. 
daies fhot up 32. foot hich , according to the 
feet of Provence, which make 24. Paris feet, 
and near half afoot over, | Of whichkindalío, 
I afterwards faw divets (prouting forth in Pro- 
vence and efpecallyat Draguinan. The third 
was Abrahamus Gorlaus , who dyed before he 
could finifh his work inhand, which he called 
Paralipomena, ) 


And there wanted but little for Varius to 
make afourth, He, when it was Vacation, in 
rhe moneth of September, went to Axtipolis, in 
the Kings name to take poffeffion of that. Place, 
being gained to the Kings Patrimony. And 
when he had vifited his Brother Peter Varius Bi- 
fhop of Vintium, he fell into a moft dangerous 
Feaver, whichlaftedfullouta moneth. Which 
when Peimeskiss cameto hear, he could—hardly 
be kept, though fick himfelf, from vifiting his 
fick friend. Which thoush he could not do, 
he was extremely-follicitous or rather anxious 
how he might help him. Among other things , 
he wrote to Afarfeilles and provoked. Carolus 
Caffaaess a famous Phyfitian to vific him, and 
provided for him a Coach anda Barke, that he 
might go with {peed either by Land or by water,as 
he pleated. He fenralmoftevery day one or other 
to carry him (ome exquifite Medicines or choile 
matter of Diet, and to brine word, what was the 
condition of the Di'eale. And as foonas ever 
there was hopes of Recovery. he fent him 
the eafeft Saddle he had: howbeit Varius could 
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| notbe brought back, favein an Horle-litter. 


Afterwards, during the time they-were both 
upon the recovery in the remaining parc of Au- 
tumn, andfpent whole daies togetherin famili- 
at diícouríe , can^you imagine their difcourfes 
were void of. Learning > - One dilcourfe I cannot 
omity which :Peireskiss himfelf, did afterwards 
otten relate, and which was the occafion of fome 


| alteration even after his death; The occafion 


whereof were divers affemblies which all the 
kingdom over were newly calledtogether , by 
the Kings command, to confult about the ma- 
king of tome perpetuall Statutes,touching che Va- 
lue and ufe of Coine. For. whereas feven 
years ago ; the King had madea Proclamation , 
that a Peice of Gold which had wont to go fot 
threefcore Shillings, fhould forthe time to come 
be worth chreefcore and five ; it was fince grown 
to be worth feventy fhillings and more. Where- 
upon arius defiring his Opinion, Peireshius an- 
fwered, that it was {carce tobe hoped that any 
{top can be putto fogrowing a miíchiele, ^ For 
the caufe thereof was the Traffick wich Neigh- 
bour Nations, where gold 'was higher 
prized then itis with us; | For ar that time Gold 
wich us was twelvétimes as dear, as filver but 
in Spain it was thirteentimes as dear, and that 
by reafon of a very late Proclamation , where- 
by the King of Spain had raifed the Value of 
Goldatenth part higher, nocaltering at all the 
Value of Silver, In which, truly, he did not 
imitate our King. who raifine the Value of 
Gold, railed likewi/e the Value of Silver, that the 


proportion between them might nar (eem to be - 


altered. He added; Althongh not only our 


King, 


ve 
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King, bucthe King of England and other Princes, 
fhouid by.new Proclamations vary and. en hanfe 
that proportion; yet would | it ftiil happen; char 
each particular Prince and State , through emu- 
lation either rating the e(timation of Gold, or 
diminifhing its weight, orat leaít, intrinfecall 
Value of Silver , no conftant. Rule could be fet. 
For there would never be wanting, either occa- 
fions of wars, by which. cheit Trealuries being 
exhautt , they would be.forced ro help them- 
felves that way,; or Nations politick enough, 
by chis artifice to ke eepthe purer forts of Geld and 
Suverivonies achome, or to.draw them our of

fending Meffengers and Letters, to preferve the 
Inhabitants of Provence in their obedience; 
Moreover, it is hot to be forgotten, how at the 
very beginnine of the yeer, and before Pereikius 
departed from Mon-pelliet, there was broueht 
him out of Spain an Almanack, of yeerly Progno- 
fication, made by Hieroxymus Ollerius of Barcel- 
loria,and the November {orevoing printed at Va- 
lence, in which the lamentable accident afore- 
faid was clearly foretold. For he had fo ter down 
the citcumftances of his macivity, ahd certain 
priticipall things Which had happened cogcernine 
him, that no orher King (ave. Hearythe Great; 
could be thereby intended. Which when he had 
fhewed to arias, and acquainted Fofephxs Galte- 
rius Prior, atid the Lord of Valetta therewith, a 
mah excellently skilled in all the Mathematical] 
Arts , but efpecially in Aftronomy ; though no 
great heed were to be eivén to Aftrolocicall Pre- 
dictions, yét ic feémed a matter not to be fleight- 
ed, as concerning the life of fo worthy a Prince. 
Whereupon Varins prefently feat the book to 
the King, 

I fhall not ftand to'relate, how that great and 
truly generous Prince; commending the cáre of 
Variss, did conten and fleight the Proenoftica: 
tion: but becaufe the event proved it to be tne, 
and Ollerizs himfelf afterwards Writing a Proeno- 
fication for the following yeer; did wonderfully 
boaft thereof ; therefore I mutt needs fay thar, 
which at Jeaft may make ic doubrfull, whether it 
was from thé ftats, or foe other hints rather,

Lfay, it is poffible he. was acquainted with the 
plot, by which fo an abominable, and not to be 
named Parricide was committed, Suré Lam, it 
could not be perfectly concealed, neither in 
Spain, nor in Italy ; for even the Kings Embafla- 
dours, and namely, the moft excellent Johannes 
Bochartus Lord of Champieny , then Agent at 
Venice, had already pre-advertized his Majefty 
thereof, And ic was Jufficiencly proved, that all 
the Sea-faring men of Marfeilles, who for two 
moneths before came from Spain, brought word 
chat there was a report {pred abroad in Spain,that 
the King of France either was already, or fhould 
be killed, by a fword or knife, AMo Perreskias 
related and writ to Malherbins, chat which may 
ficiy be here inferted, viz. How on the Saturday; 
chree dayes after chat the kings death was publifh- 
ed,there pafled thorow Ai«a mott illuftrious Ve 
hetians of the family of the Priali, who had been 
Agent for the Commonwealth at Paris, and was 
shen going to be Agent at Madrid ; who when he 
went to vilit /ari#s,told him among other things; 
how journeying thorow Millain, he (aluced chere 


the Earl of Fonrane: and having; by way of dii- 


courte, expreffed what a mighty Army his Maje- 
Ay of France hadin readineffe ; the Earl anfwer- 
ed, he was not at all afraid. thereof, becaufe che 


death of one man would fhostly overthrow. the |

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fame. But 1 muft not harp too long upon this 1616, 
firing. 

Ner long after, tes received Letters 
from Pignerius written the third day of the fame 
moneth,wherin he was made acquainted;that Ga- 
lilaus, by his newly invented Telefcope, had dif- 
covered certain great and wonderfull fights, con- 
cerning the Stars, and principally four new Pla- 
nets, which are carried about Jupiter, which he 
had called the Medicean Planets. For, in the be- 
girinine of the former yeer, which was 1609, J4- 
cobus CMetius of Alcmair in Holland, while he 
was compounding and fetting together fundry 
forts of glaffes, to cry their eftects, he happened 
accidentally upon that fame comparifon and 
compofition of a convexand a concave glaffe, 
by which, efpecially the Tube beiny inrerpofed, 
he that lookt chorow the fame might fee fmall 
things grow great , and things dittant broughr 
neer (whereupon the invention of the Telefeo- 
piam, or Perfpective-Glaffe is attributed to him ; 
though Johannes Baptifla Porta had already pub- 
lifhed fome{uch thing in print) but Gali/eus on- 
ly by the rumour of {uch athing which he’ had 
heard, began to invent net onely the caufe of the 
effects of the Telefcope, or Perfpective-Glaffe ; 
but alfo the way to make one ; whereupon after 
divers effayes and trials, he hit at la upon the 
way to make a moftexactone. And that was it, 
by which in the two firft moneths of the tenth 
yeer aforefaid, he accompli(hed thofe obfervati- 
ons, which he publifhed in March, under the 
Ticle of Sidereus Nuncius, or the Heavenly Intel- 
ligencer, f 

Peireskins therefore being acquainted there- 
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with ,- himfelf with ereat arcency of afféttion ; 
that he might obtain his Book anda Telefcope 
or Prolpective elaffeas foon as poffibly he could. 
But though he gor a Book, yet wasit long eie 
he could obtain an exqmifite Telefcope; thongh 
ne got fome both from Iealie; Holland, and Paris, 
as toon as they begamto be made there. And 
this was the reafon that before November he 
could nor difcoyer, ner ob/erye the Planets afore- 
fad moving abonr Jupiter 5 at leaf he could not 
perceive their full number. But asíoon ashe 
difcoveted them; tis wonderfnll with: what Joy 
he did contemplat e 5o rare aficht. ‘For prefent+ 
ly he fhewed the fame to. Farias, and other 
friends; andthar he mieht lofe no cime he made 
him:an Obfervatozie; and invited the forefaid 
Galterigs, and kept him divers daies, and {pent 
almok two whole years togetherin his obferva- 
tions with him. *His Brother was yetat Panis: 
wherefore he never ceafedto urge and follicite 
him, till he had caufed divers ze for profpec- 
tives to bemade, which he (ent bim to thenum- 
ber of Fortie.

Florentine, who had two yeers betore fer out the 
Pedegrees of Chri(tian Princes, as fome were of 
opinion ; or, which is more likely; the renowned 
Marous Velferus, of whom we have frequently 
fpoken; by reafon of his excellent learning, and 
fingular ‘propenfity to the Houfe of Auliria..I 
fhall onely fay, thatfome have unjufily (ufpected, 
that Gealdus and Pigsorius did either affitt in the 
writing thereof, or communicated their notes for 
him to digeft : forthey were more ingenuous and 
greater lovers of their Countrey;than to be (tain- 
ed with fuch impiety, Burtobe (ure, Peireskius 

never dreamt of {uch a thing. | 
Moreover, being about to depart from Paris, 
andtaking leave ot. his friends, he. undertook a- 
mong other things tofend to ZZericus Vicus at 
the beginning of Winter a pair of Phexicopteri, 
or Red-svings, birds fo called. For he hada ereat 
defire to bring up fome of thofe birds, not onely 
for their Scarlet-coloured wings) (which makes 
out Countrey-men call them the Flaming Birds) 
nor the longneffe of their thighs and neck, which 
made Juvenal term thisbird Phanico-prerus in- 
gens; but chiefly becanfe of the manner of their 
diet; with which Peireskius related,fome of them 
had been kept by Varivs. For he related how 
they did eat their meat rather in the night than 
inthe day (which meat was commonly mtde of 
bread moi(tened with water) ; how they could di- 
fcern the approach of cold weather, and would 
come to the fire, foas {ometimes to burn cheir 
feet ; and when one foot pained them,they would 
go upon their other foot,and ufe their bill in flead - 
of the burnt foot ; how they flept (tasding up-

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right upon one foot, with the other drawn'up to- 


their breft amonsft their feathers ;"that:a'littlé 
fleep ferved their turn; and fuchlike. Athisde- 
parture, he was moft exceedingly grieved forthe 
death of his moft loving friend -Micelas Faber, 


who.not onely many dayes before had con:mend- - 


ed to the King that rare mam) 72o»ias? Billonus, 
when he did prefent his moft laborious and ad- 
mirably happy Anagrams.” In his journey; he was 
vexed with great difficnlty of urine. 

After he was returned, nothing fo: muchigrie- 
ved him, as an injury which one of the Senatonrs 
had:done unto Varius, both before the Nativity, 


and at the. beginning of the new: yeer3 where: 


fore he never was’ from him all that while, fave 
eight dayes; during which. he was troubled :with 
a erievous difeafey about the end of April. His 
brother in the mean while returned to Paris, and 
he fent divers tokens to hisfriends by him.- Alfo 
hefent many things into Italy to Pafcalinus; Be- 
nedittas, and others, with whom he difcourfed a- 
bout divers Subjects, and of whom he-likewife 
defired (ome things for his friends, Among whom 
was Cafanbon as alo Henricus Polanus the Mint- 
Matter; who defiréd him to procure for hrm out 
of Italy, divers books hard to be found,as alfo an- 
cient weights, or at leaft the comparifon which 
had been made between them and thofe of Paris. 
Another while writing to Paris, he made it his 
chief buGneffe to commend Hannibal Fabrotus, à 
famous Lawyer, rarely adorned with the know- 
ledge of polite Literature, both to Thasus, and 
ro other o£his friends, who had already heard of 
hts learning.

mondus fetting-outs not long after, Notes upofi 
Sidonins Apolinari, did relate a.

world (hielded with your patronage, who glorionfly 
Poining with thé abundance of all Virtues and Scies- 
Ces, will chafe away theevil fpeeches of all céufori+ 
ous Detrattours, and caufe that this work, which w 
ufefull for Phy ficians, may be delightfall alfo, feeing

the Profpe&tive-Glaffe, he defired time to confi 
der of it, profeffing chat he was confounded, and 
judging that from new Obfervations, new Hypo- 
theles ought to be framed. 

About che fame time there wasa great rumor 
fpread abroad, touching the bones of certain Gy 
ants, which being found in Dauphine, the King 
commanded that they fhould be sent to him : for 
the report went, that there was foundin à cere 
tain feigned place, not far from the fiream which 
runs between Rhodanns and lara, a fepulchre 
made of Bricks, thirty foot long, twelve foot 
broad, atid eight foot high, with a flone'upon tt, 
wherein was this Infcription THE UT O B O- 
€HUS REX. Alfo, that when the fepulchre 
was opened , there appeared the Skeleron of a 
man, twenty fivefoot andan half long ; ten foot 


| broad between the fhoulders, and five foot deep 


upon the cheft, That the (cull was obferved to be 
five loot long, and ten foot in compaffe. Which 
prodigious fpe&acle being viewed an whole day 
together, the reft of the bones turned to afhes ;

lower jaw-bone,twoVertebra’s of the back-bone, 
fome pieces of. a rib, fhoulder-blade and thighs

Moreover, it was réport- 
ed, that.there were found about fifty pieces of 
filver Coin, with the picture of Marius upon 
them, and on the other fide, the letters M Ay be- 
ing the beginning of his name, from whence they 
Would needs have it concluded, that Thextebo- 
thus the Teutonick King being v vanquifhed by 
Marias, was buried théré, aman.of fo talla fta- 
turé, that Authors report him.to have been hieh- 
ér ers thé crophiés which wéré carried as tókens 
of victory, and that he was wont to leap: ove! 
four or five, yea, fix horfesz- . 

Moreover, as Peire skins quéttioned thestruth 
ofthe réport, fo he confideréd with himíelfwhat 
might give océafion to fuch'a fable, efpecially a& 
ter he had read over a book; which Nicolaus Ha- 
bigotus, a Chirurgéon of Parisy had writtenithére-. 
ot. He : queftioned not but that füch. bones were’ 
found in that place, and' hé; granted thar they 
might be. thé bones of fome more ancient Gyann; 
but he could never be perfsvadéd chat they were 
his bones, whole they were reported ro bé... For 
inthe firft place, neither Themsobochus, nor his 
Subje&s ufed the Latine tongte ; fo that they

With thefe and! uch like matters did Pesreskins 
bufie himfelf, when in the Moneth of November 
theSealwas taken from arius , and that moít 
renowned Gentleman reftored to the Liberty of a 
private Life, But Peiresbius who regarded not 
to much the glory of bis Place, as the eminency 
of his Virtues, would never forfake him ; think- 
ing ic an unworthy bafenefs, if he that had ftood 


.byhimin his Prolperity, fhould withdraw him- 


(el£, in his adveríefortune. . Howbeit ; he was 
wont to teftifie concerning Varizs,that he accoun- 
ted ic no unhappy and ominous, but a molt. hapyy 
accident ; as by which alone he wasin a capacity 
ofattaining the Tranquillity whichhe fo much 
defired. - Wherefore he reftored the Seal with 
ereat Alactity; andreturning from the Court; he 
would needs (up more liberally than ordinary 
with Afalherbius and Peireskius, as one that now 
had no bufineffe to difturbe him s. and retiring 
himfelf, he Jeda moft quiet and moft {weet life ; 
converfing with his Books, his friends and learn- 
ed men, ! 

Abont this time the BuGneffe about Riantinns 
was removed from Paris to Toloufe; and his 
Brother Valavefius, about the Beginning of the 
following year went intothat City. And al- 
though his prefence was likewife defired at To- 
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Joufe, which as was thought would have: much 
advanced the Bufineffe: yet could he never. be 
induced ,.for any Danger neverío greatof the 
miícarriage of that Suit, to leave Farius, Vet 
you mutt not Imagine, that for all this, he left 
his care of the caule: of Learning... Forhe feng 
an-almoft innumerable Company of Books tQ 
Learned men in all parts, partly of his own ac- 
eord , partly being requefted by them ; as into 
Italy to Piguorius and Zdeagder , andto Scipio 
Cobellutins then newly honoured with a red Hat 
and tbe ticle of Cardinall of Saint Sufauza; and 
to whom not long after, the Cuftodie of the Va- 
tican Library was given asa favour, Amd into En- 
eland to Cambden and Selden and others, who 
badíerioufly intreated him, that he would not 
envie the Learned Nation otf Men, his Learned 
notés upon the ancient Coines and his Obierva- 
tions upon that part of Frazce which is called 
Gallia "Narbonenfis. Into Hollandhe fent , as 
cd others, fo chieflyto Thomas Erpenius, thete- 
nowned profetfor of Arabic; and he tent with his 
Books and Letters, certiin Arabick Coines, 
chat he might lend his Affittance in their Intere 
preratton , which he had not yet fufficiently un- 
derfiood. 

Iforbear to mention how he received like- 
wile back again many things which he defired ; as 
trom Aleakder a modell of the Farnefian Congius 
or old Calon-meaíure , with Letrers fignitying, 
that he had examined the Water of Tiber, Foun- 
cain water, andother waters, and after manifold 
comparifons of the one with the other , he could 
find no differenceat allintheirweight. From

ofthis kind, you may by che way hereby under- 
ftand what the Learned Jacobus Godofredas his 
meaning was; when eleven year after fetting 
forth a nameleffe Geographer, and not daring to 
name Peiresk/us, becan'e he had not got his leave 
to pub'i(h the Kalendar., he concludes a paffage 
thereabouts in thefe words. Though athing may 
be contained within the narrow compaffe of twe or 
three pages , Jet may it notwithftanding be of very 
great moment’; of which kind we expetl fhortly fome 
ancient Memorials, end Con[ular Annals, 
Whilethefe things wereacting, he was inex- 
preffibly erievedíor the death of Bis mof dearly 
be:oved friend, Facobus Augufius Thuanus, He 
could hardly ever mention him withoura heh, 
without breaking forth into his Commendati- 
ons; for he was alwaies wont to fay, that he was 
ene whom his ancient Nobility, his Angu'ar Pie- 
tle to God, his Country, and his Prince; his ex- 
treme Love toall Learned and sood Men, his 
unexhaullible goodneffe and his moft ingenaous 
manners had made truly Avguftus or Venerable, 


He was comforted inthe firt place by his Noble 


Progenie, in which were already manife the 
feeds of their Fathers and Anceftors Virtues; and 
elpecially in Franc/(cus Auguftus the eldeft, who 
being hardly a erown youth, did already difcover 
int himfelf the mind of a Senator ; and refolved 
to 
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Father had defcribed with his Pen, In che’ next 
place , becanfe the Care of che Kings Library, 
was committed ro thofe Noble and Learned Bre- 
thren Petrus and Jacobus Puteanus , the Sons ot 
Claudias who wasa Senator of Paris, being near 
of kin to kim; whoastheyalwaies fhewed fa- 
your unto and eratifiedall Learned men, fothey 
were evermore moft nearly conjoyned with Pei- 
reskius in the band of friendfhip. For he hoped,

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1617, Of another; and by frequent difcourfes , had 
- learned the greatelt pare ( or all rather ) of the 
fafities which his Country, did afford.

not but muchadmire: for befides his ogher en- 
dowments, he had onething common with him, 
viz, that he would leave no manin Eurpe re- 
nowned for Learning, unobliged. Afterwards, 
when he was upon his return; the January fol- 
lowing, he would needs paffe through Lieux, by 
bis Induitry to mollifie fome Lawes of the Chap- 
ter againftche Bifhop ; whichhe did for Variss 
hisfake , upon whom that Bi(hop-rick was new- 

ly conferred. 

Being returned to Paris, there was norhing 
which he defired more, then co vindicate the 
Roiall Line fron- the Piors of one Theodoricus 
Piespordias Secretary to che Arch-Dukes or Prin- 
ces ofthe Low-Countries, who inimitation of 
Johannes Valdefins a Spanith Councellor ,. endea= 
vouredto draw che Aultrianfamtite ina fucceffi- 
Qn mile, from Pharamondthe King of France; 
and con‘equencly intitle che King of Spain to che 
Kingdome of France, by right. of Succeffion, 
For he had (ecour the year before, the Geneale- 
eie af che Auftrian Family, drawn from the fir 
Stock of the Kings, throush rhe moft Noble Erles 
of Habsburg ; and a Copy, thereof was fent be-

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| foreChrifimas by Wizghemiusto Peireskinsanother 1618, 
| being formerly fent and prefented to the King. by »N 
| the Arch- Dukes Agent ; which Peire;kius could 
| nor bur refent asa moft heinous fact. And to con- 


fure the Impofture; he eafily made it appear that 
no Authentick Charter, nor no Anthor was cited 
above an hundred and twenty year Old; viz. he- 
fore rhe time that Trithemins and others, flatter- 
ing che Emperor A¢aximilian, were not afhamed, 
thoneh difagreeing among themfelyes, to patch 
rogether that long Pedigree of Anceflors. More- 
over, whereas Sigebert of Aultria one of the 
Sons of the King Clotarius the {eyenth from 
Pharamond, was made choice of, to draw. the 
Anutirian family from ; the incre fucceffion theres 
of, could not be made appearas tar as to the 
Habsburg Princes; whom Piespordius had very 
abfurdly and untowardly fo termed, before the 
year of Chrift 720; whereasit is apparent shat 
Habsburge was built no longer ago then the year 
1027. -Alfo Peireskius demanded, why thofe 
Princes who are feiened to fpring from Sigebert, 
and who lived inthe daiesof Pipiz, and Capet , 
never complained ofthe Injurie which was done 
to them, they being furvivors of the flock of 
Pharamond, and by Lawfull Succeffion called te 
the Crown of France. 

But becaufe, norwithfianding the, Erles of 
Habsburg, according to the Line male , had de- 
fcended trom the Stock of our. Kings, yer Pefrese 
kins knew that by the Ads of che Monaflery: of

the Houle of Aultria, And truly, the fleieht is 
wonderfull whereby both Frascifcus  G uilliman- 
sus and Piespordius himlelf, do in fuch manner 
di(femble that Wernerus wasthe Son of ZT A , 
asif he had been not /ta’s but her Brothers Son; 
of whofe progeny nevertheleffe;sthereis no mens 
tiom any where made: asneitherot eAdelbert 
another Brother, from whom the Habsburgian

Succeffion, did paffe over to the family of Tier- 
ftein, or Homberg, But they were not afhamed

Johannes Triflanms Santanzantius a rare Anti- 
quary did Jately caufe ic to. be printed with 
his Commentaries beigg cut in Copper.: And 
he profeffes that he had grit: knowledeé thereot 
from Peireskins,whom he calls aan of very rare 
and exquifite Learning, f? asto exceed all the.com- 
mendation that he could give, renowned through 
al Exrepe; He writes afterward how that he 
firtt faw this rare monument of Antiquity in the 
company of Peireskius, and began to conjecture 
whatit'miehtreprelent. Buc becaufe in pro- 

ceffe oftime he differed from the opinion of 
Peireskius, and ithas been my hap fundry times 
to heat Peireskius diceuríe the bufineffe :there- 
fore it will nor be; I hope, unpleafing, if Ifhall

Offices-ke. performed to divers Learned Men 
Asto Jobannes. Mocenicus from whom divers 
mof rare Curiofities had been ftollen at Ve- 
nice: to Clandins MenetrinsVefuntinus, Studt- 
ous of Antiquiues, andwho had Letters from 
Chiffletius to one Cuffler of kin. to Drebell, 
and skillfull in making Augmenang glailesywho

; Furthermore, He wasin a manner wholly ta- 
ken up, in miniitring. unto his fick Father. Buc 
when his pains feemed to be f(omewhat allayed in 
tbe-Summer , he. went to his Countrey houfe.at 
Beangenfier , whence ere.thac he returned ,. he 
would needs go to Tolon, to fith for Coral... For it 
gtowes.but in few places of our Seas ; but efpeci- 
a\lyin a narrow paffaee, which is diftant from

| this way and that wiy » that the; Coral Plants 
might beintangled inthe Net. When they-had 


done fo, long enough, the Engine was pulled up, 
and he obíerved how the Nets had broken ott, 
and brought away many Plants of Coral,. with. 
very many dry and rotten fragments, which had 
at {ome other time bin pluckt up,.and left at che 
bottom, or had fallen our, as the Nets were 


| drawn up. Moreover, the Plants which were then 


plucke np and. drawn out, were neither red,, nor 
handfome, till their Bark was pulled of : in fome 
parts they were foft; and would give way to the 
hand, as towards the tops, which being broken, 
and fqueefed, they fent forth milk, like that. of 
Figs ; and when the compreffion ceafed we 
might (ee them pricked with little holes, which 


feemed to be the empty veins, wherein the milk 


had bin contained. Which milk, becanfe he was 
informed to be very caultick or burning therefore 
he was exceeding careful , chat none of ic might 
come upon his Skin. : And becaufe by enquiry 
he had learnt chat it was as the feed of the Coral; 
(o that if it couched any folid ching as 2 (hell of a 
Ei(h, a Stone, or the like, it would engender a

inthe Nets many other Plants befides the Co- 
fals, allo very many living things were intangled 
therein; particularly, a Snail without a fhell, All 
which Maffe of Varieties being carried to Beaz- 
genfier, he caufed to be dryed in an Oven , and {o 
prelerved. Andlieobferved j that the Snail dif 
solved into a purple liquor, ahd dyed all thar 
touche’ ic with a molt perfe& purple’ colour : 
which made him a little doubt ; whether that 
were not the true Purple, and this lignor the 
right Ofttum, which anciently they dyed rheir 
Garments with’, ‘and which they termed Murex 
bag, led iA 5 
. Theremainder of this and the year following, 
which was 1625, he could notat al! léave his Fa- 
ther, fave fo lone as peceffity requited him to 
wait uponthe Legare. For chat year, che Pope to 
mannage the common affairs of Chriftendom, 
had fent Cardinal Barberinus into France, who a- 
bout the beginning of Spring, landed upon tl e 
Coafls of Provence. He was to have landed at 
Marfeil; bue a Témpeft compelled him to put 
intothe Haven of Tolon, whence paffing to Ave- 
nion, he wasto eothrough eAix.Peireskinsthere- | 
fore went; and met him about three or four miles, | 
from the City, and tédkall care poflible, thar he: | 
might enter the City with tho’e Honours which 
had bin decreed him , as fnitable cohis Dienity : 
but the Legat for fome Reafon belt known to 
himfelt, chofe rather to paffe befide the City; and 
to turn to Lambefe: whence the next day he went. 
to Avenion but Pe;reik?us went norwith him;but, 
the fourth day after, he came and broucht bis old 
die aml a NS UR Friend 
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mean timékept at his own Houle , and feafted 
him gallantly. ‘For’ Aleander being taken into 
rhe Family ofthe Cardinal, was in his Retinue; 
together with the Noble Knight Cafsianus à Pu. 
feo, who verily how rare aman he was , all eood 
ind learned Men at Rome do tellifie; being to him 
obliged alfo with the divers-rimes formerly 
mentioned Debonerus , whom both for hisown 
worth, and for che memory of Barclay, he could 
not fufficiently embrace: alo witht Fobaunes Bap- 
tifta Donius, a man of profound learning, whom 
rhe Cardinal weuld'needs have for his Secretary, 
for the Latine Tonoue ; and with the very good 
Ludovicus Aubrius Menilius of Paris, of whom 
he had received divers courtefies ; both ac Paris 
and at Ree, And there were divers other learned 
meénin his Retinue; but I mention only the 
fpecial friends of Peireskius. 
'' Moreover Peireskivs would willingly have fol- 
lowed the Cardinal, for he was refolved not to 
Jeave him neither at Paris, nor while he was in 
France: but the ‘tender affection he bore to his 
Father, being erievoufly áfli&ed with ficknefs, 
could not permit his abfence. But his Brother be- 
ing at Paris, he wrote unto him ; to perform the 
duty to his Father, which himfelfcould nor.. He 
wrote alfo to divers friends, and namely to Rs 
bens,who was then drawing Pi&uresto adorn the 
Gallery at Lexemberg, belonging to the Queen 
; Mothers new Palaces becaute he knew, that he 
through the happinefs and fweerne(s of his wit, 
and the plenty of exquifite things which he had, 
would be delightful unto him, Alfoa principal 
reafon why himfelf conld not be from his Father 
: was.

was, becanfé the two Phyficians which his Fa- 
ther always had great hope in,were both dead:for 
Jacobus Foutanus dyed, when he himfelf wasat 
Paris; but Axtonins Merindolusdied a little after. 
Chri(tmas foregoing. | 
Where I mutt tell you by the way; the orief 
which Peireskius conceived for rhe death of this 
man, Was as great ina manner as great could be, 
For bath his rare learning, and very gentle man- 
ners, long acquaintance, and. molt civil offices, 
had long fince knit. chem in an extraordinary 
band of friendfhip. I do not tell you what *Pe;- 
reskias did. contribute towards this friendfhip : 
for "ris fitter you fhould know that, out of the lat 
will of AZerisdol, expreffed in the Dedication of 
his Works. . For there he declared, That-he 
would have his Works paffe into the world un-.- 
der the Patronage of the moft Chrittian King : 
Neverthelege (1es he) I wowld-have my Treatife 
ef Feavors go by it felf tothe end it may carry in its 
front,a name moft dear tb me of all others, viz. the 
name of Monfieur Nicolas. Fabricius of Peirefc, 
Counfehour to his Majefty in. the Parliament of 
Aix, and Abbot of Guiftres, a Gentleman maft 
flourifhing in Riches aud Learning, accompanied 
withVertue, For I have alwaies found him aman 
. ef ancient integrity, of candid mannets, and 4 conti- 
 wual Patron of my fiudies: and tberefare I defire by 
the Dedication of this Book, 45 by a Bond and Seal, 
to teflife to all the world, for bow many andhow 
Sires benefits, I acknowledge my, (elf obliged unto 
im. 

To return to his Fathers Difeafe: foran year 
and half he had been tormented with pains in 
his Bladder and Kidneys, and a moft pertinaci- 

ous 
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eusGout.- And a moneth or two afrer,the Dti- 
feale came to that height, as that littlettones 
were taken out of the joynts of his Feet, and that 
in fo greac a number, that in 8 monthsípace; 
chey did equal his Feet in bulk : and becaufe they 
could feldom.or never be drawn our, but that 
ends of Neryes and Tendons weze drawn away 
with them ; therefore within the forelaid rime, 
they were five times gangrznated« |, Moreover, 
Peireskius wasalwales prelent, not only coniui- 
ting about and together with the Phyficians and 
Chirureions, preícribine borh Medicines; .and 
Diet; butalío preparing and fetring his own 
hand co every chine, and what ever his Father 
cook, giving it himlelf. For that was his Fathers 
defire, and it was fo {weet unto him, that he 
found not any ching which did more mitigate 
his pains,  Beingtherefore thus continually bu- 
fied, (o that except {ome urgent occafions in Par- 
liamenz required, he was never from his Fa- 
chers fide; 1t. was no wonder that himilelf, be- 
fides his frequent Strangury, had his Hemor- 
rhoids (o provoked, chara very troublelome tu- 
mour bred in that Part. 

Therewith he was now grievoufly troubled, 
about the. beginning of Offeber, When he, heard 
that the Cardinal Legat. was upon his return. 
‘Delaying therefore ro Phyfick himtelf, he; firtt 
prefcribed how his Father, was to b: ordered; 
and then went to the Legat to-Avenion. , Buc his 
Fathef tranicending a lirtle his preferibed 
bounds, fell prefently into a Cararrhe ; whetee 
upon the Phyficians defpairing, thought good to 
fend for Peireskius homeagain. As foon as word 
was brought him, he returned, but found his is 

ther 
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1624. ther fo weak, that he could be kept alive but two 
daies longer. The good man therefore diédto 
the great grief of his excellent fon: but the 
coming of the Legat would nor long fuffer him, 
to teftitie his forrow;for he was to entertain him, 
in his Houfe. For the Coarfe was but jutt cartied 
to the Church, when tydings came that the Le- 
gat was at hand. Wherefore, having brought 
back the Funeral Pomp to his Houle; he pre- 
fently went forth, and mec the Legat fcarce half 
& mile of, He having performed the due Cere- 
tdhies at Church, according to cuftome; éntred 
tht houfe of Perieskigs; anditwas a wonder to 
fee the whole face rhéreofío {uddertly changed, 
fo that the wals which becaufe of the Funeral be- 
ing hung all with black, did telliffelorrow 5 were 
prefently, being hung a frefh with ted, becaufe of 
the aproach of the Gueft, made to expreffe the 
greateft chearfulneffe pollible; Moreover, as | 
Joon as he was faluted by Parliament, and all the ' | 
other orders of the’ City, the Tables were fo | 
furnifhed, that a’more magnificent provifion 
could not be imagined. Eight dineing rooms, 
were ferved'at one and the fame time, without 
any confufion, and the high courage of Petreskius 
was to be admired, whole Providence was‘ho: 
difturbed by the adnefle following his Fathers 
death.” "When all was caken away,’ rhe Legat 
defited àllo.to view his Study, and to paffe over 
fome fweer hoviggs in familiar difcourfe, and in 
viewing the rarities. This, P7a(fas. harpt up- 
on, in his Panegyric toUrbanus Oftavus, in theíe 
verfes among the'reff. (

When at his departure he brought him on his 
ways he was forcedto goto Riants, where,npon 
precence of his Fathers Death, the Tenants be- 
canto make fome ftir; where compoling things 
as well as he could, and the contrariety of che 
wind holding the Legat ftill at the Port of Tolox, 
he went co him again thither, and prefented him. 
with a couple ot Goats with long ears hanging 
down fo low, that iftheir heads bea little bowed 
down, they touch. theground,. The Cardinal 
having finihed this legation; foon after began 
another.. For, he went Legate into Spainsbut by 
force of weather,he was divers times ttayed upon 
che Coafis of Provence. But his chief top was at 
the Tower of Buquia, which ftands at the ingrefs 
of the Martigian, Coat, or the Sea Colony ; fo 
that Peireskivs, could hear of him and cometo 
him. . Which was. doubtleffe a great folace to 
the Legat; for befides his molt delightinl com- 
gany {ome daies enjoyed, Books were allo 
brovghthim, with: the reading whereof-the te» 
diouínefs of the. rime was abated, Among the 
telt, there were. cerrain oblervations, touching 
the ebbing and flowing of the Seas, which Peire/- 
kias had not long before canfed to be collected 
by Antonias Natalis a Phyfician of Proyence, who 
dwelt.in Bretagne, which becanfe they excee- 
dingly pleated the,Legat, he promifed to do his 
endeayour 
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endeavour, toprocure more ofthem, Alfohe 
further promifed him, That he would acquainc | 
him wich whatever he met with,remarkable in 
that Legation ;. and particularly, that he would 
procure, which Peireskins chiefly defired, the Epi- 
taphs to be written out, and Pictures to be taken 
of the Earls of Barcellone, efpecially of A/phon- 
f": Grnamed che Chatt. | 
Moreover, Peireskius returned home troubled 
with an exceeding ereat Rheum, befides pains in 
his Kidneys, and other diforders contracted by 
reafon of his Fathers ficknefs, which would not 
let him fleep a nights, nor fuffer him to reft fo 
much as in his Bed.  Among(t other refrefh- 
ments,books were not the leaft:for he receiveddi- 
vers from fundry his friends,fome of which made 
mention of him : as one, for example, called 
Gloffarium Archaologicuns, containing an Expofi- 
tion of Barbareus Latine words, whole: Author 
was Sir Henry Spelman of England, whoin the 
Preface to his Work, If J (honld {peak of perfous 
(quoth he) beyond the Seas, I was in no {mall mra- 
fure incited from France, by the most noble Nico- 
laus Fabricius Peireskius, his Adajefties Couxfel- 
lonr in the Parliament of eAix, Hieronymus Bigno- 
nus, Oc, Where you mutt obferve, tthat. Bigno- 
nus and thofe other perfons whom he there men- 
tions, were fet on by Peireskius to follicite Spel- 
mancofet out his Book. Alio, che notes of Pig- 
sorius upon the Book of Vincentius Cartarus of 
the Images ofthe Gods; alfo his fymbolical.Ept- 
ftles, in the29 whereof Pignorsus recites to Pei- 
refkins an Epittle of 7Mar[ilins Ficinus, touching 
the occafion ofthe friend(hip between him‘and

Alfo he was very inquifitive after divers Mo- 
numents of Antiquity, which he would have 
brought to Aix, A principal was a Marble Tomb 
of molt elegant fabrick, which being dug up near 
Brignolte, he fent a Cart on purpofe ; and cwenty 
induttrious chofen men, to fetch the fame, This 
Monument, verily, he efteemed fo highly of, that 
when afterwards Rubens was to go into Spain, he 
could nor tell what better Argument to ule,to in- 
ticehimthither; then to tell him of thefight 
thereof. and when he obferved therein fome T- 
mages , which either through Age or bad ufage 
were defaced, he would needs have from Keme;a 
Model in plaifter ofanother, in which he hadob- 
fervedtchelikefieures, thac after the example 
thereof, he might caule them to be repaired. Alfo 
he was comforred by one Barblews of Cofex,an in- 
duftrious young man, and skilledin Phyfick,who 
made him paper fpheres of all forts, that is to fay, 
according to the Hypothetes ot Prolomy, Coperni- 
cus, Ticho, and others. Nor mult I forget, how 
he was exceedingly refre(hed with the exceeding 
courteous fociety of Jacobus Lorinus a Jefuite, 
who had commented upon the Pfalms ; who 
wher: he firft returned from Rome, cameto him 
at e/fvenion and beftowed upon bim a tréatifé of 
Bellarmines, written with his own hand. Finally 
to divert himfel£.he read at that time a Book ter- 
med Arelatenfe Pontificium , made by Petras 
Saxius, a Canon of eArles. Bur he took ic very 
ill, that he I know not out of what refpect;did at- 


fe& vo et up the Rights of our Kings, and did

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1626, noronly noc oppole; what might jultly be'oppo- 
fed, but went abouc unjuftly to weaken the (ame: 
Wherefore he refted nor,till by à decree of Parlia- 
ment the Book was prehibited, ._. 

Peireskius was now alittle better, when after | 
divers Letters, both fromthe Cardinal Legateg 
and teas the Knight, and others dated at Ma- 
drid, he wasinformed that the. Cardinal was to 
return ; arid would paffe throngh AZarfeilles, in 
the beginnirig of Seprember; Thither therefore 
he went, though not perfectly recovered, and ex- 
pestedthe Cardinalsarrival certain dayes, But 
he loft his labour; becaule, he having a good 
wind, failed by, and (tayed only a jitcle while at 
Tolon; whence hefent fome. of rhe rareft things 
he brought with him out of Spainto Aix, and ex- 
cufed himfelf, Which when Peireskins received; 
he returned thanks by Letters; in ome of which 
he carefully. recommended Chriftophorus Putea- 
nus à Carthufian; whole learning and intocent 
conditions, did fufficiently ceftifie ; chat he was 
Brother to the Pureans of Paris, I ftand not to rez 
late how well che Cardinal took the {aid Recom- 
mendation ; for P#teawhimlelf wrote, that he 
was unable to exprefs, what good will and civili- 
ty he had found. Only I think it more pertinent 

to fay , that Putean held amott brotherly corret- 
pondence with Peireski»s; for no kindnefs ever 
lay in his power, which he did not do tor him, 

Here 1 mutt nor forget how about the fame 
time he recommended JFofephus Maria Suzarefius 
of Avenion,a very learned young man, who was 
by that means received into the Family of the 
Cardinal. Nor mult I forget Lecas Holftenins che 
Darling of leatned men, an Hamburger,who was

after that his Vereue had bin made known to 
Peireskivs,by the commendations of the Pu:eans, 
audto:the Cardinal , by the commendations of 
Peireshius, when he wasat Paris.Both of them ve- 
rily did afterwardxettifie their thankfulneís, and 
by frequent learned Letters, did merit that fa- 
vour: as for Peireskins, he let flip no occafion,

In the Winter he was again vexed with Rheu-

Afterwards alfo: he Rrongly affitted the Arch-Bi- 
fhop, in the ferling of a publick Poft; who carry= 
ine:Packets.of Letters every week, by Poft- horíes 
to Lyons, ard bringing thelikefrom thence, 
thight hold alfo a^ weekly entercouríe with the 
PariGans. © And. hehad indeed Jong dehred {uch 
athing, and more then once endeavoured the 


fame; asa thing of. publickadvanta$esand grate- 
Ail to-his friends: buc none before himchad fuffi- 
ciently animated che Arch-Bifhóp, nor could che 
Parliamentof Provence be ever perfwaded to al- 
low: the charges. | ! 
Great was the joy occafioned hereby, as of all 
leathéd men, who defired to receive frequent let- 
ters from Peireshius, fo efpecially of the Puteans; 
who byhis means could both frequently,and ea- 
Gly fend him what ever newly printed Books, or 
dther novelties;and he al(o could fend them with 
like facility what ever he obtained out of Italy, 
Afficasandthe whole Eatt. For from this time 
forward, he kept.a mote frequent correfpondence. 
then ordinary, with the Contuls and: Merchants, 
refident in all’ the Eaftern. parts ; thae by their 


means he might procure Greek, Hebrew, and-A- ff tie 


rabick Books, with:orhers w Stren in the oriental

ly, from Cyprus, an excellent Book ; Peri Aretes 
cai Cacias, abour Vircue and.Vice,of Conttanti- 
nus Porphyrogeneta, containing collections ont 
of Polybius;D1odorus;Nicolaus Damatícenus,and 
other Hiitorians, eut of which divers deficiencies 
innoble Authoursmiohcbe made vp. | It 1s, not 
to be believed, how {mall a thing he valued. two 
hundred pounds Tours; which he gave for-this 
Book,were it only thar he conje&tured,it was the 
Emperours own individual Book ; which hehad 
for his own ule, becaute of the fhape of the Let- 
ters and cheirelegancy, the neatnels.of the bin- 
ding, and rare Verfes prefixedin prayfe thereof. 


: Al(o he obtained that which be had long fought 


for, viz. certain Councels of the Chrittian Bi- 
fhops, after the recovery of the Holy Land ; for 


he had long bin perfwaded , that there was fome. 


Copy; or other,of them to be had in thofe: parts. 
He had indeed formerly canfedfome ef chem to 
be written out of the Vatican Library. | 
About the fame time he wrote unto all parts 
to affit Holfenius, who waslabouriny about the 
edition of a Noble pack of ancient Geographers, 
He chiefly wanted a Delcription of Thracias Boj- 
phorasmade by Diony [res Byzantius, which Petrus 
Gyllius made ule of ( buc only in Latine and im- 
perfect) in deteribing che faid Bofphorus, And be- 
caufe hé chought it likely, tbat the Greek Text 
might be found among the Books of the Cardi- 
nal of Armenia, of whofe Family Gy/lisgs was: 
herefore Peireskius fo wrought, that the Bilhop 
of Ruten, fearcht all the Library over, and at latt 
fent him a Catalogue thereof, to affure him, chat 
there was no fuch Book there to be found, You 
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may be fure he (pared not to fend Letters to the 
Popes Nuncio's, to the Kings Embaffadors, to all 
the learned men he knew, (amoneft whom veri- 
]y;I mult not forbear to name that fame rare Bis 
(hop of TolomfesCarolus Monchalias, out of whole 
wealthy Storehoufe , o many rare. Manultcripts 
were brought) that he might at leatt be affured; 
there was no fuch Bookto be found, And it. 1s 
doubtleís, Ícarce credible, that it is any where ex- 
tant: Since it has eícaped the fo great Sa- 
vacity of that man. For the fame Holften‘us 
faid, not withont caule, in a: Letter to him, 
For 1t bas not yet bau my bap to fee any mortal 
can furmounting you in the knowledge of. 
Antiquis, or that could match you in the dtli- 
gence and felicily of your Refearches, 
While-he was thus bufied, he received a Book 
from the above-named Jobannes Jacobus Ch ffleti- 
#5, Phyfician in ordinary to the Lnfanta Ifabella, 
touching the Iccian Part, trom which Jalins Ce- 
far fer {ail for Brittain, And he: eafily diflented 
trom that Opinion which held, Callis to bé the 
Port aforefaid;however, he wi(hed, that rare man 
would make a more diligent fearch;all that Coalt 
over, and though he had acutely proved that 
Mardike was the port yet that: hefhould confi- 
der, whether that name were applyable toa Port, 
extant in thee dayes of ours. And the farther 
Port we read of, leems not to be interpreted rhe 
inferior Port, fo as to mean the inferior Coatt, 
which is under Audomaropolis, andis parceld out 
by pools of ftanding water; but rather the We- 
(lern,fo.as to fignifie one that is nearer, and from | 
whence the paflage into Drittainisíhorter. But | 
no- 
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withall that in the Audomaropolitan Lake:there 
are floating finds , which bear both Men and 
Bealts ; and whereupon Alder-Trees, and Wil- 
lowes, do pleafantly ouriíh. W herefore he was 
defirous two years after, when I was to travel that 
way,that I fhould take a curious view thereofjaud 
report the bufinels to him, which I did, and fent 
him a branch, which I pluckt off from aytall Wil- 
low, which fwum about, with the ground it grew 
upon. 
He was alíofollicitous about that time, touch- 
ing the oblervarion of that Article, by which the 
Council of Trent, condemned clandefline Marri- 
ages; nor did he ceale, till he had periwaded cet- 
tain {crupulons Ecclefialtick Judges, chat it was 
not only ratified by the Kings Authority in Pars 
liament ; but alfo by {pecial Decrees of the Me- 
tropolican Synods of this Province, 1 forbear 
to mention, with what ardency he did follicite 
Aleander, that he would ferioutly fet himfclt to 
defcribe that Earth-quake , with which Aqula 
was fhaken trom thelat day fave one of July,and 
with which che Arch Bi(hoprick of San- [everinas, 
was reported to be {wallowed up, in the Moneth 
of September. | 

Other things I paffe over, only I mutt needs 
relate his rare modefty, which made him change 
the Epi(tle of a Book, dedicated to him. That 
Book contained fome fpiricual Treati'es of Saint 
D'adochus, Nilus,and H e[ychins which Aleander 
Fichetus,a very learned Jeinite printing at Lewis, 
would needs dedicaterohim. Now he ufurped 
che Bookíellers name, and thonghe he had uled 
no Hyperbole in commending Peireskins, whole 
Bos vere 


nothing was more delightful to him,thentoread 1627, 
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vertue he fuficiently faw,when he profeffed Phy- 
Jolophy at Aix, and was a publick preacher 
there, But Peireskivs himfelf would not bear ity: 
but being to fend fome Copies to Rome (as 
thete was no new thing which hedid omitto 
fend) hecauted that Epiftle ro be laidafide , and, 
another to be printed, and prefixed to the 
Books he fent. In the. Epiflle which he 
would have omitted, were thefe paffages ; 
Your Table, your Houfe, your Study, are a Siar- 
vy firmament of all wits, wherein the Heaven- 
ly Conftellatzons, the Stars of all Learning and 
learned men do briefly thine y fo: that all things 
therein are not guilt with Gold or Silver, Lut 
{line as Stars: the Desks are filled with Stars, 
where the Bocks fland like Conflellations 5 and 
your felf fitting 12 the midlt, and embracing 
all, give light to all, add grace to all,befiow life 
as tt were, and eternity upon alls fo that to you 
éll well-writ. Books through tbe world, as the fa- 
cred fires tf good minds, do ftriveto mount as 
to therr Heaven,torecerve light from you, and 
fline agatn upon you, Cc. 

This Epillle brings into my mind, bow the 
year following, when he had received one of 
thole Books termed Calum Chriftianum, begun 
by Joannes Barerus, and finifhed by Julius Schil- 
lerins, Pehesk:us commended indeed their pietys 
in giving to the Planets, inftead of the u(nal 
names, thole of Adam, Mofes,and the Patriarchs; 
and. giving to che twelve fgnes the names of the 
A pollles, and to other Con(tellations,the names 
of other Saints, or holy things ; befides , figures 

newly 
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| newly invented, and new Verles made of them 

| but he liked not the defign of pervertjng all the . 
knowledge of the Heavenly Bodies, which from 
alk Antiquity, istprinkledup.and down, in all 
lindsof Books. . Howbeit, he was not ferioufly 
afraid, left therefore Aftronomers would change 
all the names of the Stars; becaufe they might ea- 
fily fee, they (hould get no advantage , but much 
dilturbance thereby, He added, thar thole anci- 
ent Figurations of the Stars, though profane, 
were no hinderance to Chriftiam piety; and him- 
{elf had. long agoe obíerved the'e Images, which 
had bin painted upon the vaulted roof of the 
Church at Vercells , a thoufand two hundred 
yearsagoe, Finally he wifhed , the fame indu- 
itrious hand, which had engraven thele new 
ones, had exprefled tho'e at Vercilézs, commen- 
dable for their great Antiquity, 

He did much more commend that work of 
the Rudolphiz Tables, which. was then publifhed 
by Kepler. For feeing they were collected ont ot 
the moft accurate obfervations of the new A- 
tlantis of Ticho Brahe, he judged rightly, that by 
their meanes a more exact knowledge of the ce- 
le(tial motions might be had,then by any others. 
And therefore becaufe that work was many years 
expected; therefore he maturely colle&ted.-die 
vers obfervations, by which they might be exa- 
mined. And in a fpecial manner, fie intreated the 
Affittance of thole excellent men Petrus Fran- 
cifcus Tondutus San-legerins,a Lawyer of Avenien: 
and Jacobus Valefias Scotus, General Treaturet 
in Dauphine; both of them excellently skilled in 
all Mathematical Arts, but efpecially in Aftrone- 


my, Alfo he was affifted by both of them, toa- 
| | | mend 
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mend divers faults of the Frefle; ‘and becaufe 
the latter fignified,that he had inftru@ted Eleazar 
Feroncexs,an indultrious Gardner of Herbs, and 
a very ingenious man, to oblerve the celettial 
Bodies: therefore Peireskins laboured to get'from 
him in particular (ome oblervations, 

I paffe over, how he would needs alfo have 
and keep by him fome obíervations of mine,be- 
fore I left Paris ( wherefore Ifent him my Ta- 
bles) and among the reft,my obfervations of chat 
late Eclipfe of the Moon, whole chief appearan- 
ces b.ing obfervedat Aix, did fhew that the 
middle thereof was in che fame yeaf, the 20. of 
January, at ninea Clock, and three fifths, Now 
he fent it to Paris, Rome, Florence, Padua, Lo- 
vain, and other places, that if haply the like ob- 
fervation had bin made, the difference of the in- 
terceding Meridians might becalenlated, For he 
was alwayes defirous to fee Geography reformed, 
about which he then wrote to Petrus Bertiut, ex- 
horting him, that together with the Edition of 
Ew[ebius, he would hatten the facred Geography 
which he had promifed. Not to fpeak, how he 
dele with him to perfwade him, that he would fer 
out a Map of the World , according to the vari- 
ous defcriptions of Diony fius, Strabo, Plinie, Pto- 
lemaus; and others. 

That I mayadd fomewhat touching obferva- 
tions, he exceedinely deGred , that fome Inter- 
preter might be found out , who could explain 
the Figures and Characters, which were evident- 
ly to be feen upona fragment of Brick-work; 
which was, not long before, dug up at Babylon, 
and fenttohim; for he conje&ured it was {ome 
of that Brick-work, upon which P/ixietells us 

( trom 
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(.from Epigenes) that the Babylonians wrote the 
Obfervations which they.made:of the Stars ,. for 
feven hundred. and twenty years.Upon which oc- 
cation , he was.much-saken to confider , that it 
fhould come into che mind of certain good men, 
doubtlefs,to ingrave.an Infcription upon a ftone; 
atthe Gate of che Chappel, which {tands. over- 
looking a Rock at Druentia, near Mirebel, ot 
which he was informed by a friend of his, Foan- 
nes Gallaupius Cafluellius , who was Heire ot hi$ 
Fathers Veertues, and Auditor of his Majellies 
Accounts. For the faid 1n'cription contains no- 
thing elle but a memorial of that Eclipse of the 
Sun, which happened upon the third ot the 
Nones ot June,in che year 239. of which he had 
formeriy notice out of certain Regilters ; and 
namely, of our Church ; in which alfo there is 
mention of another , {een in the year 1415.0n 
Friday being the 7th of June, an hour after Sun- 
rile, of lo great darknels that the Stars might 
mott clearly be (een. 

He had heard a little before,of the death of Fa- 
cobus Allealmus the Mathematician: tor which 
he was exceeding {orrow'ul , fearing the lofle of 

certain works, both of his own, and of Franc:f- 
cus Vieta, the molt renowned Geometrician., E- 
ven as, not long after, hearing of the death óf 
Font aneus, he feared the lofle of many rarities and 
Manuícripts; among{t which he was wont to 
commend.a Book of Alciats de Rebus AMediola- 
nenfibus, written with his-own hand, And it was 
his defire that rare and good Manutcripts.if they 
were not quickly printed, fhould be kept rathet 
in publick, then privare Libraries ; becaule, by 
hat means, they would be leffe {ubject co mif- 

sil carriage, 
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y628, eatriage. But he defired withall, that there were 
fome men that fhould take care, to bring co lieht 
by printing, fuch as had lain too long in obícuri- 
ty inthe Libraries; for which caufe, when he 
wrote to Cardinal Barberine, he was very earneft 
with him, befeeching him, that’ our of the great 
good will he bore to learning, he would caufe the 
Vatican Printery to be fet on work again, that 
fo many rare Greek Manulcripts, might come a- 
broad intothe World. And this he was occafio- 
ned to do, by the generous defien of Aichael 
jayus a Citizen of Paris, who fer up a Printery;in 
which there was already begun an Edition ofthe 
Bible, which would be more compleat, then that 
which is called Plantains, and the King of Spains 
Bible; and becaufe at Rome, Holfenius was wil- 
ling to take pains in the bufinefs, 
Alfo he had heard ofa differtation, which T had 
long fince with Aferindolgs, touching, the patfage 
of Chyle intothe Liver, For I found a way’by 
the Porus cholidochus {o called, the Veins of the 
Mefentery being obütru&ed. Having therefore 
writ him word, that there was a Book publifhed 
by Ga[per Afellius Anatomilt at Ticinum, where- 
in he fhewed how ‘he ‘had difcovered certain 
milky veins inthe Mefentery (belides the com- 
monly noted red ones ) which probably carried 
the Chylus; he fpeedily got divers of the Books, 
which he fent àp and down to Phyficians, which 
were his friends, experimentine in Dogs, Sheep, 
Oxen, and molt kind of Animals befides ,' that 
which -Afellias had written touching his rare in- 
vention, Alfo when I had een him notice, that 
Dr. William Harvey, an Englifh Phyfitian , had 


fet ont an excellent Book of the paflage of the 
! a 
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blood out of the Veins, into the Arteries, and 
back out ofthe Arteries intothe Veins, by fecret 
Ana(tomofess and that among other Arguments, 
he «confirmed the fame; by the valves of the 
Veins, touching which, he had heard fomewhat 
from Aquapendens, and whofe Jnventer he was 
wont to ay was Father Paul Sarpi of Venice; he 
would thereupon needs both have the Book, and 
(earch out thofe valves,: and know other things, 
as thole winding paflages inthe Septum of the 
heart, which Harvey denied, bnt I made appear 
unto him, 

In like manner, being told of the man y-poin- 
red tongues of. flies, which might be plainly feen 
by an Augmencing-giafle; tre made many expe- 
riments in, Infects ot like nature; and elpecially 
in Bees, that he might thereby give occafion to 
Rigaltius, to mend and illuttráte | Ping his 
Chapter of Bees, Likewife, when Grotizs had fig- 
nified char there was a many headed Infe&;which 
bred in pieces.of Wood, fallen into the Sea; he 
did n otonlylookinto all Authours , which had 
written of any {uch ching ; but he enquired ofall 
Fifhers,and other curious perions,inhabiting up- 
on the Sea- Coat; and prevailed fo far at laft.chac 
he found out ; if not the famething, yer a Fiíh 
with feven heads , and bodies as it were inthe 
middie, of unequallength , implanted round a- 
bout into a certain navel, or chick Cake, as it 
were. | 

"Thefe , and fuch chingsas thefe , he {pent his 
thoughts about; when he enjoyed any reft from 
thé: trequent pains of the Hemorrhoids and 
Strangarg. And whereas inthe moneth of Sep" 
tember; to recreate him(elf, he wentro Beaugen- 


fiers 
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$619 fitr, he returned timeenough, on the lat day 
* ofthe moneth to be prefent ar a Town- meeting, 
and to give beginning thereto, by an excellent 
Oration: at which meeting che Confuls of Aix, 
who were alto Proctors of Provence, were wont 
to be chofen. Nor long after, he was informed 
ofthe death of AZalherbius his very good friend, 
which he took very fadly. And though he concei- 
ved,rhat not only himfelfbur all che FrenchMu- 
fes, were called upon to mour n;yet was he com- 
forted, becaule he faw one to fucceed hitn; whe 
was both his loving friend and umpire of the 
French language and Poetry, the excellent 7o- 
baunes Capellan:a5, in. whom he alwaies admi- 
red to fee learning joyned with the tudy of Wit 
dom, and gentleneffe of manners with candour 

of mind. - | | ; 
Afterwards he received a Copy of the Genea- 
logical Hittory of the Royal Family of France, 
which the Sas- Martbasi: had fer forth, "and 
wherein-they had mentioned him with praife, 
by reatonofa Manufcript of ALatthaus Giovanaz- 
asus,couching the Kings ot Sicily of the houte of 
Anjou, which hehad turnifhed them wich, And 
whereas at the fame times a good and learned 
man Dominicus a Jefn CMaria, a Carmelite Fria 
ary being about to write ofthe Saints which had 
been ofthe Royal Family,did defirefome Monu- 
ments of him; theré was nothing of whichhe 
was more defirous to inform him, then of 
Charles the tecond King of Sicilieand Earl of 
Provence. For being dead hes shad in venera- 
tion, his whole Body being kepreven to this 
day at Aix; and inhislife time he: was fo hape 
py, as to lee his don Lewas! defigned Bi(hop of 
Toloute 
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Toloufe, and dying before him in reputeforho- 1628, 
lineffe, he faw. him put into the Catalogue of y 
Saints ; and:confequently made prayers to him: 
and left money in his will.to-build tke Mino- 
cies Church at Marfeilles co his honour. 
Afterwards he laboured nor alittle, thata 
Channel might be made through Druentia, or 
the river Verdun, which runs through Druentia 
to Aix. For he conceived, that the. City would 
then flourith and grow rich, when by help ot 
Fach a Channel, it might eraffick for all necefla- 
ry Commodities, both with the upper part of 
Provence and with the Sea. Seventy years 
agoe Adamus Craponus Salonen fis, had broughta 
Channel from Druentias into the tony Feilds{o 
called, or whole Crautia, and defigned this to 
Aix; and becaufeth. re was now need of another 
Architect or defigner of the Works, therefore he 
wrote into the Low-Countries; to get one of 
thole men, that defigned the Channels which 
were made in thac Counttey, and that were 
newly endeavouring to unite the Scaldis and 
Mola, waters (o. called. And ie feemed, that 
what he had generovfly. propounded might be 
happily effected; bnt that, the. Plague which 
hapned the year. following; 16:29. aud the di- 
(turbance thereby occafioned, with his diverfion 
to Beisgenfier did quite frutirate his intenti- 
ons. ibo 
But before we fpeak of chefe matters, we mutt 
touch upon (ome things, that he endeavoured sn 
the mean feafon. In the fir place therelore, 
by occafion of the aforefaid Edition of the Bible 
newly begun, he was not concent to have given 


notice of, and procured from Rome to be fent 
1o 
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to Paris a Samatiran Bible, which'was in the 
cuftody of chat learned man and advancer ofall 
good literature, Petrus Vallews,a° Senator of 
Rome ; but he fent, himfelf, into che Ealt, a fa- 
gacious petíon, Theophilus Minutius. of the Or- 
det of Misims, to fearch for further helps;having: 
firit'obtained tor him a Licenfe, both trota the 
Pope, and from the General of his Order, and 
providing that he fhould neither wane money 
to bear his charges, nor to purchale {ach Books 
as were neceffary for the deli lien in hand. -. And 
trnly hé failed nor- of his Ex xipe&tation s ; for he 
by very good luck, foon tound and obrained 
a Samarican Bible, vee the Hebrew & Arabick 
joyned therewith, (h&wbeicin the Samarican 
Character) and two P Fettaments befidés, 
and many Arabick Books, Nor mutt it be for- 
gotten; That Daniel Dayminizs, one of thofe 
Pranei! cans whom they call Recolle&s, took 
ereat pains thar thefe andother Books with di- 
vers Coines; might conie into the hands. ot 
M:Eastins. 
Alto he ‘gave order «o fearch if Cyprus for 
thofe Books, in the company of which, ‘the Col- 
le &10ns ot ‘Porphyrogenita. aforefaid were found:: 
but they were fo fcattered, thacthey could not 
be found by any fearch,though never fo dilivent; 
which erieved him -exceedingly, becauíe he 
judged, by one of the ret; as of the Lion by his 
claw, and was in great hopes, And theretore, 
thar learned Men mighr, ar leaft, not be fruftra- 
ted of the benefit. thereof, he thoueht cood 
to fend it to Paris, that Grotins, Salmafius, and 
other learned Men, every maninhis way might 

pernie the játme, and ecol.eét there-from what he 
potete

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Was a ptime man that made ufe thereof, who ac

Therefore he fent chat Copy, which he had of the 
faid Book to ‘Renatus Morens, a great light of 


| the Faculty of Phyück in Paris, who was very 


well contented to undergo that charge. 
About this rime, he received a Golden Book 


of che learned Seldex, De Arrnnd:llianis Marmo- 
| £oribus , or Stones with Grek In{criptions, 
| which chat molt renowned Earl of Arundel, had 
caufed to be brought out of. Afia into England, 


and ‘placed in his Gardens. And itisindeed 


‘fic you fhould know, that thofe Marbles were 
| fitit difcovered by the indiltry of Peireskins and 


dug up, fifty, Ctowris being paid therefore, by 


one S4m[ow, who was his Factor at Seyrua ; 
and when they were to be lent over, Samfon -

into Prifon, and the Marbles in rhe mean whi'e 
made away. Nor mutt icbe forgotten, how ex-

ceedingly Peireskius rejoyced, when he heard 
that thole rare Monuments of antiquity, were 
fallen into the hands of fo eminent an Hero; 
and the rather,  becaufe he knew. his old 
friend Selden had happily illnftrated rhe fame. 
For, his urmoft end being publick profit, he 
chodghr. it. mattered noc whether he or {ome 
other had the glory, provided, that whar was 
for the good. of the Common-wealth of Lear- 


ning, might be publifhed. Now he conceived, | 


that an ineltimable Treafury was contained;efpe- 
cially in thole. Greek Inicriptions; which do 
mechilluftrate and make known, not only the 
Hittorica', but the Fabulous times alfo : feeing 
they deícribe all things memorable from the 
{pace of eight hundred years before the Olym- 
piads, to five huudrd and thirty atter cheir be- 
oinning. f : 

Moreover, he communicated to divers friends 


the part ofan Epicaph, which eAfdriasus Cafar | 


wrote, over. coe Horle Borylthenes, which dy- 


ed Cit fhould feem) and was buried in thete | 
pars. For a Marble {tone .was dug up in the

Alfoy he was ‘very defirous có Know what 1 
thought of thole Par-hetia or divers Sins, which 
"were: feen at Rome on the’ twentieth day of 
‘March; whofe de(:ription ana delineátion Car- 
dinal Barberinus, having received {rom thelear- 
nedand laborious Chriffopborus Scheinerns a Ma- 
themaritian, of che fociety of Jefus, he com- 
inanded they fhould be fent to: him; And 
whereas: he would that my opition fhould be 
publifhed this only 1&worth relation, how he 
x | received 
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received it with applaufe, that- after the natural 
confideration, I feemedto deride the opinion of 
the.common!' people, who conceive, that thefe 
Phenomena are Prefages.of things to come, 
unleffe this be alfo. worth relation, That there 
being at that cime five Suns feen, ( or,befides the 
true Sun,four baftard ones ) there was hardly 
ever before fo many Suns deen; . and, how ic 
feemed a wonderful thing, when the fame 
Scheinerus,ten Months after, onthe fourceenth 
of January, observed feven. Suns vifibly appea- 
ring in the fame City. And I may here add; that 
whereas in the moneth of Jaze, I was inthe 
Low-Counrries, whither he wrote to me of the 
appearing Suns, he took a great deal of care, left 
by reafon of the Plague; which begun to be very 
rife in this Citty, my Library fhould receive 
{ome prejudice. 

But the infe&ion had not fpread fo fat as Aix, 
and the other lower parts of Provence; when 
ac, the King being in that parc of Languedoc 
which is ficuate immediatly beyond Rhodanus, 
divers came from the Court to vile and falute 
Peireskius, Amonglt the re(t was Stephanus Ha- 
ligrags the Chancellour his Son, newly returned 
from an Embaffage to: Venice; allo Henricus 
Grandis Mr. of Reque(ts, and Ludsv.cus Peleta- 
ri&:, che Trealurer, who having taken up their 
lodging at his honfe; when they underltood that 
Thuanus being returned out ot. the Eat; was 
landed at Marleilles, they all went prefencly cht- 
ther-with Peiresbiust, There were alfoin Com- 
pany Drufus Daubrayas Mr. of the Rowls(not 
long after the Kings Overfeer in point of J ultice) 
Philippus Forsinus fleguetta;ápd others. 

| C 3 july 
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July following, he went with Oppedens the 
fitt Prefident, to falute the King. By which 
means he faw very many of his Court friends; 
and when he was at Nifmes, he commended the 
rare vertue and learning of Samue! Petitus to cer- 
rain ofthe Nobility, as to Adichael Marilliacus 
the Vice-chancellour, Antonius Razeus Marquets 
of Deffiat and Mr. of the Exchequer, and others. 
Jetitushad inhand, a bundle of milcellaneons 
obíervations upen.good Authors ; wherefore he 
adviled him, as to infert other things, fo not to 
neglect the interpretation of that Scene which 
in Plautus his Renulus, is egtant in the Punick 
tongne, ‘When he returned to Arles, he there 
found and obtained a Marriage Ring, touching 
which he had many Difcouries, by lecters, with 
learned men, upon occafion of this Infeription, 
TECLA VIVAT DEO CUM MARI 
TO SEO. 

After he was returned, there grew foon a 
fulpicion, that the City was infected with the 
Plartie, Which he fir(t ofall heard in the begin- 
ning of Augujt, fram which rime he relalyed ta 
eo to Beausenfier, and therefore he fent his 
family before him, For, befides the mi!chief of 
the ficknefle , he fore-faw there wouldfollow a 
ereat dilturbance of the Orders or Scates of the 
Ciry and was fenfible before hand, that his 
ttrengch would nor füffice him.to take fuch pains 
as would be requifire,to the ftilling of commo- 
tions, and keeping off, fuch imminent mifchiefs 
as do threaten the City. Yerhe was refolved 
to make trial, left he (hould feem wanting to his 
Countrey, and the common fafety thereof ; yet 
was he conttrained to depart in the middeft of 
as ne cones m Son 


| Septem 
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ber, having fhut up fome fervantsin his 1629, 


houfe, to-look to the houfhold-ituff, and io much 


- ofhis Library and Rarities, as he cook not with 


him, He{pent at Beaugenfier forty daies accor- 
ding to his cuftome; without any commerce , 
keeping himfelf within his own Honfe and Gar- 
dens, All which time hefpencin the cate of 
recovering his health, (for he was not very well) 
and in manuring the Plants of his Garden , and 
moft pleafant walks, Alfo he entertained part- 
ly in his own houfe;partly in other houles of che 
Town, divers of hsi friends, wich their families, 
e'pecially Bonifacium who were driven out of the 
City by the Plague ; Borrillius, an excellent man; 
and well &ored with rarities. 

Now the Difeafe raged in che City, nor only 
allthat year, but part alío of the following year 
1630. Andhere I fhould relatea great Tumult, 
which when the Plague ceafed, was raifed in the 
City, and {pread into other places, efpecially in 
the Autumn. Buc it would be co little purpo'e 
to renew an unfpeakable grief ,. much lefle to re- 
late the publick and private cautes, which fet 
Heaven and Earth together by the ears. It may 
fufice co fay, That Peireskins his Houle hardly 
fcaped plundering, the next Houfe co it being 
pillaged, and himíelf much affrighted, when 


| word was brought him, That che plunderers had 


got into his Library and his Clofet of rarities ; 
burhe was revived again, whenhe heard, That 
chough'they had threatned to breakin, yet chey 
forbore,. 3 

Many vifited him about this time, and amonolt 
the rel, there flayed with him, fome pretty 
while, Henricus Gernens Earle of Marcha vilia, 

. NI Cc4 | who 
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who was now upon his departure, being ro go as 
Embaffador-from the King to the great Turk, 
Allo Philippws Betbunius, who having been for- 
merly the Kings Agent at Rome, was returned 
into France, and who afterwards didin many 
Letters reftife , how exceedingly he miffed his 
molt delightful -fociery. Likewile Philippus 
Nunne fins, and Emmanuel Coftans, whom being 
to g0 into Indie, he obliged by all kindneffes 
and gifts poffible, giving them Letters to Ludovi- 
eus Herriardus refident at che Court of the great 
Mogul, and to Lopez; Silvanus at Goa, and 
ethers ; that fo he might procure, befides very 
many other rarities certain fragments ef Rocks, 
in which {undry forts of Jewels were wont to 
breed, | ! 

Inlike manner Samael Petitus, of whom we 
Spoke before, ftayed fome time with him, whom 
being {uddenly to goto Paris, with what kind- 
nefles he obliged, may be beft underltood out of 
the Dedication of his Ecloge Chronologic@, which 
hethere printed not longafter, For, AZy Sox! 
(quoth ne) /Haftrious Sir, by this Dedscaticn 
| dotb witnes to the world how uch 1 boncur yor, 

how much I am otliged to you & feezng there is 
no man this day alive, that 1s more obliged to 
youtban I5 norany that Lam more ollig:d to, 
tanto your fel’, Yet foas this Table dedica ed 
Fo your name, and your name prefixed to thi 
Book of mine, are a Teftimontal of tbe Hope 
which I have concerved of your future afettion 
towards me, For I implore your Patrenage ta 
me and mine, . Nov vut. you, alluflrsous Sav,

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deny me your Patronage, fo Ged help yous for 1630. 
I-am concerned inti, For if thefe Books of 
mine [ball appear under your name, there 1$ no 
good and learned man, but will approve of 
them as having bin allowed by you , à man of 
moll exa& judgement, and fingular learning, 
(2c. : 

Likewife Henricus Bormalius,. a Canon of 
Leeds; famous for all kind of learning, but efpe- 
cially for his happy Imitation ofthe Greek Po- 
ets, whom he bad kept longer with him,had nor 
his Imployments called him home. 

In like manner, facohus Buccardus, 4 Dariíian, 
adorned likewife with all kind of learning, who 
thar he might have the better leafure to ftudy, 
and {pend. his life in turning over Greek and La- 
tine Authours ; was refolved to go and live at 
Rome. Wherefore being upon his journey thi- 
ther, Peireskins detained him as long as he could, 
and would have kept him all the Winter , bur 
that he defired rather, thachis learning might 
become fpeedily faraous in that great Theater of 
the World. And therefore he not only gave him 
facherly Inftructions, but. did fo recommend 
him in divers Letters , that Cardinal Barberinss 
did not only receive him, according to his ac- 

- cultomed humanity, but would needs forthwith 
enter him into the Catalogue of fuch learned 
men, as he kept in hishoufe. Allo Antonius Naz 
talis a learned Phyfician, who having formerly 

| his abode at Swill, gave occafion to his Com- 
| - mercein eAmerica, and who now brought with 
- Bim very rare things out of the new World; and 

| ayearafter, before hererurned to Sivill, he 71 
{= 
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dicated to him a certain Apolegie which he fet 
forth againft thePhyficians, ^ | 

Likewife Francifcus Gallaupius a Gentleman 
of eAix, very learned in the Hebrew Tongue,and 
defirous to travel into the Eaft, expected che res 

. turnof Marchevillaus,at Peireskius his houfe. He 
it was, unto whom and Lombardas he had com- 
mitted the chiefe(t care of obferving the Eclipfe 
of the Sun, which happened onthe ro. day of 

une. But in vain , becaufe che Weftern Moun- 
tains, incercepted the fight ofthe eclipfed Sun, fo 
that they obferved nothing but a darknels in the 
Aire. Forthe Sun was eclipfed inthe Welt; for 
wich us at Paris, it was in aclear Horizon,being 
two digits oblcured; and its greateft Eclipfe was 
eleven dieits;and two and thirty minutes; and it 
began at fix a Clock, a quarter and a minute and 
half over. 

He {pent therefore his time, in the Company 
of fuch men as thefe; interpofing frequent rea- 
ding, and the manuting of rare Plants; alfo he 
tludied, and had divers difcourfes touching fuch 
thingsasturntoítone. As concerning Plants, it 
may be expected, that I fhould in this place 
reckon up the principal of chem ; yet I will not 
ftand to lpeak of fuch, which though accounted 
rare, are to be feen in other Gardens, I fhall 
only touch at fome of thole which Peiresh ius 
was the firít, that caufed to be brought into; and 
cherifhed in Europe. Of which the Indian Gel- 
femine is one, a wooddy plant, alwayes green, 
with a clay-coloured yellowifh flower, of a molt 
Áweet (mell. This was firt brought from China, 
planted at Beangez[ier, and from thence propaga- 


ted into the Kings and Cardinal Bar erine his 
Gar-

ituff woven thereof, | 
—^Alfothe true Papyrus JEeyptia or Agyptian 
paper; different from that, which is deferibed by 
Profper Alpiaus, For Peireskins féceived it out 
of the Country of Saita ; where the right kind is 
thoughttosrow, Yet Tknow not that he expe- 
rimented , whether Paper might be made there- 
of, which would bear Inck. For whereas at firtt, 
feeing that it had broad tufts , he imagined the 
ftalks might be fo wrought together, as that it 
might be writ upon; he afterwards became of 
another opinion, 

Alfo the Indian Coco Nuts. Not thar thefe 
Nutshad not formerly bin {een in Europe; but 
becaufe he did likewile cry, whether they would 
erow inour Climate, And he faw them bud; 
but whether through the coldnefs ofthe Air, or 
becau'e they were not well looked to, they came 
nor to that perfection which he defired.

cat Skins-of certain Worms, being varioutly 
c1realed and dented, 

Moreover, That the more fubtle part of the 
humour; pierces into thevery fhell ic felf, and 
turns that alfo to (tone, though ic become more 
brittle (fo that in many it will not hang toge- 
ther) continuing neverthelefs, whiter then chat 
which is contained within the fames which be- 
(des the thicker parts of the liquor, may have 
fome of the fübitance, of the corrupt animal, 
mingled with ic. And therefore, rhat it was no 
wonder, that not only within thefe fhells ; but 
fometimes.alfo within Cryftal, and other traní-

honour Peiresk;ss,ana how largely he then tated 
of his beneficence , he did afterwards reltifie, 
both in private Letters,and in his publick dedica- 
cory Epiltle, prefixed to his Adedice-philological 
Queltion, Whether st be more wholfome to ftndy 
in the morning, or tn the evening. For therein cal- 
ling him, The Macenas of all learued men, and 
fearing the Fortune of that ancient Afecenas, he 
vowes to write a Panegyrick. of. his praties., 
and why inthe mean time, he Dedicated this 
Work to him ; The Case, he faies, is the admira- 
tion of your Vertue, and the tadigna.ton, which 
loag fince, I conceived within my felf, thatat

For fometime he was bufied 
about the Marriage which C/asdims his Brothers 
Sonne, endeavoured to procure in the County of 
Avenion, He gave therefore hisconfent , char’ he 
fhould take from thence to wife, a noble Damo- 
tell called Margaretta Alrefia, beltowing upon 
him the Barony of Rastium , and granting him 
his Senatorian Dienity , only upon condition, 
chat the whole funcion fhould remain unto 
himfelf for the {pace of three years, 

Eafter was at hand , whena remarkable Palfie

was much rejoyced; and a whileafter, tome bar 
dy finging curionfly, an Hymne of the Loves of 
the Lilly and the Ro'e, he wasfo taken with the 
{weetnels of rhe Song, and the eleeancy of fome 
{train or other, thar, like the Son of Crefas, defi- 
rine to utter fome words, and particularly thele, 
How excellent zs tha! he forch-with uttered 
rhem,andar that very moment, his Limbs were 
all treed from the Palfie, 

Moréover, he afterwards refolved to fend 
CWMisutins again , to hunt for Books inthe Ori- 
ental Languages; being chiefly animated by the 
practile of that renowned man facobas Golins, 
whom the States of Holland, in tezard of his rare 
skill in Arabick and the Machematicks, caufed 
to fucceed inthe Room ot two famous profet- 
lors of the Univerfity, viz. Thomas Erpenius, of 
whom we {pake beiore, and Willebrordus Suellius, 
whom Kepler juftly eiteemed to be the mont fub- 
ul Mathematician in the World. For Galivs, in 
rhe name, and at the charge of the Srares, having 
'rwice gone intothe Eaít , had fctaped together, 
arid brought to the Univerfry, {uch a Treafureof | 
Books, that having leen che Cacalooue of chem, > | 
which I receiving trom Goli#s, and at che requett 
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of many.caufing icto be printed, did’ fend to 
him, he was luddenly inflamed with a defire to 
fend:againinto rie Ealt, it being his aim as faras 
his privase purfe would hold ont; to furnifh 
France with the like Books, Now he procured 
ghar. Adinutius (hovld. goin company wich Z4ar- 
chevilla,who depatged towards Con/tantinoplesin 
the moneth of July. And he would \ikewile have 
had Holftenius, and Buceavdas, and other learned 
men to have gone with them, who -being count 
senaneed by the Patronage and Authoricy of the 
Kings Agent, fhould: have fearched the Libraries 
im Mount Ache, and other places; but they, 
though willing totndergo the journey , eod 
not fo-foon fic themíelves. He got only one more 
to go, viz, theforenamed G allaupins, who never? 
cheleis ftay’d not lore at ConfPaatinople. but went 
to.Mount Libagus, ando fetled Himfelf among 
the Afaronizes, thar he abides. wich chem to this 
day. 

After the departure of Marcbevilla , he was 
cold chat there was an Elepharit come c6 Toton, 
which he caufed.to be brouzht to Beangenfier, 
rhat he might ezaminefome things;abour which 
four years fince , he had wrote to the Puteans, 
when che Beaftwascarried co Paris. Ic was now 
brouglit out of Italy, being thefame which à year 
before, was hewed'at Rome:and 1 wonder what 
made the owner thereof tell Peireskius, that he 
was 14 years old, wlieti as at Kore, che year be- 
fore, he eave hien our to be but leven years old, 
as by the Pi&ure thereof dedicated tothe Knight 
Gualdus, and: the defeription thereof, made by 
Bottifangus, may befeen. Moreover , Peireskiits 
two whole dayes together, what with asking

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Queftions, what by making experiments;learned 
fo many things, that he accounced him(elf, fatis- 
fied. Among other things, when he had'tryed 
him with all kinds of meats, efpecially, com- 


manding to give him {weet things, which helo- 


ved belt . fo that the Elephant began to know 
him ,and to fawn upon him; he grew fo confi- 
dent, as (his Keeper doing the (ame firft) to put 
his hand into his mouth ,- and feel how many 
teeth he had. Now he found on either hand two, 
in each jaw, thacis to fay, jult 8. in all, and not 
only foure, as Plinie wil have it.Nor did he only 
feel his teeth, bur by the Governours affi(tance, 
he applyed wax chereto,that he might caue both 
their form and magnitude to be reprefented. By 
which means he became clearly fatisfied,that the 
forefaid grinding tooth, fent out of Africa by Ar- 
colius, was thetooth of an Elephant and not ofa 
Gyantt nor did he any loncer admire, why fo few 
of the Teeth ofthe Gyant Theurobochus atorefaid, 
wete fhewn. 

Moreover , He would needs have the Elephant 
painted in a threefold potture ; bnt efpecially ly 
ing , that the joynts might the better be (een, 
which are between his foot and his Leg; and be- 
tween his Leg and thieh ; to convince that Er- 
ror, wtich,through the Authority of Strabo, and 
fome others, had gotten foot, that an Elephant 
could not bend his Legs, with other fables, built 
thereupon. And he was wont, when he fpake of 
thele things, to add, that che ancienrs conld not 
but know, that an Elephant had joynts, feeing in

added a continual Fever, whichdeemedt6 remit 
a little ; about che 14th. day; when che Marfhat 
vifited him 5. butit. grew atterwards worle unto 
(he 24th day ; whem 1ewas followed by a Quori- 
dian Ague, of about. r5. or 20, dayes continu 
ance ; with an Inflammation and hngetumorin 
one of his Arms. And as tf all this had bin too 
little; by occafion ofa Clyfter heedlefly eivenihis 
Hemorrhoids were fo hurethac a Gangrene bred 
toon after, in thofe parts. Whereuporrhe forth- 
wich fent tor Caffazez: ; but he being likewile 
juch himfeif, could not come to- him; Howbeir, 
he lent Sebaff ianuis Richardus, who had prastiied 
Phyfick firit ac D'gueyand afterward ac AZarfeilles, 
With great applaule ;.and who fo induftrioufly 
oppoled the growing Difeafe , that he perfe&ly

| vias, which began December the yeat before, atid 
| yetcontinued; befides the Relations of divers 
others, which he had got rogether, | 
Finally, having refolved to rerirn to Town, 
the Autumne following, he defired firftto have 
che Samaritan Books in a readinefs, chat the way 
being open; he might fend them all at onceto 
Paris, being very much troubled; that they had 
bin there (o long wanted : For, to compleat the 
Edition of «he great Bible aforefaid, the learned 
Johannes Morinus, of che Order of. praying Fry- 
ers, was taking. order about the Samaritap Pen- 
tateuch; and the year before having premiled Ex- 
éercitations thereupon, he made luch pub'ick 
mention of thefe Books, that Peireshigs was af- 
terward wonderfully impatienc,till he could fend 
them.

Thefe were procured out of Pa- 
leftine, a fem monetls fince, by that sooff mu- 
wo]  meficent Gentleman , the Ornament of Learn- 
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ing, which be 1s, evermore fiudying to advance, 
mr. Peireskius, amoft upright Senator 12 the 
Parliament of Aix. The one of thofe Books bas 
three Columns, and confifts of three’ Languages, 
each Language holding a diftind Column y (5t. 
Whereupon Peireskias perceived that he was 
hereby pulled as.it were by the Eare, and put in 
mind of his engagement: wherefore waiting 
only for a fafe and convenient opporrunity to 
(end them, he would cruft them with none but 
Dionyfius Guilleminus,amanof, fingular Courte- 
fie: and that had lived in his Family, from a 
boy; fo that he was formerly at Romolle , and 
now alío at Beasgenfier, his Bailie. He fent. him 
indeed to his Abbey in Aquitanie: bur he or- 
dered him before hand,to go out of his way,and 
carry the Books to Parz, | ftand not to recount.

ment v and becaule Peireskins well knew his in- 
tegrity» joyned with grear skill in che Lawes ; 
therefore out of Reverence t9 his dignity and 
vertme, he would noc go to his own houle, be- 
fore he had faluced him. Therefore, his Nephew 
being obliged, according to cufiome, to vifite all 
che Senators, he went with him to the houle of 
every one, and commended him to them, wich 
great. , alacrity, Nevertheleffe, it. happened 
through his labour in that particular, he fel! into 
a pain in his Kidnies, having loofened a ftor e, 
which four or five daies after, h- happily voided.

Moreover, he was recreated by certain Books; 
which Afinutizs fent him out of the Eaft,. with 
divers Coins, elpecially the Bafilidians ; alio 
certain ‘bulbous Plants, and other. fuch like 
things. Among the reft; there was one Volume 
(which might well be focalled 4 Volvends, being 
rouled up) fmalleft 1n bulk, but by him molt 
highly prized, being found in à Box at the feet 
ofa certain Mumie. Te was all written with 
Hieroglyphick Letters confifting of the true Pa- 
pyrus or ancient Paper fo called, and might well 
be above two thouland years old. “At another 
time, afterwards, he received ereat ftore of 
Greek Books, (viz. as many as two large Chetts 
could hold) but he was not fo happy in this pur- 
chafe, in regard of che inrecriry & lubje& matter 
oftheílame Books. Forexceptine an Arabian 
Bible,written in the Arabick;Perfianjand Chalde 
Tongues, with the Commentaries of Rabbi Solo- 
mou; all the reft were either very Ordinary 
Books, or very imperfect, 

But this happened the year following, at what 
time he was very bufie, in meafuring and com- 
paring divers ancient mealures, which, as was 
before hinted, he had at home. For; befides 
the knowledge of all kind of meafures, which 
wasto him molt delightful, he hoped he fhonld 
be able at lensth by comparing very many of 
them, to reconcile many places in. Authors, 
rouching meafures, which contradi@ one ano- 
bos e ther;

to explain, not only by conjectures, but with 
the very weights and meaíures themielves, For 


| which caufe. he endeavoured, to get all the anci- 


ent Veffels that he could any waies hgat of, to 
be fea(ured. Buthe conceived, grearelt, recko- 
ning was co be made ot the more precious ones; 
[ made offilver, or other coftly materials]. be- 
caufe tlie Ancients were. wont in chem to affe& 
certain kinds of mealures,alío chat by chat means 
chey might be more acceptable, either as being 
ordained for facrifices,. or that being kept in 
Temples; (for moft of them were coníecrated 
gifts) they might there the longer remain as 
Standards, or authentick miodels of Meafures, 
He was therefore defirons, chat Guilleminus 
fhould abide divers Moneths ac Paris, to mea- 
fure fuch precious Veffels, which were kept at 
St. Dennis, and in the chief Clofets of. Rarities, 
in that City. But he had efpecial proof ot the 
humanity: of. Reciaeus,. who. did, noc only. pro- 
curé. him the. capacity and, patterns of Vefiels, 
bur fent him one Veffel icfelf, which he com- 
pelled him to accept; whereupon Peireskixs 
wrote him a Letter, moft full of gratitude and 
profound Learning, wherewith he explained at 
large; the meaning of the moft exquifite {culp- 
tute-and. ornaments thereof. In like manner, 
becaule. Jacobus Gaffarelus, a man renowned 


for his skill in Hebrew and other SUE OUS. 
1 
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did refide at Venice, hetook care, that he (hould 
meafüre thofe precious Veffels, which being 
brought from Cyprus and Conitantinople, were 
kept in the Treafury of St, Mark. and the illu- 
{rious Magnifico Valletanus Knight of St, Mark, 
interceded with the Senate, at the requeít of 
Peireskins; and procured a Licence te that intent. 
So he dealt with Naudeus to procure’him thole 
at Ravenna; and with Sware(us, touching that 
ereat Smaragdine Charger, which is at Genua, 
and by the Genuenfes called Scela; and with 
Menetrias touching many, which he knew were 
kepr ac Rome. Nor mutt Tin this place forget 
how he had a Cryftal Cochlear, fent him fora 
token by the generous Lady Felix ZLacchia Ron- 
denina, learned above her Sex, and Letters with- 
all of her husband Alexander Roudeninus, where- 
with that moft renowned Heroinadid very ele- 
gantly teltifie, hów much fhe prized the Virtue 
ot Peireskins. And it feemed a ftrange thing, 
that aboüt the famexime Carolus Tabaretius Ca- 
dafalcius Profenelcalot Dione, fent-him a larger 
Cochlear, with three hund-ed peices of Mony 
coined in the Daies of Gallienus, which were 
found therewith. 

To come to other matters, it was Spring,when 
as Petrus Seguierius che iluttrious Pretident , 
was made Keeper of the Kings Seal ;' whereup- 
on Peireslizs did both congratulate his new Ho- 
nour, and received Létters from him, wherein 
char'great Perlonage did teftifie, that no Letters 
were more welcome to him then from Peiresk:- à 
us, being both his Kiniman, and one exceeding - 
ly prailed for-his Virtue and Knowledge. At

hicks :. therefore he enrreaced him, that at his 
coming he would bring with him, both the faid 
Book,and (ome example of Interpretation, with 
his own notes. Which when he had done, it 
cannot be expreffed;. with what ardency he en- 
couraged him, to finifhthe work which he had 
beoun, and to haften the printing thereof. He 
was afterward called to Rome, to fucced in 
the place of that renowned Mathematician Chri- 
fropherus Scheinerns, whom the Emperor defired 
‘to have near himilelf, Now Peireskivs dealt eat- 
neftly, not only with Adutins Vitelle(cus, Gene- 
rall. of the Jefuites order, but alío with Car- 
dinall Barberinus , that they would encourage 
him to procure him leafure, for the fpeedy put- 
ting forth of the work aforefaid. 
He invited alfo, at che fame time, Solomon 
Axubius a Rabbin of Garpentras, not inferiour 
co the ancient Rabbins in learning. He brought 


with him certain Aftronomical Tables, whish

work of Ariftarchus Samins,couching the bignes 


of the Sun & Moon, nor certainly knew whether 
it were extant inthe world : theréfore; feeine ‘ha 
had acquainted him, that the Book as yet éx- 
tant in Greek inthe Kings Library, and that’a 
Tranflation thereof in Latine; withthe Gom- 
mentaries of Fredericus Commandinus had beet 
printed in Traly; therefore, fay, he both pró- 
cured a Copy of the Greek Orivinal andlefeno 
{tone unturned, until by the help of Naudeus, 
he found out and obtained a Latine Copy like: 
wile, which hebound up both iiti one bundle to- 
gether, with divers oblervations: royching tlie 
motions of the Stars ; all which Scbickagdus te- 
ceived, when he did not expect, no nor think 
of fuch a thing. 

He did the like to Horten(us aforefaid s. for 
knowing, that he defired’a Copy’ of the Dia- 
logues of Galilens, that he might compare what 

he 
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he had wrote touching the Ímallneffe of the 
Stars, with what, himlelf had wrote upon thé 
fame Subject, by occafion of the {mall appea- 
rance. of. Mercury.:. therefore he fent preíencly 
to get one of thole Books, andfent it of his own 
accord. to Hortenjius, who fnípected no fuch 
thing, The like alfo he didtoanother, I know 
not whom :, for underftanding from him, that he 
exceedingly defired.a Copy ot the Alcoran ; he 

refently eor one at Grenoble, by the affiftance 
of Philippus Lagneus, a good and learned man; 
and true lover of Scholars, that he might fend it 
tothe man, who had. not fo muchias asked any 
(uch ching of him. 

The like alfo he did to Gafpar Rachetus AMe- 
ziriacus , who after he had publithed Diephagtus 
and other excellent works, was couragiouflj en- 
deavouringto amendthe French Tranfation ot 
Plutarch, and to illuftrate his Caltigations with 
notes. For he. having fgnified, that he had ne- 
ver feen the Life of Homer in Greek, written by 
Plutarch, as [oon as ‘Peireskjus heard it, he pre-

be tedious, 

Nor mutt it be forgotten in this place,how that 
having formerly took cáre; that the Coptic tongue 
might be induced ; and propagated all Ewrope o7 
ver; and Salma [ius and Petitus, had already much 
proficed in that Language, by a tew Books he had 
furnithed them wich ; he added more volumes 
in thefame Tongue, atid was very careful that 
Petrus Valleus might lend him that Vocabulary, 
which he had brought out of the Eaft, that he 
might procure it ro be interpreted, and printed 
by Salmafivs, who was teady to undettake the 
work. Which when he could not have granted; 
he defired him at leaít, tolend thefame to Kir- 
cherus, who was both prefent, and at Rome, and 
being skilled in the Tongue already; might fet 
upon the work, 

But he conceived gteat hopes of obtaining out 
ofthe Ea(t , both Coprie, and other rare Bocks, 
when he received a Copy ofthe Epiltle of St. C/e- 
ment to the Corinthians, which was newly pub- 
lifhed in print,being lately brought from «Ag)PF 


and Conféantinople, to England ; ard when ae 
acne 
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the very fame time, that very good man eA gidius 
Lochienfis a Capucine, returned out of e"Egypt, 
where he ftudied the Oriental Languaees , teven 
whole years together;For he being received with 
ereat exultation by Peireskins, from whom he 
had had no {mall affittance in that Countrey; he 
told him of rare Books , which were estant in 
diversCovents and Monafteries,And memorable 
it is, how he law a Library of eiche choufand Vo- 
lumes; many of which bore the marks ofthe An- 
tontan Age; And becaufe among óther thines, 
he faid he faw &Mazbapba Einoch , or the Prophe- 
cie of Enoch, foretelling fuch things as (hould 
happen at the end of the World, à Book never 
feen 1h Ezropé,buc was there written in the Cha- 
ractér arid Language of the ezEtbiopians or wA- 
by (sinet, who had preferved the farae : therefore 
Peiveskius was {o inflamed with a defite to pure 
chafethe (ame ac any rate;that {paring fof no colt, 
he at leneth obtained it, 

Moreover, the good mah aforefaid ; having’ 
accidentally made mention of a Great fire, which 
happened in Semus,a Mountain of -£thiopia, at 
the fame time that the fire happened at Pefzvius 
in Italy ; thereupon he diícourled largely,touch- 
ing Channels under ground, by which nor onely 
waters ; but fires allo’ might paffe from place to 
place; and confequently Vefuvins thight com- 
municate the fireto Atua, e£tnato Syria, $y- 
ria to Arabia felix eJMrabia felix, to the Coune 
trey; bordering upon the red Sea,in which ftands:

Thelé relations of Africa invite me to annex 
the Commerce which Peireskias fetled the fol- 
lowing year, upon this occafion, One Vermellins 
ot Monpellier, at fit a Jeweller, had given him- 
felf to bea Souldier, and having fpent what he 
had, he returned to his former Art; and having 
oot together divers Jewels ; he fet fail in a Ship 
of Mar[eillis for zEgJpt , and the next opportu- 
nity, to theinnermoft part of ethiopia, When 
he had brought his Jewels.s-and, all his precious 
Commodities thither, he wastaken notice of by 
the Queen of the Abyfsines, whowas delighted 
with Europzan Ornaments; and growing fa- 
mous at Court,he was not unknown to the King.

Not 
to/fpeak,; how that having in’ his Company, a 
young man skilful above his yeats inthe Theorie 
and praAile of Phyfick, named Perrws Afichonas, 
Rurdelorins , Peireskins would needs have a fult 
enjoymett of his Company, both bécaufe of his 
propet enilowmenrs, and becaw e of the friends

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fhip which he had with his learned Unkle Joan- 
zes Burdelotius. 

He entertained nor long after, Georgins Bolog- 
sets the Popes Nuncio,: who comming for 
France , took his way through Aix. Now it, 1s 
worth relating, how he finding Peireskius bufie a- 
bout the Anatomy of I know not what Eye, he 
would needs be by, and under(tand all his fpecu- 
lations. For he had an infatiable defire of know- 
ing che Organ of fight, and the crue place in 
which fight is performed, by impreftion, and re- 
flexion of the Image: fo that there was hardly 
any kind of Birds, Fifhes, or feur-focted Beatts, 
which were to be gotten, whole eyes were not 
diflected, that he might oblerve wherein they a- 
ereed, and wherein they differed. Nor mutt I 
paffe over in filence ; how the better to gratilie 
me, whom he wonld have his affitant inthat 
work, he gave a full account of all in writing to 
Francifcus Luillerius, Matter .of the Kings ac- 
counts at Paris, whom he knew to be my fingn- 
lar friend; whofe learning, candour,and affecti- 
onto all good Arts, andto fuflice, and all ver- 
tue, if I fhouldin this placeinfinuate, I fhould 
do it tono other end, then to fhew chat his 
friendíhip was, not without caufe, moft dear to | 
Pesreskins, 

Now, becaufe there was much talk of this bu- 
Gnefs ; though the truth thereof were not under- 
(tood :therefore Ithink it worth my labour, to 
make a Narrative thereof, Between the more 
ancient opinion, which held chat the fight was 
performed in the Cryitalline humour ; and the 
later, which held, ic wasinthe sca retina ;

Center, For,í(uppofine that the Cryftalline did 
byirsconvexity ; turn tbe Image the contrary 
way; he was of opinion, that the Retina by its 
concavity, did fet rhe (ame right again ; and that 
therefore the faculty ought alforo refide in the 
Center of its concavity, that it might conrem- 
plate the Image,being reflexed by the Rerina and 
reftoredjind con'equeatly fee the thing in its na- 
cural {ciruation, This when he had fixed 1n his 
mind, he thought there remained nothing for 
him to do, butto fearch our the verity of the aid 
Reftitution, 

As foon as ever therefore he had gottena lit- 
tlelea'ure; by means of the Eafter-Holy-dayes, 
he began to exercife Anatomilts,in feveral kinds 
of Animals. Now it feemed generally, that the 
hinderand innermore circumdu&ion of the eye, 
was as a Concave- elaffe ,by reafon of the inverted 
reflexion, both of the Cand'e; and other objects. 
For the T saica choraides being diverfly colou ed, 
1$ polifhed like metal, being very apt to fhine, by 
afilence of that black humor which is daubed

therefore it could not truly be faid to fee the 
things themfelves, beides other things which 
argued, tharthe Geht was rather inthe Retina;

|! fo tempered his opinion, as to conceive, that 
| there was need of enlargement mixed with con- 
| crastion. Nor to faysthat in pore-blind perfons 
who abound with vitreous humor , Concave 
-glaffes are therefore helpful, that the cutting 
and turning afide of the raies, which were to be 
beyond the Cryttalline, might be carried on to- 
wards the Retina; buc in old men that have the 
{aid humorin part confumed , convex Specta- 
cles are therefore helpful, that the {aid curting 
and diverfion of the Raies, might be a little 
drawn ade from the Retina, as i£ that che fight 
were to becaufed in a moderate diftance from 
the point of Refraction , after the fame manner 
as in the Profpe&ive-glaffe; the Eye mutt be 
fomewhat diftant therefrom; as Scheiner has de= 

monttrated. 

But whether this opinion of his was true or 
vm fale ; Ifhall do well in this place to relate, fome 
be things which were either not at all, or not well 
obferved in formertimes, Forit was apparent, 
that the Cryftalline humor was noc in all kinds 
of Beatts glewed to, nor coherent with the ciltar 
circumference : but that in divers kinds of Fi- 
fhes, it did asit were {wim in theglaffie humor ; 
and particularly inthe Thyns or Tunic fifth, itis 
held up only bycwo {mall faftenings, the on® 
of which is preduced from rhe optick Nerves 
Moreover, we found, that the Cryftalline hue 
mor was of teveral (hapes in feveral Creatures. 
Foralthough in moft creatures itis (haped like: 
a Lentil, flatti(h on either fide, yer in Fithes tt 
comes 
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comes more near the fhape ofa Globe, burin 
Birds lefle. Yea; andin the Thynn or Tunie 
fith, ic is perfectly globous in the hinder part 
thereof; but before, ic would be plain, fave thae, 
leaving a brim round about, a certain portion is 
railed in the middle, of a larger Globe then the 
hinder part ; for their Diametersare one half as 
big. again as the other. And whereas the {aid 
brim is feen in the eyes of certain Birds, and 
efpecially of the Eagle; yet is 1t not in four- 
footed Bealts, nor in Men; but che hinder part 
being portion of a leffer Globe than the fote- 
part, the Segments.cleave together. with the 
fame circumference, the. Diameters of the 
Globes exceeding one the other, in a Sheepa 
fixth part; inan Ox, a fourth part ; and in others 
otherwile, But whether thofe portions are the 
portions of Globes or of Parabolicks, or other fi- 
gures, is truely hard to judge; elpecially becanle 
when the animalis dead, the humor beginsto 
flag andfallin; and: whether it be held with the 
fingers, orhungup, orlieupona paper, itcan 
hardly chufe but alter irs natural fhape. 

Moreover, we fund, that in fifhes there was 
either no watery humor, or very little (to be 
fure inthe Tunie fifh,che Whiting, che Lamprey, 
and {ome others we found none at all ), but that 
there was abundance of the glafly humor. But a- 
mong Birds & four-footed beats, thote night- 
creatures as Owls & Cats have much watery hu- 
mor & little glafly, Moreover,we found, thatthe 
ereatneís of the Eye was not proportioned to the 
greatnefs of theanimal, For,whereas Birds conhi- 
dering the quantity of their Bodies & Heads,have 
very great Eys, fo that an Eagles Eye,is almoft as 
big as.the Eye ofa Sheep; yet among ffhes a 
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1113 Dolphin,which weiched 100e.pounds weight, 16, ,- 

| had a far leffe Eye than a Thyn or Tuniefifh, — 3% 
which weighed but three hundred pounds, And 


4 kind of Sea-calf, which feemed to be of that 
forc which is firít defcribed by Randeletiusyweigh- 


| ed about eight choufand pound, and yet had an 


Eye no bigger than the Tunie fi(h - aforefaid. 
Alfo, while Peireskins was taking all the care he 


' could;to procure the Eye of one of thofe mighty 


Whales which are caughr in che Aquitanic Sea; 


| Fofephus Axtonias a Dominican of Marf[eilles , 


"who had been not long beforeat the taking of 
one of them, did relate that. the eyes thereof , 
were hardly any biggerthan a mans Eyes. At 
which while we wondered; he told us another 
ching which was more marvellous, viz. That 
the {aid Whale, having a Mouth fo wide, that the 
Tongue being taken forth (out of which a thou- 
fand and fix hundred pounds of Oyl were pref- 
fed) a man might ride. in on Horfe-back, and 
not touch the Roof ef the Mouth with his Head, 
(like Lacians (hip thar failed into the Whales 
mouth) had notwithftanding fo narrow a throat, 
as ic could hardly-hold two Smelts no bigger 
thàn a mans little Finger, of whicha great com- 
pany were found in his Mouth. 

Peradventure, I may feem to dwell too long 
upon this {ubje&t; bnt, feeing. we have already 
related (ome things whichPeireskins obferved in 
the Eysof other Creatures, ‘tis fit verily, that we 
add what he obferved in his own. For he obfer- 
ved, that his Eys did fo receive the 1mages of 
things, that they held chem fometime, efpecially 
when they were moilt, after.fleep : So he obfer* 
ved 1060, times,that when he had looked upon 

the window, difinguilhed with wooden bars, 
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batrs, and {quares of Paper, he cartied the form | 
thereof, fómewhileafter, in his Eyes ; but with. 
this difference, that if he kept his eyes fhut, he 
feemed to behold rhe barrs dark, and the Paper 
Íquares whire, as he had at firt feen nm: bar, if 
he: looked with his Eys open uponadark wall, 
then the paper fquares feemed dark, and the 
barrs of the fame whiteneffe with the wall, The 
fame difference appeared, if he fer his eyes upon | 
black cloaths,. but illuftrated wich fome mea- | 
jure of Light ; for the paper {quares were blacker 


" with the blackneffe of the carments, The like if 


he looked upon an open Book; for he could 


clearly difcern the Letters,there where the barrs LN 


were prefented, but not wherethe reprefentati- 
on of che Paper fquares was, From whence he 
argued, chat it was no wonder; if the fhining of 
the Light, and the whiteneffe of the Snow, do 
dimthe fight, yea, and makea man quite blind, 
às Hiltories tetüifie + feeing chat fame dull white- 
nefle ofthe Paper, does fo vitiate the Organ, as 
to draw a kind ef Curtain before it; not prefent- 
ly to be removed. |. Now he was ofopinion,that 
asthe light of che Sun; and its heat is imprinted 
upona Bononian ftone fo the lighrand whire- 
efle are imprinted upon the vitreous humor, 
and by reafon of their corpulency, create there a 
certain fhaddow of themfelves: bur he was 
aiterwards of opinion, that the (hadow exter» 
nally appearing, was not produced from the 
craffitude of the light or whiteneffe; but feigned

tinople ; and upon that occafion, he was defirous 
totry (and I know not what hindred him) whe- 
ther the fame thing would beride the skin of 
this Beaft, which was wont to betide the skin of 
an Harr. Forit was well known, that an Harts 
skin, being by the Curriets puc inthe bottom of 
their fat, and a great heap of Oxe and other 
Hides laid thereupon, would never reft, after wa- 
ter was putin, cillic had gor it felf up, above alk 
the ret.

return not, fave after many years, For both the 
forementioned Libration, or quivering m orion;

hourely change; andalío the difference of time 
caufes, that when we look fora like appearance, 
alwayes tome diffimilitude infinuates it felf, re- 
quiring a new Picture. 

Finally, as conc.rning the Eclipfes of the 
Moon, the fotefaid deícriptions would excee- 
dingly helpto know and declare, in what part of 
the Moon the defe& of light began, where It ter- 
mipated ; where was the toral immerfion, or 


darkening, and where it began to recover light;

Then which nothing can be more pre- 
fitable inthis fubje& ; efpecially, feeing it is ap- 
parent, that men therefore err m defcribing the 
time and quantity of Ecliples, becaute the fad 
proportion is unknown, and the MoonsDia- 
meter. is commonly computed, to be a fifth part 
crearer than 1t is indeed and in truth, 

Andif any man fhall require a very neceffary 
thing, viz, the true Diameters both of the Moon 
and Sun, taken by obfervation ; Jet him know 
char they were divers times taken in che houfe of 
Peireskius, himtelf looking on, by two Tables, 
the f(haddow of rhe one being fhortned upon the 
other; at the end of a {mall beam or piece of 
timber, near upon four fathoms long, Nor 
fhall I fand:here to relate the darknels of the 
place,and other cautions ufed inthe obfervati- 
on; Ifhall only fay, for their fakes thar are de- 
lighted wich thefe ftudies, thatthe Diameter of 
the Sun, inits farthe(t diltance from the Earth , 
is chirty firft minutes, and twelve feconds ; in its 
neare(t approach to the Eatth, itis oneand thir- 
ty prime minutes, and fix feconds; and the 
Moon’s im her fartheft diftance, is twenty fix fitft 
minutes,

ger chan at Sun-rife, and then alfo greater chan 
at broad day light, Which I eive warning of, 
to intimare, chat icisa more fate way, to make 
obfervation by che fhaddow ; as fuppofing that 
che fhaddow, 1s not liable toío many deceits, as 
tlie Eye-Gehris. Moreover, Peireskius did won- 
derfully rejoyce; when he found, by experience, 
the ufe of chele thinzs, about a certain Eclipfe, 
which was obferved onche third day of March, 
the middle whereof happened at 8, a clock and 
forty three minutes. 

Confequent hereunto, he began ferionfly to 
think of ( which he purpofed long before) affitt- 
ing Geographers, towards the finding out the 
difference of Longitude of feveral places. For

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had eight, ten, and morg of a fort of thofe Books, 
and giventhemi allawdy; yea, and fometimes 
when he was out of hopes ever to get the like 
Books again ; {uch as were Eu/febins of Scaliger’s 
Edition, Origanus his Ephemerides, and hun- 
dreds beádes, 
For he could never forbear to teftifie, that he 
was born rather to give than to receive 5; and 
becaule he took not more pleafure in any thing, 
thaninagift well beftowed, that he accounted 
that day loli; in which he had nor upon fome oc- 
caüon or other exercifed his liberaliry. And 
therefore wife men wifhed him the Riches of 
Crofas, and the Treafures of Arabia; that he 
might more fully manifeft that fame liberal and 
great mind of his. For they counted it a won- 
cér, where he had wherewith to (arisfie fo greac 
expences; knowing fufficienily his contcmipr of 
Riches , and how tree he was from any taint of 
covetoulneis, And fome indeed there were 
who difliked his courfe, fuppofing that he was 
not fufficiently careful of his eftate, For; his ex* 
pences fecmed ro exceed his Incomes ; which 
they could judge by this one thing, that hefenc 
to Rome yearly , three chon{and pounds Tours, 
to be expended. But he regarded none of thefe 
Aumors, and alyvaies counted it great gain to be 
honovrably profu'e,vvhi'e he foueht rhe advance- 
ment of Learning, and the good of learned men. 
Allo that of the Poet vvas true of him ,Qwefivit 
nomen, guarat avarus opes, He fought a name , let 
others feek vvealth,thac are covetots ; for veri- 
iv, whether ic were that he diminifhed his Reve* 
nues, or neglected to amplifie them; yet he 
got fo much Glory and Renown; as others 
cannot 
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cannotattain, with theit immenle riches. And 
thefe men chat blamed him, fhould have confide- 
red ; that Riches are not coveted, only ro expel 
Hunger, Thirit, and Cold; fer a {mall matter 
will ferve for thefe and other natural ufes: buc 
chiefly, chat a man may live in fplendor;and 
leave Monuments co propagate his fame, after 
he isdead. For that isthe fecrec End, ac which 
all mortals aime, how ever they diffemble the 
matter; which nevertheleffe, they do nor at- 
tain, who ftudy the enriching of their family ne- 
ver fo much. 

I ftand not to fay, that Pesresk'us. was of that 
mind, as co reckon the world his Family ; and 
to account all wife and good men to bero him 
in place of Fathers, Brothers or Children, with 
whom he made all thines common. I name fuch 
men as thele, becaufe, though he neeer denied 
any thing, to the well-deferving; yet he made 
fuch choice, that he would not give to al} 
indifferently. For when any one was leis deter- 
ving, he knew how to temper his liberality. 
AndI remember, when one defired himto lend 
him ten Crowns, he anfwered, that he had not 
ten to lend, but he had two which he would 
freely give him. Which when he took, and 
fome asked him, Why hedidío? Ic is tufficient 
( anlwered he ) to fatisfie prefent necelfity, and I 
would rather be a penufious giver, chan a trou- 
blefome Creditor; having found by experience ; 
that many men (hun my fight;becauie they know 
themielves in my debr. | 

Moreover, feeing nothing gains friends fo 
much as Beneficence and friendly Offices; itis 
no wonder that he had fo many, 1o good and fo

illnftrious, all the worldover. | Forhisconftant 
cate wasto provide wherewith to gratifie eve- 
ry man; and when his affittance was implored, 
he fo bettirced himfelf, as that he thought he was 


unhappy, ifhe had not forefeen and prevented 


the neceffity of his friend, Wherefore, he knew 
very well, what was the true Love-potion ; his 
love elpecially being fo qualified, that be never 
refpested his own prolit; nor would ever let flip 
any occafion of doing good to hisfriends. In 
like manner, he never asked any thing for him; 
(elf of Magiltrates, and Great men; but for bis 
friends fakes, and efpecially for learned men, he 
never blufht to Petition tor any ching which 
might do them good, And whether they attained 
any thing by his interceflion, or by other means; 
he wonld alwaiesreturn thanks; and cake upon 
him borh in hisown name; and inthe name of 
the Mufes, and Common-wealth of Learning, 
the reliification of gratitude. | 

- Nor did he only love his friends, but thofe 
whom they loved; e'pecially their Parents, 
Children, Kinsfolks, Allies, he ardently re:pe- 
&ed ; to whom he would fhew himfelf a Coun- 
fellor, Helper, Protector and Patron. And ic 
is a fmall thing to fay, thar he {pared no coli to 
iurcher his friends affaires ; for, whica 1s much 
more; he neither regarded his own heaith, nor 
the unleafonab!enels of the wearher, when he 
knew bis friend was in danger. And hiscan- 
dor and inoennity was fo great, thacheneses 
called his friends to account, for what he had 
intrufted ehem with. “Yea, and took ic very iil, 
when haying depofited Monies in the hands of 
tho'e excellent Brethren the two Pureans, co be 
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laid out upon Books and other occafions; chey 
would make Bills of what chey had laid out, and 
reckon what all came to ; for it was far from his 
mind, chat matters fhould be carried fo fernpu- 
loufly, between him and chem, - In à word, he 


had (üuch a candidand innocent heart, as juttly ° 


procured him the molt loving and. refpe&ful 
triends in the world, 

Moreover, what a comfort may we think he 
was to His friends, when he vifited them in their 
(icknefs, death of children, or being aficted with 
any other caimaity? For never man hid better 
and more amiable words; and becaule he had 
bin accuttomed to fufferdileates and pains, no 
man was better acquainted wich what was fit to 
affwage all kind ot maladies. Wehave known 
fomes; that defoaired of lite, and were reltored 
by his means ; fo ingenious he was 1n derecting, 
and fo eloquent in relating the Symptoms, 
Prognofticks, and Cautes of (uch di'eales, where- 
with they had not bin acquainted, as allo of the 
Remedies, if not to cure, yet to aflwage the 


fame. 

From what has bin faid, we may underfand 
how deliehtful his converlation mult needs 
beto thofe inhealth ; feeing he fo well knew, 
what things were {uitable ro every ones Genius 
and Manners, For knowing fo muchas he aid, 
it was eafie for him to diicouríe of {uch things 
to every one as were co him molt contenti! ; 
and being alwaies intent to learn, he would on- 
ly ask after fuch things, a5 he knew the party to 
whom he (pake, woud delight co relate. Where - 
upon, being frequently vifited by travellers and

Finally , ic was tothis end, that he conftante 
ly excited fuch wits, as either he knew; or fore- 


faw, were born to honour their Countrey ; con- |} 


tinually admonifhing and animating them, and 
affording them, if need were, Books, and aH 
etherrequifites, And as he was wont to come 
mend them, who, by their Writings and Inventi- 
ons, and elpecially , by. deferibing the Country, 
and {uch things as had bin therein acted, did 
render the fame famous; {o did he moft ot all e- 
fteem rhe ftudies of Polycarpus. Riviera, the glory 
of the Carthufian Order: who befides his im- 
menfe Learning, had rare knowledge of all the 
Affaires of Provence, which he intended to re- 
fate in a particular volume of that Herewlean 
work which he hadin hand, — Alío he was very 
much contented, tbat by his exhortations, he had 
perí/waded Jacobus Morguefius , a Senator of the 
Parliament of Aix, and a great honour to that 
Court; who bad obtained a Writ of Eafe,that he 
would fec himfelf co illnftrate. the Statutes of 
Aix: by. which means great. light would be af- 
forded to all the Tribunals of Provence, And 
how often did he with, that Petrus Decormiusy 
the Advocate General, a man of. moft rare Jearn- 
ing, would (urrender his Office , to his worthy 


. and learned Sonne, that he might wholly give 


him- 
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himíelf to the Colle&tion, Difpofition, and Ju- 
fification of the Decrees of Parliament, efpeci- 
ally fuch as himfelf had propounded! How of- 
ren did he defire, that Scipio Pererizs,whole wit, 
judgement and eloquence, he could never e- 
nough admire, would publi(h thofe Court-plead- 
ings of his , fo learned and elegant! And thefe 
few Inftances, among many others, may fuffice to 
fhew his affeCtionto his Country; for ic is to. 
imall purpote to fay, how much he erieved in 
troublefome times, when there was no remedy 
but prayers. 

It fhould now follow, that I {peak of his Reli- 
ion cowards Almighty God : but it is in the firft 
place confeffed by all, that he fo defended the 
faith of his Anceltors, that is to fay, the Roman 
Catholique Profeffion, chat he al{o took pains to 
draw as many of the Heterodoxe theteunto , ef 
p-cially, fuch as were learned, as he was a- 

le. 

Moreover ;: his religious worfhip of the Dei- 
ty, was apparent by his rigid oblervance of ail 
publick Ceremonies, as far as his Health would 
permit. For he was pre ent at Maffes, Sermons, 
and Proceflions ; and there was no remarkable 
Holyday; in which he did not Confefs hinifelfto 
the Prie(t, and receive the Encharitt. 

Moreover, he had conltantly a fincere faith, 
and lovetowards God, having high thoughts of 
fo fublime a Maje(t¥@and exceedingly confiding 
in his.goodnels,. I jay thing of the Reverence 
he bare to the Pope, Cardinals, Legates, Nunci- 
o's:for he omitted no occafion ro teltifie to them 
his Reverence, Affe&ion, and Obedience ; lo 
that it is no wonder; that they had no bufine's in 
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Provence , but they defired chat he might have 
the mannagement chereof, In which retpectr al- 
(o, he obliged the reft of the Prelate$, Generals; 
and Provincials of Religious orders) : whom it 
would be tedious particularly to recount, being 
acknowledged fora Patron of all religious orders; 
efpecially, tbe Reformates;who when they had a- 
ny bufinefs inthe Court ofRome;the Kings Court 
in Provence, or the Parliament there; they pre- 


fenty implored his help. 


And now that.I. may come to fpeak more par^ 


ticularly of histtudies; I mutt premife in the firft . |

Bee 
ing moderate in all other.things, he feemed only 
immoderate in his de(ire of knowledge ; and ne- 
ver man was more defirous then he, to run 
through the farnous Encyclopedia, or whole 
Circle of Arts. Yea, and not only fo, but he was 
Qudious of Mechanicks , or Habdi-Crafts ; for 
which canfe, there was nei any famous Work- 
man that went that way#wut he entertained him 
at his Houle, and learnt of him many works or 
mylleries of his Craft; for he would keep him 
with Dier, wages, and gifts, and make much of 
him for moneths and years together.

till he had aceomplifht his deigns, 
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Moreover; his fagácity vvas vvonderful,by rea:

There never 
came any thing to his hands, bnt he would at- 
tain all che knowledge thereof; which was poffi- 
bie to be acquired ; 1o that he was juftly reputed 
allthe world over, a kindé of Judge ot abftru'e 
and myfterious things, Forifanything was any 
where found out, whole Original, Nature, & Ute 
Was unknown, prefently he was appealedto;

attained without his heip. Yea, and he dived 
into the condition of fuch things as were not, 
but were only 1magined to be ; and conüdered 
whether it were pollible, thaz. {uch things could 
bein Nature? | 

Of his Induftry and quickneffe of wit, we have 
a\lready frequently tpoken, by reafon of which, 
He never defpaired to attain any ching, which 
the wit of man could attain, or bring about ; 
provided heliad a. mind thereto, and woulddo 
his uttermoít endeavour to accompliih the fame. 
And verily he accomplifhed and obtained many 
thing:, which (eemed above his condition and 
beyond his ftrenoth; bec:ufe he could -eafily 
forefee whatever tight heip or hinder, and was 
indefatigable in improving the one, and decli- 
ning the other, and would try a thouland waies, 
Moreovery, 
he made friends in all places. and ‘reely obuiged 
them With courtefies, chat whether he had at pre- 
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fent‘any debgn inis Head, or might hereafter 
have; chey mightbe ready to lervéhim. ‘Where 
fore. having; propotinded. unto:himfelf his End 
whatit was ‘he would have: effected ; he fif 
conGdered whether he was to attain ic: by mony, 
or entréacies;througli love orfean, by command 
or free confent ;. alfo who was ableto contribute 
any thing thereto; alfo what, where; whens and 
which way; and then withont delay hefet his 
hand:dextroufly totbe. work. In like manner, 
hewas very acute and quick in his invention of 
the canfes of any admirable works of Art or INa- 
cure? for he conjectured with great facility; and 
when he had <a litcle digelted his: thoughts, he 
would confirm his conjectures’ with reafons of 
allforts, Moreover, hehad a happy memory. 
and which feldome failedhim; | For.chough he 
complained that his memory was. flippery; and 
weak; yet ircannot be exprefled, what a variety 
of things heremembred, even from his young 
years, and chat notin genéral only, bur alfo wich 
the particular circumítances of places, actions, 
words, and perions. Whence it was, that he 
allwaies wonderfully: delighted fuch as heard 
him difcourfe, for be the occafion of the dit 
coutíe whatit would, he could alwaies produce 
out of hig Store-houte pertinent matter, which 
1e uttered in choife words, with the greatett 
erace imaginable.

lar; but alío of Itely;Spatne,Germany;E gland, 
Hungary, andina word of al that had any Co- 
fnerce or quarrels with our Nation; : 

And with what ardency think you, did he (eek 
to get a Tranflation and Edition of thofe Ara- 
bick Books, which the moft. excellent Golias 
brought lately withhim out of the Eaft contai- 
hing an Hiítory of the Expedicions aud Wars of 
our Kings in Syria? For he conceived that poffi- 
bly the Writers of that Nation, might relate 
many things orhéerwile then our W riters, Which 
it were worth the while to know; that ac leaft 
by comparing boch together, a more probable 
harration might be framed. For he was likewiie 
of opinion; that many things omitted by our 
Hiltotians, might be fromthence fupplyed, fee- 
ing himfelf alio had many things to be added. 
out of feveral Councils or Diets of chofe Coun- 
tries and Times, the Charters, Letters, Seals, 
Coates of Arms, Inícriptions, Coins and other 
fuch like things. Now he was extreamly curi- 
ous of iuch thingsas thefe above others, becaufe 
he faid they were incorrupted witneffes of anti- 
Quity, & that juch chines might be learned from 
them, whichia man (hould (eek in’ vain; among

ferre thele things co no Learning; orto {uch ass 
vain ; feeing moít men ger them only to adorn 
their Armories and the walls of their Houtes , 
and have them to. no other purpole, but. that it 
may befaid; they have fuch things. Bue thole 
menare worthy praife and do not vainly {pend 
their time, whoteek out füch things, weighing 
and illuttrating the fame, to the end they may 
oive light to the underftanding of good Au- 
thors ; that the circumitances of Hiítories may 
be more períe&ly underílood ; and that the 
Perfons,things and aétions,may be more deeply 
fixed inthe mind. For by Statues and Coins, 
we may know what was the Countenance and 
habit ofrenowned men and illuttrions women, 
whote actions we delight to hear related ; how 
thole ancient gods, goddeffes, and heroes were 
formed, with their Enfiens and Badges ; what 
things were for the Ornaments or Infiruments 
of Religions, Wars; Magiltracies, Crowns; Cha- 
tiots, Triumphs, Thrones, Seals, andotterfuch 
things innumerable.

& induftrious, & fagacions examination of thefe 
things, could interprec matters which no Books 
could fhew; which therefore did fo much the 
more aftonifh the hearers, | 
For it was othetwife a leffe wonder (though 
many were juftly delighted therewith) that he 
conld as well eloquently difcourfe of veffels and 
meafures, as he could by producing the veflels 
and mealures of the Ancients. make clear de- 
monttration of what he faid. And terily as oft 
asany Veffel, Coin, or Statue, or any otherex- 
traordinary thing was prefented to him; he 
was alwaies wonr as foon as he could, foro 
weigh and confider the fame. that before helaid 
ic up or reftored it to che owner, he would per- 
feétly know. all chat might be known or con- 
jestured touching thefame. For he confulted 
with his Books, compared ic with like things, 
and called ro mind what ever he had obferved, 
tharmight give light rhereunto ; and by all pot- 
ble Arc; be enquiredinto the capacity, weight, 
or fhape theteof; and asked the opinion of all 
learned 
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3earsned men in all parts of the world; and col- 
le&edall his own conjectures, which he could 
by any reafon make good; and in "brief; he 
would not lect pafley .cill-he knew as much 


'&hereof, as it was poffibleforany mortal man to 


know, | And when he had arrived fo far xhemei- 
ther he inferted allihe knew; fnto’a Book of the 
(ame or like matter ; or he wrote it in a fheet of 
paper, to be put into his commentaries; orhe 
took occafion to write a Letter one or more, 
wherein he explained the ftuitof his labours in 
that fubje&. © It is cherefore no wonder; fecing 
ail his life long he ufed this diligence, that no- 
thing could be propounded, which like another 
Oedipus, he did not prefently explain and unfold. 
The fame courfe he took, touching the won- 
derful things of Nature; of which feeing all along 
we have made frequent mention, 1t 1s need!els 
co make any furcher {pecification’ in this piace. 
It may fuffice co fay, that no man made more 
obfervations, or procured more to be made, to 
che end that at latt [ome Notions of natural 
chings more found and pure, thanthe vulearly 
received, might be collected : for which caute 
he admired the Genins, and approved thede- 
fign of the great Chancellour of England Sir 
Francis Bacon, often erieving that he never had 
the happineffe to fpeak wich him, being then 
alive when he was at, and came lait from Paris. 
He was verily,’ difpleafed with chat DoStrine of 
Nature, which is commonly taught in the 
Schools, as being too obícure and imaginary y 
built more upon tricks of Wit,than experiments 
of Nature. Hewas therefore wont to frown, 
and look with a very di(contented countenance, 
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When he met with fuch Writers of natural Phi- 


lofophy, which did contend more with fubriley ^| 


than folidity ; and though he commended the 
acutenels of their wits, yer he orieved that it was 
worn out rather about words and trivial di» 
ftinctions, than employed in penetrating. into 
the nature of the things themfelves;-whote very 
Jurface was ftill unknown, And if they were 
very {tifly opinionated, and addicted either to 
the Ariítotelean or any other Sect, he would 
leave them to their own wifdom,and never con- 
tet with chem, about any thing ; - but if the 

were fuch, which for Love of Truth wonld lay 
alide prejudice,& had rather gently to hear, then 
ftubbornly contradi&; then would he pour 
forth fuch difcourfes, as they could not but re- 
ceive with pleafure and applaufe, For, although 
they did not altogether allow fome of his Opi- 
nions, yet were they wonderfully affected, 
while he did evermore confirm his opinions, 

either by the obfervations of fuch things, as 
though vulgar, were not fufficiently marked ; 
or by the relation of his own, or other mens ex- 
periments, of which he had alwaies plenty to 
produce (fo continually curious was he to note 
down and colle& the fame) or by producing the 
things themlelves, about which the queltion 
was ; for he was furpifhed with an infinite quan- 
tity of rare Minerals, Stones, Plants, Animals, 
fuch as for any price or by any Art he could ob- 

tain, and keep.

at, and mitigate the faults of others, when they 
meet therewith; ahd think with themfelvyes, 
what man will be thought to deferve prayle, if 
none may be prayfed but he, that is without 
fault ; to take it gratefully racher, that they have 
broken the Ice; and have at leaft endeavobted to 
make a very rough way (niooth; co acknowledse, 
that nothing isat the firi perfect , and that no

eood wifhes, forthe continuance of his life and 
Health. Nor mult I paffe over infilence, how 
Peire skins himielf , four dayes before he was ta- 
ken fick, did relate unto us this following 
Dream. 3 
I thought (quoth he) that I was at Malle, im 
the Chappel of the Palace , and that the Roof of the 
Chappel fell down, aud overwhelmed my felf, with o- 
ther Senators, aud the Prieft, And when at the 
firft crack the Priest being a ffrighted , would have 
left his Sacrifice. Why art thou affraid Friend 
(qnoth 1) feeing thou haft God fonear at hand? 
HowbeitsI do mot relate this as one that would [eem 
de firousto rake np wonders (as many fables ave wont 
to be related upon (uch occafions) but that I may not 
be thought tomake fo much baftetothe end of my 
flory, as to omit any thing which may feem extraor- 
diaary. Now I call fuch like ftories as this,which 
are commonly related, Fables ; becaufe , if they 
be not altogether falte, yet are they drawn in 
by che head and (houlders, upon rome fleight oc- 
cafion, and happen rather by meer chance, then 
any tnrention of Nature ; who cares no more for 
a wilé man, thena fool ; nor fora famous per- 
fon, than one chat is obícure, andofno note, As 


fos tho‘e accidents laft related, this was ‘not the 
furft 
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firft time , that a report wasfpread touching the 
death of Peireskius;as has bin noted in its propet 
place; and ic might now moie éafily be occafi- 
oned, becaufe men had often heard of his fick- 
lines, And not many dayes before his Dream; 
tlie Roof of the Palace, a great part thereof fell 
down: and therefore itis no wonder, that the 
fall thereof; having made deep Impreffion up- 
on his fancie, misht, as is ufnal ; occafionfuch a 
Dream ; other circumfances being mixed there- 
With, by reaion ofthe Copjunction of other in- 
tervenient Species, or Reprefentatións of things 
feen or done, 

But be it how it will, Malignant Févers were 
at that time very frequent all the City over, and 
tberetore becaule he would not let flip any duty, 
that might concern him, he went not only to the 
€hief Pretidept and bis Wife, who were fick as I 
told you, and now pon recovery but he fre- 
quently vifired others aifo whole life he was ten- 
der of. Amongttthe which,there was Francrfers 
& Santto Arco, a Senator of good fame, whofe 
Ingenuous and confant love, he highly re/pedted: 
and Gregorizs Francushis hou'e-Phyfitianjwhom 
he loved for rhe skill be hadin his Art, and the 
centlene!s of kis imannerss and Natalis Galliar- 
dits, a youth of rare rowardne!s, whom as he ho- 
ped; he would in procefs of etme, carry a great 
ftroskin matters judicarory ; fo he loved him for 
his great affeftion wich he knew he had te 
learning. And {eeing there wete many others 
alio; and che Difeale was popular, and rhe heat 
increafed, nor did he ever the more ab{tzin from 
comming co the Senate, or taking care of his 
friends; and'houfhold'occafions of from afiting 
P Qo 2 learned’ 
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learned men, or. writing of Letters, or fearching 
end obierving divers things ; it was no hard mat- 
rer to foretel what would follow. 

Moreover , having .vilited a friend of his that 
came (rom AMarfeilles, who Jay fickat an Inne, he 
caufed.him to be brought home to his own houfe; 
that he might. be more handíomly and carefully 
accomodated, and xifited bim often, and felt his 
pulíe; when he was troubled with raving, andor 
cher lymptoms, gave him good words, fuitable to 
bis condition, and continually provided for him, 
bothdier andall other things neceflary. So that 
he indeed recovered ; but, as he began to grow 
well, Peireskizs fell fick. 

It was the tenth day of 776, when he awaking 
cowards morning, and perceiving that by reafon 
of the frequency oí his fweats, he had nor chan- 
ced his fhiftall night ( as he onght to have done 
twice or thrice) and felt withall a fhivering cold, 
with a light {weat, he opened his eyes and fee- 
ing the calement not well cloted, he forerold his 
own ficknels.Then he began to feel his Head ake; 
yet hearofes went tothe Court, and vifited and 
saluted fome friends, and certain fick people;ac- 
cording to his Cufttom. When he was come home; 
and felt his pain as bad as before, he refuled his 
dinner, hoping, that (as he had often found) it he 
fiou'd fat all day from eating and drinking he 

fhould prevent the ficknefs which threarned him. 
All che Afternoon. he did either fit in his Chair, 
or lie uponthe Bed; till about Sun-fer, he get 
on his Cloak, and entertained the excellent 
Campinins, who was come to vifit him, and after 
much difeourle, brought him to the door; to rake

The day following, being Corpus Chriffi'day he 
fent to defire Hamnibal F abrotus a famous Laws 
yer, of whom we have formerly made frequent 
mention chat he would comeand keephis Guelts 
Company. He kept his Bed all the day, aid bé- 
(ides the Fever, was pained in his Kidneys;.and 
Hemorrhoids, Thelame day; he was let blood, 
and the.Feser continuing, he. was enjoyned to 
forbear his drinking of cheimineral water. About 
che evening of che thirteenth day,: his Head-ache 
and Fever increaled. The day following, he was 
fomewhat better; and the Potty who had brought

workes; he made ufe of him to figure out in 
plailter, all the dimenfions of his Countenance, 
co the intent, that afterward a Marble: Statue 
might be forined, as like him as was poffibie, 
Alto the Phyficians chonghe good to view: his 
internal parts, that they might be perfectly fa- 
cisfied touching che caufe of his. death, though it 
were not very obícure. Therefore the night foi- 
lowing they diflected his.Body , ana found 
that his Heart; Liver, Lungs and other parrs,were 
in good plight : only his Bladder in the forepart 
chereof, was fo corrupted, that like wet Paper;

ranks , who was chief Prefident ofthe Chamber 
of Accounts, And cominga moneth or two af- 
ter, into Provence, the firít thing he did, was to 
perform Funeral Rites to his Brother, and tobe

One thing I muft not omit, being pro- 
per f rthis place, v.x. that many Authours were 
se'olved to dedicate cheir Books to him, jutt 
when he died. Amoneft chem were Campanella, 
Licetus, Horten fins, Buccardus,Arcofius,and who 
not? And what wonld have been done, think 
vou, if he had attained a riper Age, and longer 
life». Thofe things which he accomplifhed ; may 
july be counted very many, and very great: but 
he vvas juft then taken away , vvhen by rare acti- 
ons he began to exceed himielf. For he had now 
contrived to himfelf many vvayes of entercourle, 
into all the Provinces of Ewrope : into Afa, and 
all the Eatlern parts ofthe World; into all e/4- 
frica; and the farthett bounds of ethiopia, into 
the two. Continents of America, and the un- 
known World it felf, fo chat he vvas now ina ca- 
pacity more abundantly to unite all Mankind, 
through the whole World, by the Commerce 
and Correfpondence of Letters; and to fupply all 
learned men, with fuch Books, and other things,

But; as for fuch things as would have hap- 
ened, if he had lived longer, I leave them to 
ods dirpoíal. Who verily, bas caufed the grea- 
relt forrow imaginable by taking away the Pilot, 
who (food at the Helm of the Ship of Learning;

For 
there are men indeed, who by their Wealth, An-

| of Learning and learned men: but there is no 
Mansthat ardently affeds all the learned;through 
the whole World, as he did; who bends all his: 
cate that way, negle&ting every thing befides;exe: 
hauíts his Etfate to that end, and: liberally {pends 
bis Treafure; who is in fuch. Credit with -all 
Men , and catches at all opportunities of doing 
good, with the greatett willingne!s; Induftry; Fe- 
Iicity, imaginable.

was the opinion of learned men,when commen- 
ding his truly royal,and‘naagnificencmind; and 
acknowledging him to be che pattern of never to 
be forgotten beneficence, they declared, that he 
had feazed the glory due to Kings; and that he 
was (o much more worthy ot commendation 
then A44ec&z45, inasmuch as he had no 4 ugufuss 
by whofe favour and liberality he might bz 1na- 
bledto do good, . Ina word, this vvas che true 
fruic which he attained, viz. to leave a gratetul | 
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Memory of hitafelf confecrated and infhrined in 
the Brealts of thoíe men, vvho have extolled him 
to the Heavens, and will tranimit his memory to 
allfucceeding Ages, Others feek Renown; by 
enlarging their Dominions, leading of Armies, 
prefenting rare fhews , building Tombes , Pyra- 
mides,and {uch like things; yet oblivion ar laít 
overwhelms thefe men, as inglorious, andigno- 
ble + or if any memory of them.remains , it ig 
either detpicable; or arlealt void of love and af- 
fe&ion.

T. isexcellently dene of you ( O Roman f- 
cademicks) and {uitable to the Dignity of 
your Order and Renown; in thar, you have 
decreed publick Obfequies, and a Funeral 
ration commendatory, to be performed in ho- 
nour of that molt gentle and learned French- 
Man, Nicolaus Claudius Frabricius, Lord of Pei- 


_réskis, For , if this pions Cuftom hath bin fet on 


foot.by yonr Ancefiors , chiefly co adorn fuch as 
have well deferved of che Common-wealth, and 
to t£anfmit their memory wick honour to all Po- 
flerity : fuch truly, and fo great are the merits ot 
Peireskins, and the Ornaments by him beftowed 
upon that part of the Common-wealth ; which 


‘Js devoted tothe [tudies of Learning and Huma- 


nity; that he feems, not. only to have removed 
from the Nations on the other fide the Alps, that 
| hateful 
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hateful Imputation of the füuppreffión and decay | 
of Learning; but evento have equalized, or ra- 
ther tranicended, that Glory which che Romans 
themíelves challenge ; for the Advancement of | 
Artsand Sciences. For allthe learned men of | 
all.Aees,in this City, who either by their own 
Induttry have illuftrated , or by their Authority, 
and Liberality adorned;*the liberal Arcs and | 
Sciences, if they were brought all together, feem 
in no wile comparable to Peireskíus, Who, was 
ina word fo excelleprin all kinds of vertues,that 
in him alone this Age of oürs,may compare with 
Antiquity, in all that is prayfe-worthy. In which 
relpect, Ifindexherask impofed upomme more 
oreat and difficult ; viz. that I; beingaa firanger; 
of a mean wit, unexerciled, and unable, fhould 
in this honourable Affembly of Romans, elo- 
quent and polite men, difcourfe of che innume- 


. gable, and almolt incredible vertues Of that man, 


Which task has bin by me undertaken ( mott 
learned Academicks) not out of any felf-confi- 
dence, or fool-hardyneís : bnt out of my Re- 
{pect to you, who by your moft hononrable de- 
cree, have affiened me to this work; and my du- 
ty to thofe, who as they have the greateft Com- 
1nand over me, fo I. could not bnt prefer their 
Authority, before the eftimation I madeof my 
felf; but efpecially out of that good will, and pi- 
ous refpe&t , which commands me ro give fuch 
great chanksto ‘Peireskias, now dead, by this laft 
office of Humanity, as I did owe him living, for 
the greatnels. of his delerts towards me. For, 
fgeing in my own Countrey » my Parents wou'd 
nor {uffer me ro lead chat fiudious lite ; to which 
fsorn my Child-hood I wasaddicted ; but drew 

me 
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| me by force ro the Court , and Pleading places: 


I refolved ar laft; freely co forfake Paris, a mof 
large, and powerful City, and by a voluntary 
banifhment; to betake me to this City of yours $ 
feeing (rom thence 1 underftood by Books , that 
all Religion, Lawes, Learning, all knowledge of 
things , and elegancy of living, did anciently, 
flow into our parts ; and our learned men in- 
formed me, that they. did all now flourifh more 
and more, under the countenance of a mof 
centle and wile Pope, By the Advice of which 
learned men chiefly, vifiting Peireskins by the 
way, as one belt acquainred-with the Affaires of 
Rome: he both liberally entertained me in his 
Houfe, received me into tbe condition of an int 
mate friend; and at my departure from Pro- 
vence towards Rome, gave me {uch a ferious 
Commendation by Letters , to the learned and 
principal men of the City, and fuch excellent 
precepts touching the Cuftoms thereof; thar 
prefently upon my entrance thereinto, I was not 
only (oon acquainted with che publick fafhions, 
to which I eatily did accommodate my felf; but 
Lalfo infinwated my felf into the acquaintance of 
all of you, molt learned Academicks ; and which 
isthe greatet matter of all, I gained füch a place 
in the Familiarity of thechiefeft Períons bothin 
the civil and literate Common-wealth.as is wont 
to be allowed, only to famous and learned men. 
I might juftly therefore be acculed of Impiety; 


“not to fay ineratitude towards you, and allo- 


thers ; if, having long fince made it my bufinefs, 
ro write the Encomiums of all learned men de- 
ceafed. elpecially Italians ; I fhould now retu'e 
the duty impofed this day upon me; how ever

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hard 4nd difficult: of praifing the learned man 
in the world, and one fo nearly related to me, 


as à Countreyman, Friend, and Benefactor. I' | 


(hall therefore fet my felf:uponthis renowned 


anid exemplary work ; moft full of novelty and | 


admiration: and look how much eloquence 
thereis wanting in me, to accomplifh the fame, 
{o much I fhall endeavour to borrow and tupply, 
both from my own fingular affection to that 
moft rare man, and the oreatneís ofthe grief, by 
me conceived for his death, which fometimes 


qiakes men eloquent and copious; as.alio from! 
‘your Benevolence, right reverend Fathers, and 


you molt renowned men, and that benignity 
wlierewitlr you. affoord your audience with fo 
much attention, 

When I compare the Life of Nicelaus Clazdi- 
us Fabricius Lord. of Peiresk, which tranfcends

paffed their boys-age in liberal (tudies, and their 
youth inlearned Peregrinations, living 1n great 
Honour with Princes and learned men, in for- 

: reion 
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| feign parts. Bothofthem in their own Countrey 
| were linked in friendíhip, with períons of the 
ereateft and moft excellent ranke and quality : 
and were a fafeguard to good. andlearned men, 
both from the injuries ot others, their own mu- 
tual detraétions, and the preffures of Poverty. In 
their houlesjinto which both of them liberally 
invited mén ofall ranks, thete was more ingeni- 
ous Elegancy then füperfluity of Diet; as in their 
cloathing, they affected cleanly neatneffe, racher 
chan luxurious extravagance. Ufing neverche- 
leffe, the belt in all chings, efpecially in their 
houthold fervants, where there was nota Page, 
which could not perform the office of a Bible- 
Clerk, and Library-keeper. Inthe Common- 
wealth,which in both their times was very vari- 
ous and (ubje& to changes they fo carried them- 
felves, as alwaies to fide with the mo(t honeft 
party. As for tbe Honours of which they were 
therein capable, they fought them not: but be- 
ing content with the dignity wherein they were 
born, they lived well and happily unto old age; 
in their old way of the ftudies of Philofophy and 
antiquity, being of moft fweet and excellent 
manners. 

Thefe. few things, ont of many which might 
have bin faid, I have inftanced in, for examp!e 
(ake, to make ir appear, that Peireskiws fhared 
in all the Praifes which ancient Auchours give to 
Atticus for his Vertues in general, and efpecial- 
ly his Temperance, Honefty and Prudence: 
I come now therefore to thofe Vertues to which 
my mind has long ha(tned; which were fo pect: 
Tiar to Peireskins, and (o much his own; that no 
man in all antiquiry can pretend to outgo; oF

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once compare with him in the glory thereof, 
viz, a continual and almoft incredible labour 
andrare indufirie, to attain the knowledge of 


ail great and excellent things, all Arcs and Sci- | 


ences: an ardént (ludy & eager care to prelerve & 
advance thé {ame : finally,a perpetual & conftanc 
de(ite to adortrand fer forth learned men; and 
a princely & magnificent liberality, in effecting 
all the premifés, ^ In the handling of all which, 
1 (hall be fo careful both of verity and brevity; 
that fetting afide all rare ornaments of {peech, 
I fhall in a plain HiQorical narration, briefly fee 
forth che ftudies of Peireskins, his diligence in 
reading and writing, with his liberality to lear- 
hing and learned rhen, 

The Fabrician family, after thar from the or- 
der of Knighthood, in which for the {pace of three 
hundred years and upwards, it had Slourithed in 
the glory of Chivalry, ic became adopted into 
the Parliament of e4ix; did fo excel in wit and 
Learning,that an Inheritance tot only of higheft 
dignity; but of moft excellent Learning alíoy did 
from the fourth generation,together with a larce 
Library, and other literary utenfils delcend unto 
Nicolaus Claudius Fabricius Lord of Peittesk, 
Who, tefolving with himlf, not only .to 
keep; but alfo munch to augment thofe pof- 
feffions , chiefly of Study and Learning; de- 
Icended. from his Anceftors; he made it all 
his care,and {pared no cott, to adornand aug- 
ment thofe lirerary Inftraments, which are al- 
together needful for the actaining of good Arts 
and Sciences, Wherefore, after he had taken 
care, to get from all places the. moft excellent 
Bogks , androadorn them with gold, pue 
and 
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and all manner of neat and curious workman- 
fhip; by firch exceHent Workmen, as lived in 
‘his honfe ;; and had diligently perufed them all: 
his greatett care in the next place was, to travel 
ali Europe over:: not. only co acquaint himielf 
with the mahriers and Cities of the Nations 
then living; burthaccoming tothe very things 
themfelves, and comparing what he had heard 
and read, he mielit diligently view the ancient 
Monuments of Antiquity: and from) thence 
carry home as muchas he conld, to tréafure up 


inhisLibrary, ©The firt place that invited his 


pretence was Italy : in which asrhere are flou- 
rifhing at this day ‘molt excellent and elegant 
wits, moft civil and polite manners, and tran- 
fcendent Laws; fo are there yet remaining very 
many reliques of the ancient fortune, and thole 
moft flourifhing times for Arts and Literature. 
Having therefore viewed the Cities of Liguria 
and Tufcanie, he came by long journeys into 
this City of yours, asthe Searotall Divine and 
Humane Empire, the Manfion place of Antiqui- 
ty and Humanity: where with his eyes and teet 
he diligently went over and vifited che Courts, 
Theatres, Temples, Bathes; Arches, and Caves; 
as alfo the Spires Columns, Statues, Monuments. 
of Braffe and Marble, Coins, Jewels,and Books; 
ina word, all the Monuments of the ancient 
Magnificence and Atts; more. of which and 
more illuftrious are comprehended within your 
walls, than in all the world beüdes; thele he 
viewedand handled, and carried what he could 


home with him: which he partly beueht ar a 


great tate, partly received by way of free gift, 
from learned men; which aschey are alwates in 
great 
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great aboundance at Rome, fo were they» then 
efpecially, in che dayes of thofe moft ttudions 


and molt muni&cen: Princes, of the Family of | 
the eAldobrandinis in very great number and | 


exceeding courteous. » All. which, but efpeci- 
ally Fulvius Urfinns and Lalius Pafqualinusmoft 
diligent abd induftrious collectors and admirers 
of t.e Reliques of Antiquity, were drawninto 
admiration and friendfhip, by the Virmmesand 
rare Learning of young Peireskins, The fame 
expectation. and favour he brought. with him 
from Rome to Naples, where he converfed with 
Matthens Capuanus Prince of the Conchant; 
more renowned for his love of Learning and his 
knowledge, than for the great Dignity ot his Fa- 
mily and Fo:tune , and with 7Zars Garguftiola, 
one of the Supreme Council, aid a very learned 
man: both which had in their houfes, moft 
rich Treafuries of all kind of Antiquities. There 
allo he frequented tre renowned houfes of o- 
hannes Baptifta Vorta, and Ferrans Imperatus, of 
which the former wasan eagerfearcher out and 
explainer, the latter a molt diligent keeper and 
pre'ervet of the moftabftrufe works of nature; 
And teeing Peireskius {pent hisfludy & pains no 
leffe in thele kind of thines, thanthecontem- 
plation of Antiquity y. he fearcht every moft ez 
cret corper ,nct only of this moftlarge and beau 
titul City, but alfo of che whole Territory of the 
molt happy Countrey of Campania; where he 
might behord the pleafant {pectacle of Nature, 
(which there chiefly delights to work wonders) 
contending with the ancient Magnificence and 
Luxury of the Greeks and Romans. ^ He dili- 
gently viewed the rell of Italy ;-and all chat pare

was allo done by the greatelt part of the other 
Cities of kaly and of Europe; difcourfing with 
him by Letters touching their fludies, lending 
their Books either to be prinred by him, or, for 
honours fake,to paffe into the world under his 
name and patronage. Thus flourifhing inthe 


favour and entertainments of moft renowned 


and learned men, when he had enriched him- 
felf wich Statues, Tables, Coins, Books, and 
other moft ancient Ornaments of Italy; he pro- 
ceeded in his Travailsto Germany, andas far as 
togreat Britain ; where he gathered many Re: 
liques of Antiquity, and gained the repute and 
eoocwill, not only ofmen skilled in theftudies 
of wilcom and good Arts, buralfo of fuch as ex- 
celled in Painting, Architecture, and other curie 


ous Artifices : whom Peireskius being an ele- |

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Báht pe&tator of their works; did higtily account - 


ofinthofe Countries, as formerly he had done 
in Italy, makibg himfelf acquainted with 
them, as with all otherlearned mea: -elpes 
cially with Petrus Paulus Rubens, both for 
his knowledge of Antiquity; and his skill in 
Daimting, Graving, and Archite&ure; whith 
Arts he feeins to have firlt of all brought out of 
Italy, into the Low-Countries, with their an- 
cient fplendorand dignity: Adarcus Velferus a 
Magiltrate of Augsburge, (ludious ofthe Com- 
monwealth there; and a careful advancer of 
Learning throngh all Germany: Jobs Barclay, 
at chactime famous in Epgland for the elegance 
of his wit and Learning: Daniel Heinfius chiefly 
in Holland, and his moft learned Matter J ofeph 
Scaliger; who as foon as lie heatd Peireskins , 
whom he knew only by name and hear-{ay, rea- 
fon about matters of Learning, being of a pier- 
eing atid found judeement, he prefently knew 
him, and declaredwhohewas, His lat pere- 
erination was to Paris, whither, by reafon of 
the great aboundance of excellent Books, and 
mott learned men which he rhere found he made 
à fecond journey. In his firft journey chither 
he vilited Jacobus Auguftus 7bsans:, and his 
mott renowned Library, and (aw Ifaac Cafan- 
ben, Francifcus Pitbaus, and abundance of other 
learned men then living, who came frequently 
to Th#anus his Library, daily magtii fying Thsa- 
595, asche mo(t excellent Prinee and Patron of 
Hiftory, and all other Arts and learned men, 
and earnelt defender of the Frerich Empire and 
Majetty. And having {pent ten years at his own 
houle in perufing thole Monuments of Antiqui- 
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and Learning, which he had collected aM

Enrope over, and in reducing and digefling the 


fa üudie and memory, wherewith 
he was endowedaiter a divine manner: he went 
ro Paris che fecond time, torurn over and de- 
voucchofe orlier Libraries, viz. the Kings, that 
ot St. Dents Vittoriay, St. German, and of the 
(Memii, and to Wt chole learned men which 
freqnented the fame; of which there was at

ftands fo open forthe ufe of all men; that from 
thence molt rare Monuments of ancient Lear- 
ning, are daily brought to light. There was in 
a manner but one good turn which he procured 
of Varius for bimfelf, viz, that by his authority 
he was admitted, to fearch the molt ancient Re 
cords of Courtsand Churches, in all the Towns 
ofFrance, Astor wealth and honours, he was 
fo far from feekingthem, that he often refuied 
fuch asVrius freely offered him, who when he 
would have adopted Peireskius into the matt an- 
cient and worthy order oí Prelates of France, he 
had much ado at laft to make him accept of an 
indifferent Church-living, | Qari&s being dead, 
who gave all his rarities ot antiquity, in a man- 
ner tohis moílJov1ng and offictous triend, com- 
mitting hisla(t Will and Tettament to his faith- 
ful care and overlight ; Peireskius began tolook 
after his own home and ftudy ,from which he 
had been longabient: when lo,jultat bis depar- 
ture from the Court of Paris, he wasin his jour- 
ney invited again to the Court of Rome :. recel- 
ving the mot joyful’ tydings of Cardinal 
Barberino his being made Pope. . For he 
knew the faid Cardinal before his Election to 
the Popedom, being the Prince of Wit, Lear- 
ning, and Sancüty in the Roman Common- 
wea'th: haying fome whiles before procured 
a firlt and fecond Edition of his Divine Poems, 
and oblized bim with other lervices : fo that 
when the Meffenger , who intended fitt to ac- 
quaint the King with the news, meeting Peires- 
ki«s did only tell him, that che learned{t of all 
the Roman Princes, and his mott leving friend 
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was made Pope ; he prefently knew that Barde- 
rino was placed at the Helm of the Common- 
wealth, to his incredible joy.’ For he did fore- 
fee, that under a moft learned Pope, the Study of 
eood Literature, would be reduced into its anci- 
ent Light and Splendor; and that Students in 
hope of Honours andRewards,would flock from 
the utmott ends of the Earth, to adorn the Court 
of Barberino, Which happinels of the times and 
learning , that he might at leaít view with tiis 
Eyes, and adore the new Pope, who fo highly fa- 
voured him, he was by his friends , periwaded to 
come to Rome, not much againtt his will.” But 
he was loath that Ambition, from the very fufpi- 
cion whereof, he was alwayes free ; racher them 
duty, fhould be thought the occafion of his your~ 
ney thither : and after that; with much adoe, he 
had eotten out of che Ifland of Circe, he feared, if 
he gave eare to the Sirens Songs, he fhould be by 

them detained: therefore after a long peregrt- 

nation, he betook himfelf at length to his own 

Ithaca, to the moft defired Haven of his Study. 

And then truly, the Study of Peireskivs, atid his 
whole Houle ;through the well-nigh Kingly Lt- 

berality of irs prefent Mafter, which from that 

time forward, he ufed not only for che Ornament 

of Learning, and the Infiruments thereof ; buc 

chiefly, in aififting and honouting learned men; 
was more magnificent, and fuller of Holpitality, 
then the Court of Alcinons. 

A little after the return of Peireskius, Cardi- 
nal Franci(cus Barberiuus , brought chither with 
him, the fowre and Cream of the Court of 
Rome; being fent as Legate from the Pope, to 
che mot jut and valiant King of France. And 
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Peireskius entertained him, and his Noble Reti- 
nue, {o plentifully , and with fo much fplendor, 
that he teemed to contend, even with Kings, in 
point of magnificence ; admiring and adoring 
inthat young Prince, as well the mature pru- 
dence andfanctity of the Pope his Unkle, as his 
fingular] love to Learning,and good will to lea:n- 
ed mep,. Andin regard of his fo rare vertues, 
he.bore him iuch Rever enee, and was ío offici- 
ousto him all hislifelong: that hi ja ly any one 
went out of Fre nce into [ral y; by whom he did 


not fend him Lec fall of duciful refpect and =| 


Learning; asaifo Books, Plants, and rare out- 
Jandifh Creatures, to adorn the ftudy and Gar- 
dens of Cardinal ie LUE To whom that mott 
courteous Prince, alwayes recurned the greateft 
thanks poffib! e, with like goes of Letters and 
tokens. With no lefle oble ervances did Peir e:bius 
bonout andrelpe&, cho'e moft learned, and rare- 
ly-quatified perfons , which were in the Legats 
molt renowned Retinne; but moft efpecially, 
CAffianus Pwtealis, a Man tor the famoufnets of 
his Fami.y, Vertues;and Learning, w 2 ofthe 
greateít prayfes, Tun Honours imacinable ; with 
whom being moft clofely united in J A fection, by 
realon of. rhe likenefs of their natures, In excel- 
lent y of manners, and love to learning and lear- 
ned-men ; he held afcerwards con(tánt correí- 
pondency, / 'amiarly acquainting bim with the 
whol e cour'e of his Studies. Alo with Joban- 
eis Baptiffa Donius, who by reafon of his Ingenu- 
ity. anda wit, fit forthe knowl eds eof all Breas 
things, was molt cearly netpected by him "The 
friends be the nandc ere t proc nt ed, as others ii 
tertvard.atc duome , by the iejeediatien ot H ierveny= 
7 14 
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mus Aleander,a Man endued with moft excellent 
Arts'and Ornaments, and a Lover of Peireskius 
from his youth up; who then fo admired his No- 
bie Honte; full aa and Wifdom; that he 
afterwards openly pronounced, that Peireskius 
was the ereatelt and moit happy man in the 
World: and was often chinkine to remove from 
the Court and Ciry of Rome to Aix, that he 
might enjoy his {weet Company, and that preci- 
ous Treat tury of Literature ; which. he had there 
hoarded up. "Thither came afterwards all thole 
brave men, who about affaires of State, went out 
ot Italy into France, ot from thence to Pro:ence; 
to his Hou'e they came, to (ee that Man who had 
the Commentaries, Acts, arid fecret Records ot 
Kingdoms ; who perteé RLRDSAY che Scituations 
of Counties » Counts of Times, Originals of 
Peoples, their Lawes, Cont ederacies and Warrs; 
and the Families, Kindreds , and Succeffions of 
Kings and bites: fo that no man knew the 
eondition of his own Houle and Land, better 
then he was acquainted with the flate of this 
World of ours. Alto all men, of what ever Rank 
or Nation, that were (iudious of great and rare 
things, came thither co fee him, and his moft re- 
nowned Study where they might at one view;be- 
hold a Collestion of what ever was rare and ex- 
cellent, to get a fight of which,men were former- 
]y wontto travel; all the World over. All which 

Peireskius and his Brother Vzlavefius , a molt 
courteous Gentleman, brought home with them 
from theirTravels, Which tivo Brothers lived ro- 
gether, evento old Age, infuch a Community of 
ends Cond Mtion, it Revenues 5 without 
anyfallingouc; that there was never any vee 
that 
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that one of them (hould be reconciled tothe o- 
ther. Alfo new things were continually brought 
bim , not only from all parts of Europe,but from 
Afia, Africa, India, and the new World ; fince 
this ofd World of ours, would not content his 
ereedy defire of knowledge: fo that no man 
came from the remote parts of the World to 
thefe Coatts of ours, that did not bring with him 
whole Cart-loads of Rarities of Arc and Nature, 
to the Houle of Veireskivs. For thefe kind of 
things were daily fent him, from choyíé men 
dwelling in the principal Cities and Haven- 
Towns of thofe Provinces; who were by him 
imployed with all their diligence, ro procure 
fuch things , to his infinite charge and expence. 
And becaufetho Men, with all their Art and 
Induftry, cou!d not fully farisfie Peireskins , he 
oftentimes fent others trom his own Howufe, into 
all rhe Iflands of the /Egean Sea, to the Mountain 
Atho; to Cosflantinople, Alexandria, and thole 
miferable Reliques of 7Mempbis, and Carthage : 
who for him, and with his money; fhould feek to 
procure, befides other Rarities, chiefly; tbe anci- 
enteít Books in the Greek, Hebrew , Arabick, 
Perfian, Coptick, and /Echiopian Languages ; fi- 
nally, befides other Monuments of Afiatick and 
African Antiquity , the Bodies of the ancient 
Kines, and Princes of /£gjpt ; embalmed with 
molt precious Spices, Gums and odours. In 
which practife of his, verily, he feems with a 
mind truly royal, to Fave imitated the care of 
thofe ancient Kings of Pergamus, and Alexan- 
dria; as allo of our France, inthe magnificent 
fecting forth of their Libraries. And to this his 
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| Peireskins. did-not only courteonfly admit all 
“Travellers, fudious of Arcand Learning, open-

And allmen, whom 
he knew to bein a calamitous condition, only 
by meanes of their love of learning and vertue, 
and the injury of Fortune, he affitted wich fuch 
things, as they (tood in need of , & helpt to pay 
their debts for chem; or he carefully commen- 
ded them to fome great perfonages, and obtained

flouri(h: being altogether worthy of all favour 
and auchority;amongft-you. For they, by the 
erernal Monuments oftheir writings, do conle- 
crateto immortality, fnch Princes and worthy 
Perfonages, as have deferved-well of them and 
their Virtues; as onthe contrary, being wron- 
ced, or neglected, they brand them with fuch 


marks of infamy and reproach, as the longelt 3 


tract of Time, nor the armed hands of Tyrants, 
cannot wipe off or deface. You ought not there- 
fore by any means, to cive earto certain worth- 
leffe perfons, who though they ferve to no other 
end chan to fill upthe number of your Court; 
and to enhance the price of Corn and other 
Victuals, yet like empty hoefheads, turning this 
way and that way, whofe vacuity makes chem 
nimble, and full ofempry found ; do make great 
ftirrs, laughing and hooting,as wel! at the difpo- 
fitions and manners of learned men,as at the ule 
and dignity of Learning it fel. Learned men 
(right reverend Fathers) are the moft harmlefs 
and temperate fort of men in the world; be- 
caufe, they {pend all their time and ftüdy ; which 
the forelaid cocks-combs are wont to employ in 
ambition, avarice, or things ridiculous: and fil- 
thy, in the conremplation of the greatelt and 
moít excellent things in the world : nor are 
they, as thofe men call them, wayward and crab- 
bed, ; but (uchas make an accurate eftimate of 
things: nor (lubborn and proud; but fuch as 
can 
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can neither act, nor endure things unworthy an 
ingenuous man: not flouching, andineaking; 
but modeft : finally, not clownifh and rude; but 
following the ancient manners,ind fo tull huma- 
nity, that the Arts which they profes have from 
thence their name. As for Learning it felt; how 
great maintenance as well as ornament it, af- 
fords to wellcontticuted Cities, may from this 
City of yours alone appear : which as it was in 
times paft affli&ed, | through neglect thereos 
even fo now, a molt learned and molt wile Pope; 
beftowed as.a cceleltial gift and Divine pre- 
ent from God himíeif, is the canfe, chat your 
Cómon-wealth does at this day gather ftrengrh 
and flourith; chat it is happy; and that;in a word, 
while other parts of the world are fhaken, and 
toffed with che tempells of Wars and other cala- 
mitie$, This alone enjoyes it felfin Peace and 
Rel :which I befeech the moft good and great 
God, long and long for to continue.

many years, an Amplifier of the Dignity 
of Peireshius. Happy man am I, to whom you 
have directed your commendations of a man fo 
heroically vertuous. And we are both happy: 
whom Gaffendus has thought fit to propagate che 
memory of that renowned Man,him(e'fbeing the 


moft worthy praifer of the Vertues of Peireskins, 
| and 
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and the perfe&t writer of his life, By whofe 
meanes Polterity will abundantly honour the 
molt glorious name of that great Meroe, which 
all learned men onght to admire,and commend 
the fame to eternity. What was the habit of his 
Body, what the manners of his rainde, and what 
his Studies, have bin fo punétually fet down by 
Gaffendus, and in a tlyle fo fublime, that no man 
well advifed, can pr. tend to add a tittle chereun- 
to. For he has given usa molt perfect Pi&ure of 
that brave Man, expreffed his rare works, and in 
a pure fiyle.oraphically painted forth, his man- 
ners, and inclination to all excellent Learning, 
He has fet forth to Pofterity a genuine example of 
police Literature, and plentitul grounds of emu- 
lationto the learned World. For by his mof 
happy undertakings, the Mufes haverecovered 
their {piric, life and Countrey, whom the Barba- 
rifme ofthe former Age had banifhed out of the 
World, To whom therefore muft the Mules ac- 
knowledge their liberty, when they (hall reflou- 
rifh> to whom fhall. Studies and Arts acknow- 
ledee their recovery? to whom fhall learned men 
aitribure the increate of Sciences,and thofe helps 
tending to unlock the moll abftrnfe points of 
knowledge? To whom, bit to Peireskins, and in 
the next place to Gaffeudus;who was the firtt that 
did what no body elle could do, in painting out 
to the Life,that worthy Heree,in a Pi&ure which 
fhall lai toerernity. I (hall not go about ambi- 
tioufly to praite che one or the other; for they 
need no prayles, who are above all Commenda- 
tion, and greater then any Titles can be given 
them ; whofe renown will be immortal. I fhall 
only refume his Studies (which Gaffendus has 
moít 
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moft accurately profecuted in his (ixth Book)and 


| contrac them into a {mall handful, propounding 


his Manufcripts at large , for the common good 
of thofe, who defire the lame. But I need not ex- 


| plain thefe chingstothe learned ; I conceive it 


may fuffice ro fay, that chis molt unwearied Gen? 
tleman laboured all his life, in gathering the 
fame, to this only end, that he might beasa 
Midwife to Poflerity. Give meleave here to let 
down the very words of Gaffewdus , and therein to 
admire the lowly mode(ty of that molt eminent 
Man, whole words touching him'elf, are thefe in 
Gaffendus, viz, that he was unable to produce ama- 
ture and elegant birth, or to lich, the (aineinto any: 
(bape: asit he could be thonght infufiicient for 
{uch a burthen , who left at his death, fouricore 
and two Books, of his own hand-writing, of all 
molt exquifite Areuments; confiderable for their 
Bulk; but more for the variety and excellency of 
the fubje& matter, in which he {ets open to all 
men, a Treafury of moft choyfe Learning, by al- 
fitance whereof, they who like him are wont to 
fearch into the depths of Erudition, may be ina- 
bled tofupport the decaying Arts, and{ave them 
from perifhing. Now what chance this great trea- 
ture of his has undergone,which has bin hitherto 
hid from the lezrned,I fhall here briefly hint,yea 
and ingenuoufly intimate, who it is which hides 
the fame; that {uchas are difpofed particularly co 
examine thefe great Riches by him heaped up,ot 
(if polfible) ro publifh the fame, fo as to fatiste 
the great thirtt of thofe, chat earneltly enquire af- 
ter them; they may have the opportunity, to 
fearch into the very bowels of chele Books » and 
bring forth the Treafure they meet with forthe 
com- 
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common e0od; that the vi&orious labours of | 


that rare man may be admired, and that others 
eing enriched with his{poiles, may profecuteé 


and perfe& what has bin by him begun, and de- | 


liver the fame as an Inheritance to Pofteriry; 
through the munificence of that great Afacenas, 
Ten years alter his Death. his Heires canfed his 
Library to be broughr to Paris; vyhichjin the year 
1647, I aw there, confiting of a great Company 
of Books, moft curionfly bound. Buc alas! whara 
miferable fate it umderwent vvhen it came to 
fale, they know, vvho grieve for fuch aloffe never 
to be repaired, For this moftrich Library mighe, 
yeaand ought to have bin referved for the Mutes; 
or at leaft chofe precious Books,vyhich by infinite 
Labour, vvere procured from all the choifeít Li- 
braries in the World, íhould have bin fold all 
together; but therenowned Genius of this Li- 
brarie being extinct, fo fate ordered the matter, 
that beingrorninto piece-meales, it miferably 
perifhed; vvhich isío ordered, I conceive, by the 
eternal providence of God, that all men may re- 
member, in the midit of their moft eager Col- 
lections of Books ( vechoare apr with too much 
confidence to brood over their learned Trea- 
fures) thac fuch things as are collected intime; 
wail likewife after certain ‘res olutions,paffe away 
wich time, His Manuicripts doubtles, had bet- 
ter fortune, For that excellent and learned Man 
Petrus Puteanus, when he was living, cauied very 
proyidenrly his faid Manuferipts to be feparated 
from the reft ofthe Books, both to prefere the 
Labours of his friend from perifhing, andto {a- 
tishe rhe learned Common-wealth, which isex- 
cream chirity , after ab&rufe knowledge, Having 
there-
